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THE MANGLE BOARD 


By RUDOLF

Monday is wash day and Tuesday 
ironing day, most housewives know 
that only too well. These joint house- 
hold tasks have become an orderly 
routine, requiring tubs, soap, wash- 
line, clothes pins, ironing board and 
flat irons, good will and much elbow 
grease; but was it always that way? 


Our early settlers did not have the 
leisure and facilities to follow that 
routine. Where a brook was accessi- 
ble the washing was done there, with 
a flat stone for a washboard and a 
washing bat with which the clothes 
were vigorously pounded. The drying 
was done by spreading the clothes 
on bushes or on the grass. The sun 
did the drying and the clothes being 
of linen were bleached at the same 
time. The smoothing of the linen in 
those days was peculiar and deserves 
our special attention. Through the 
advent of the flat irons or sad irons, 
the older implements were no longer 
used and have been mostly discarded. 


The process was that of mangling, 
or smoothing cold by pressure. The

linen was wrapped around a wooden 
cylinder, about two inches in diame- 
ter and three feet long. Laid on a 
sturdy table the cylinder was rolled 
back and forth with the mangle 
board. A handsome specimen, elab- 
orately carved, is shown on the ac- 
companying picture. When I ac- 
quired it many years ago ina second- 
hand shop in Bucks County, Pennsyl- 
vania, the dealer volunteered the 
information that it was a South Sea 
idol. Further questioning revealed 
that she retrieved it from an attic in 
lower Bucks County, where even to- 
day are found descendants of the 
early settlers of Swedish descent. 
The decorations on this piece point 
distinctly to Scandinavian influence. 
It is marked with the date 1693 and 
the length is 20% inches. The deal- 
er, of course, did not know that what 
she sold was a mangle board, a type 
quite common in European countries 
and as necessary an implement of the 
household as the flat iron became in 
later time. The immigrants in co- 
lonial days must have brought mangle 
boards with them to our country, and, 
no doubt, they were also made here, 
although not as elaborately carved 
as the specimens we see in European 
museums. 


We know of a carved mangle hoard 
in the Landis Valley Museum, Lan- 
caster, Pa., dated 1783, and one in the 
Metropolitan Museum in New York. 
The latter has been pictured in 
“Pennsylvania Dutch American Folk 
Art” by Henry Kauffman (New York 
and London, 1946). It has a beauti- 
ful design of a stem sprouting tulips 
and several nondescript flowers, a de- 
sign as if copied from the illuminated 
pieces of the Pennsylvania Dutch. 

Our people have used the mangle 
board but it has become strictly a 
utilitarian implement without any

Talking with collectors each day 
of the week as HOBBIES staff does, 
many different facets of the past 
are turned to the light, and many 
different angles of this interesting 
and history-preserving pastime are 
brought out. 

At this time of the year in par- 
ticular, the collector’s thoughts turn 
quite naturally to the homes of our 
grandparents and great grandpar- 
ents, and all of their furnishings are 
conjectured in the mind on collecting 
jaunts. 

A collector whose spare time and 
money goes into collecting the old 
home ornaments, called this depart- 
ment’s attention to an apropos 
chapter on Old Home Ornaments 
which is contained in “Chats on 
Household Curios,” by F. W. Bur- 
gess, published some years agu py 
Fisher Unwin, London. We quote 
from the chapter: 

“We are apt to wonder sometimes 
what it is that makes the house 
homelike, and why there are such 
strong attachments to the old home. 
Surely it is the familiar aspects of 
the furnishings, rather than the 
bricks and mortar, that makes the 
old home so dear! To the original 
owners there was an_ individuality 
about every piece, although to the 
collector the same characteristics of 
well-known objects tell that in days 
gone by the cabinet-maker followed 
stereotyped lines, and there were 
but few who moved out of the regu- 
lar ruts and made distinctive designs 
in home ornaments and_ sundry 
furnishings. It is noteworthy, how- 
ever, that however much alike in 
furniture no two houses were alike 
in their ornamental surroundings. 
The pictures and portraits on the 
walls have peculiarities recognized 
and understood by those who have 
dwelt for many years among them. 
Familiar table appointments, how- 
ever, humble, have a homelike look, 
and there are odd bits of old china 
in the cabinet and silver or pewter 
on the sideboard which distinguish 
one house from another; and it has 
ever been so. Chimney ornaments, 
which may be quite cummonplace, 
have well-known characteristics which 
cannot be duplicated. It is undoubtedly 
among the home ornaments that the 
tenderest thoughts linger, and it is 
the trinkets of comparatively little 
value to an outsider that members 
of the family store when the old 
home is broken up. There are such 
ornaments in every houshold; and 
whenever there is a sale there are 
those who gladly buy them because 
of their associations with those by 
whom they were owned and valued. 
The collector rarely gathers them on 
sentimental grounds, securing them 
as curios specimens or characteristic 
styles wanting in his collection. 

“Some specialize on old china cups 
and saucers; other on rare porcelain 
figures; some on the beautiful gilt 
and ormulu knick-knacks which looked 
so well on the early Victorian draw-

“It is, perhaps, from the old orna- 
ments of the home that we learn 
most about the true home-life lived 
in former years. Wood carvers, sil- 
versmiths, leather workers, glass 
blowers and potters fashioned their 
ornamental things after the living 
models they saw about them, in the 
days in which they worked. Thus, 
in the groups of Staffordshire fig- 
ures, now much _ sought after, we 
learn something of the story of life 
in the Potteries in the closing years 
of the nineteenth century. The story 
is recorded in the earthenware “land- 
lord and landlady,” “lovers arm in 
arm,” and rustic cottages with which 
collectors are familiar. 


“There are many quaint brass 
chimney ornaments which were pop- 
ular in many parts of England 50 
to 60 years ago, sought after nowa- 
days. They were of polished brass, 
usually in pairs, and when several 
were arranged on a mantelpiece they 
represented a bright array. (One such 
exdmple illustrated is that of a 
shepherd with his crook—his com- 
panion brass being a shepherdess). 
On the sea coast fishermen were 
much fancied, and in mining districts 
the miner with his pick and other 
industrial models were extensively 
sold. These were varied with birds 
and animals and miniature replicas 
of household furniture. 


“Many of the more decorative 
household ornaments are made of 
wood. To cut down a tree or to 
whittle a stick has been the favorite 
occupation of men of all ages, and 
the possession of a pocket-knife the 
ambition of the schoolboy from time 
immemorial. Something to cut keeps 
him out of mischief and calls forth 
any ingenuity he may have. Some 
of the most wonderful curios have 
been cut by hand, fashioned with 
skill. Some are remarkably realistic 
in their forms, faithful copies of liv- 
ing originals, or of objects of still 
greater antiquity with which the 
wood carver has_ been familiar. 
Carvers have sometimes allowed 
themselves to run wild in _ their 
imaginations as they have cut and 
shaped a block of wood, giving it the 
most fantastic form, picturing myths 
and fables in a wonderfully realistic 
way. There seem. to be no end to the 
variety of wooden ornament. The 
carver has found a place in architec- 
tural design, too, many old houses 
being enriched with his handiwork.

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In the days when walls were panel- 
led with oak, the carver and the 
wood worker delighted in cutting 
deep and intricate mouldings and in 
giving that delightful linen fold to 
the panels which would otherwise 
have been plain. That was the am- 
bition of the household decorator of 
Elizabethan days. Tudor beams were 
cut and carved and quaint mottoes 
engraved upon them. The old oak 
settles — sometimes portable, as 
other fixtures — were carved all 
over, and the fronts of oak chests 
were often made into pictures of 
wood. They told the tale of the fam- 
ly tree by the coats of arms and the 
shields emblasoned by the cutter of 
‘wood, sometimes being enriched with 
colour; at others the picture forms 
were created by inlaying and super- 
adding fretwork. There were intri- 
cate carvings of the Sheraton and 
Chippendale periods, and there were 
the wonderful floral sprays, cherubs, 
and other ornaments so cunningly 
wrought by Grinnling Gibbons and 
his followers. Wooden ornament in 
those days took the form of over- 
doors, and wreaths running down the 
lintels; and massive mantelpieces of 
oak were carved deeply. There were 
vases of wood full of flowers cut 
from the same material standing on 
wooden pedestals. The floral sprays, 
it is said, were in some cases so deli- 
cately cut that they shook like 
natural flowers when any one cros- 
sed a room or a post-chaise rumbled 
along the street. 

“Some remarkable picture frames 
were cut and carved by amateurs, 
corresponding ‘well with the handi- 
work of the needlewoman they en- 
shrined. The cutting and carving of 
banner screens was a work of art, 
and many times a labour of love.”

The Failure of the Heritage Series 


As most followers of this depart- 
ment know by now, RCA-Victor’s 
Heritage Series of vinylite repres- 
sings of old vocal recordings has been 
abandoned and the 80 titles which it 
included will not be listed in the next 
edition of this company’s catalog. 
The failure of this series is a pain- 
ful blow which removes some great 
recorded performances of the past 
from the blessed condition of being 
currently available and thrusts them 
back into the obscurity from which 
we had thought they were perma- 
nently rescued. 

The Heritage Series was an admi- 
rable idea but one that could meet 
with the necessary minimum of com- 
mercial success only if carried out 
with consistent wisdom. Properly 
directed, it might have earned for it- 
self a modest but secure place in the 
phonographic scheme of things that 
would have ensured its survival even 
in the face of such disturbances as 
have bedeviled the record business 
during the past year. Then we would 
eventually have had something like a 
more intelligently planned and ever- 
growing counterpart of the old HMV 
Catalog No. 2 of historical recordings. 
But what have we instead? Nothing, 
absolutely nothing! Some of us may 
wonder why this enterprise failed. 
For the reason, we must turn to its 
history. In the first place, the Her- 
itage Series got off to a bad start 
because the five records of the initial 
release (see Jan. 1947 HOBBIES) were 
poorly chosen and, at $3.50 per dou- 
ble-sided disc, seriously ’ overpriced. 
Later, of course, the price was re- 
duced to $2.50, but most collectors 
would have preferred shellac pres- 
sings at the standard Red Seal rate 
of $1. Vinylite just didn’t seem two 
and one-half times better than shel- 
lac. Besides, the records had paid 
for themselves years ago and what 
was the idea of making them so 
darned expensive? So there’s no 
doubt but that RCA-Victor’s mis- 
taken price ptsicy contributed much 
to the failure of the Heritage Series. 


Perhaps even more important than 
the financial aspect, however, and 
certainly far more complex, was the 
problem confronting RCA-Victor of 
what to re-issue—which singers, 


which records? Since the attitude 
of the average record buyer towards 
acoustic recordings was known to be 
apathetic if not downright antagon- 
istic, the surest way to overcome sales 
resistance would have been to choose 
only performances that were so out- 
standing vocally that nothing like 
them could be found on modern elec- 
trical recordings. This would have 
given the customer something for his 
money that he could have got no other 
way. Actually, a good many such 
performances were re-issued in the 
Heritage Series, but not enough of 
them. 


Aside from the general public, 
vocal students and others whose only 
reason for putting up with the me- 
chanical shortcomings of early re- 
cordings would be the quality of the 
performances thereon, the only other 
group that could be counted on to 
support the Heritage Series was that 
small but enthusiastic band of dyed- 
in-the-wool collectors specializing in 
historical vocal recordings. Their 
desire for the rare, the unusual and 
the esoteric was occasionally ex- 
ploited, but not often enough to keep 
them buying consistently. Of course, 
if the re-issues had been aimed only 
at experienced collectors, its chances 
of general success might have been 
nil. Still, in all fairness to those who 
were in charge of the Heritage Series, 
it must be admitted that sometimes 
they actually succeeded in pleasing 
the public in general and the collec- 
tor in particular by choosing for re- 
issue a record that was not only 
highly distinguished as a vocal per- 
formance but also a notable rarity in 
its original form. No mean feat! 
But in the end, alas, the batting aver- 
age was not high enough and amidst 
an epidemic of remaindering at a dol- 
lar per disc, the Heritage Series went 
down to defeat. 

As if this in itself were not a bit- 
ter enough pill to swallow, consider 
the future consequences. How will 
RCA-Victor, or any other company, 
ever be persuaded to attempt such an 
undertaking again? Once _ bitten, 
twice shy. What, then, is the fate 
in store for those precious master 
recordings which hold the only real 
proof of the greatness of Caruso and 





countless other by-gone artists? Are 
they to be neglected, forgotten or de- 
stroyed? And how will the failure 
of RCA-Victor’s Heritage Series ef- 
fect the plans of HMV, the Com- 
pany’s English affiliate, to bring out 
the Catalog No. 2 of historical re- 
cordings, rumors of which have been 
arousing our expectations for so manv 
months. It’s all very discouraging, 
but the situation is by no means hope- 
less. While the future undoubtedly 
holds nothing as promising as the 
Heritage Series was, the needs of 
our historically inclined group of re- 
cord collectors could be filled very 
satisfactorily if only RCA-Victor will 
once again cooperate with such or- 
ganizations as The International Re- 
cord Collectors Club as it did before 
the war. Then it was willing to press 
special editions of anything in its 
archives of old master recordings. 
The days when this company, Colum- 
bia and the combine which owned the 
old Odeon and Fonotipia masters were 
all accepting orders from IRCC and 
the Historic Record Society were v& 
citing ones for collectors. Perhaps 


they will come again.

Favorite Pioneer Recording Artists 
WILL OAKLAND 


By JIM WALSH 


Within the past two or three years 
I have probably had more requests 
for a biographical sketch of Will 
Oakland than for one about any cther 
still living pioneer recording artist. 
I consider Will, who has probably 
been the most popular countertenor 
singer of all time, one of my best 
friends, so I am especially glad to 
relate here some details of his long 
and colorful career. 


I’m happy, too, that Will is still 
husky and hearty. His blue eyes are 
bright; his ample dark brown hair 
is only sparsely touched with gray, 
and he locks twenty years younger 
than his age. As I write, he is en- 
gaged in a tour of twenty-eight thou- 
sand miles, entertaining disabled serv- 
ice men at Veterans Administration 
Hospitals throughout the United 
States. I had the pleasure of hear- 
ing him when he was at the Roanoke 
V-A Hospital on July 25 and 26, and’ 
can testify that his voice is as sweet 
and powerful as in the days when he 
was one of the top ranking phono- 
graph singers. 


But let’s start at the beginning of 
the singer’s career—with his birth. 
Probably not many of Will Oakland’s 
admirers suspect that he uses a stage 
name, but the truth is that when he 
was christened shortly after being 
born in Jersey City, New Jersey, on 
January 15, 1880, he was given the 
name of Herman Hinrichs (pro- 
nounced Hine-rikes). His father, 
Barnhardt Hinrichs, a wholesale poul- 
try dealer, was born in Hamburg, 
Germany. His mother, who has been 
Miss Louise Seilaff before her mar- 
riage, also was German and was a 
native of Hanover. Mr. and Mrs. 
Hinrichs did not meet until they came 
to the United States. 


Herman—or Will, as we may now 
begin to call him—was the youngest 
child of the family of five boys and 
one girl. As a boy, his home life 
was unhappy. He describes his father 
as the arrogant, high-tempered, domi- 
neering type of German—one who 
kept his wife and family in complete 
subjection. About the only lighter 
side to the elder Hinrich’s character 
was a love for the stage. It was his 
practice, as soon as his sons grew old 
enough to “talk back” and resent his 
harshness, to show them to the door 
and thrust them into the world to 
make their own living. This was 
something that they all did with 
marked success. 


After Will grew into his teens, his 
mother separated from her husband 
and returned for a time to Germany. 
Will, too, left the Hinrich’s home on 
Whiten street in the Lafayette section 
of Jersey City. He got himself a job 
as a Western Union messenger, car- 
rying telegrams to men leaving for 
the Spanish-American war. Then he 
likewise went into military service 
and. was assigned to Troop B of the 


44th U. S. Calvary at Fort Riley, 
Kansas, 


Eventually, Will had enough of 
military life and obtained his dis- 
charge. On his way back East he 
visited the World’s Fair in St. Louis 
and heard John McCormack, then 
virtually unknown in this country, 
sing in “The Irish Village.” “That,” 
Will told me, “twas my inspiration. 
I decided that ‘if I could come even 
fairly close to McCormack, singing 
was the career for me.” Actually, 
Will had already been a featured 
singer with army bands while he was 
still in uniform. He was blessed with 
that rarest of male voices—the 
countertenor (or contra-tenor, as he 
prefers to call it), which produces the 
highest tones possible to a masculine 
singer and is the equivalent of the 
feminine contralto. Will says that he 
was really a boy soprano whose voice 
never changed. 


The young fellow with the pheno- 
menally high voice came on to New 
York, and his professional career got 
under way when he was engaged to 
sing at the Kenmore Hotel in Al- 
bany. Before long, the famous min- 
strel impresario, George Primrose, 
heard him and hired him to take the 
place of “Blackface” Eddie Leonard, 
who had just quit the Primrose show. 
It was Primrose who gave the singer 
his stage name of Will Oakland—a 
happy choice because it is musical, 
rhythmic and somehow suggests the 
flavor of the sentimental ballads in 
which Will excelled songs such as 
“When the Robins Nest Again” and 
“When the Autumn Moon is Creep- 
ing Thro’ the Woodlands.” ‘Oak- 
land” came from Fred Oakland, a 
once famous singer who died before 
Will Oakland’s day on the stage. 


As a member of the Dockstader 
troupe, Will had a variety of ex- 
periences. He likes to tell about the 
time he heard a young fellow singing 
in a theater in Little Rock, Arkan- 
sas. Will quickly decided that the 
young man would be a valuable mem- 
ber of the company and got the boss 
to give him a job. The promising 
youngster didn’t stay in minstrelsy 
long, but went on to the heights of 
show business. And thus did Will 
Oakland discover Al Jolson. 


Will was the second countertenor 
to win fame as a phonograph singer. 
Richard José, who had begun making 
Victor records in 1903, was the first. 
Oakland became a recording artist 
because Thomas A. Edison heard him 
one night and personally engaged him 
to sing for cylinders. Will had been 
under the impression for many years 
that his first Edison recording was 
“When You and I Were Young, Mag- 
gie,” and he was surprised when I 
told him that his initial offering was 
a song I have already mentioned— 
Alfred Solman and Monroe H. Rosen- 
feld’s ballad, “When the Autumn

Moon is Creeping Thro’ the Wood- 
lands.” The cylinder was issued in 
August, 1908, with the following com- 
ment: “This record introduces a new 
Edison artist, Will Oakland. He has 
a countertenor voice of bell-like sweet- 
ness, which is heard to excellent ad- 
vantage in this pretty, romantic bal- 
lad. Many of our Edison friends 
have expressed a desire to hear a good 
countertenor or falsetto singer, and 
Mr. Oakland can rest assured of a 
flattering reception.” 


Three months later, Oakland’s re- 
cord of “When You and I Were 
Young, Maggie,” a song with which 
he has always been intimately as- 
sociated, was issued. It’s possible 
that “Maggie” was recorded before 
the other, but was held for a later 
release date, because it was a “stand- 
ard,” which would always be in de- 
mand, instead of a transiently popu- 
lar song. 


With his first cylinders, Will Oak- 
land stepped into the front rank of 
Edison artists. His phenomenally 
high voice was a sensation. This was 
true throughout the English-speaking 
world, for Edison records were sold 
everywhere. 


The grown-up boy soprano’s fol- 
lowing soon became even greater, for 
his first Victor record, “Silver 
Threads Among the Gold,” appeared 
in April, 1909, and many others fol- 
lowed. These also were listed abroad 
in the catalogs of Victor’s foreign 
affiliates, and I’m intrigued by the 
fact that some of the Oakland records 
continued to be sold by the Zonophone 
company in Australia and New Zea- 
land years after they had been cut 
out by the American maker. Will’s 
Columbia records began to appear in 
1910, and they also had a strong sale 
in Great Britain and the British dom- 
inions. Columbia and Regal catalogs 
in those countries used the descriptive 
term, ‘“sweet-voiced Will Oakland,” 
and some of his acoustic discs were 
sold overseas for several years after 
the era of electric recording began. 


Although Will sang many of the 
popular ballads of the day, his spe- 
cialty was the sentimental songs of 
the Eighties and Nineties, such as 
“Only a Pansy Blossom” and “White 
Wings”; “tear-jerkers” of an even 
earlier period, of which “Stick to 
Your Mother, Tom” is a good ex- 
ample; and Civil War ballads, of 
which “Just Before the Battle, Moth- 
er” (recorded by Edison with elab- 
orate sound effects) and “Who Will 
Care for Mother Now?” were typical. 
Songs about Mother always had a 
prominent part in the Oakland re- 
pertoire, and one of his biggest hits 
was “As I Sat Upon My Dear Old 
Mother’s Knee.” In 1915 he made an 
unusual Victor record in which he 
sang the refrains of five old-time bal- 
lads. The record was called “Old- 


Time Song Medley” and introduced 
“When the Robins Nest Again,” “My 
Mother’s Old Red Shawl,” “White 
Wings,” “Stick to Your Mother, Tom” 
and “Wait Till the Clouds Roll By.” 
Such numbers are the kind that win 
the hearts of the plain people, and

10, was with the Cohan and Harris 
Minstrel Troupe.

“On Mobile Bay,” by the Oakland 
Quartet, which today is a mystery to 
Will. He says he simply can’t recall 
having any quartet named for himself 
and doesn’t remember who the other 
singers were. The Edison supplement 
said all the quartet members were 
well-known recording artists, and my 
guess is that the other three were 
John Bieling, Steve Porter and Wil- 
liam F. Hooley. 

Later that year, Will became the 
star of another ensemble that was 
destined to become famous. It was 
the Heidelberg Quintet— in effect, the 
American Quartet (Billy Murray, 
Bieling, Porter and Hooley), with 
Oakland added to give harmonizing 
top tenor effects. The quintet’s ar- 
rangements were mostly written by 
the late George Botsford and were 
especially designed to make the coun- 
tertenor tones stand out against the 
well-balanced work of the other sing- 
ers. Virtually all the Victor records 
by the quintet emphasized the fact 
that Oakland was starred by saying: 
“Heidelberg Quintet (with Will Oak- 
land).” 

Probably most collectors of old re- 
cords have wondered how the Heidel- 
berg Quintet got its name. Will says 
that the group began its recorded 
work with a 12-inch faced Victor 
called “A Night at the Club.” Both 
sides were devoted to carrying on a

Will doesn’t remember 


just why it ceased to function as a 
unit. One reason may have been John 


Bieling’s retirement. 


Another per- 


haps was the fact that Oakland had 
quit minstrel work and begun to make 
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coast-to-coast tours in vaudeville. 
Meanwhile, in 1914 Will also sang 
with an ensemble known as the Lyric 
Trio. This consisted of himself as 
countertenor; Albert Campbell, first 
tenor, and Henry Burr, second tenor. 
In its way this was the most remark- 
able vocal organization I know of— 
the only trio or quartet ever to come 
to my attention in which there was 
neither a baritone nor a bass. All 
the voices were high. Burr, however, 
stuck to his lower range in singing 
the lead. The trio worked together 
only a short time, but made some 
beautiful Victor and Columbia discs. 


Oakland and Billy Murray also 
struck up a duet parternship in 1914, 
and turned out some splendid Victors. 
(Murray, of course, was the duet 
partner of practically every popular 
singer at one time or other). Parti- 
cularly outstanding, I think, is their 
version of “Just for Tonight,” a 1914 
composition that has had a revised 
vogue within the past year. With 
Billy singing the melody and Will 
producing high-toned harmony, it is 
one of the loveliest “popular” records 
that I have heard. 


For several years, Will Oakiand 
sang as a headliner attraction in 
Keith theaters throughout the coun- 
try. Then in the early 1920’s along 
came radio, and the erstwhile min- 
strel man became as popular on the 
air waves as he had been on the stage 
and records. In 1926 the New York 
Evening World sponsored a contest 
to determine the most popular radio 
singer. Will received a half miilion 
votes, taking first prize and being 
awarded a Packard automobile. How- 
ever the advent of radio meant his 
recording career had virtually ended, 
for he says the leading phonograph 
companies were extremely hostile in 
those days to the new-fangled wire- 
less entertainment, and told him that 
if he sang into a radio “mike” he 
couldn’t go on singing into a record- 
ing horn. Will smiled as he told me: 
“T decided that if they felt that way 
about it, I had made enough records, 
anyway, so I just said, ‘O. K., it’ll be 
radio from now on.’” He made only 
one or two electric records, among 
them a Harmony of his latter-day 
theme song, “Let’s Grow Old To- 
gether, Honey,” which he composed 
himself. 


As evidence of the genial Will’s 
radio popularity, the New York Her- 
ald Tribune published the following, 
somewhere around 1926 or 1927: 


“Oakland claims record for remote 
broadcasts. Veteran broadway enter- 
tainer on three stations. Will Oak- 
land, widely known radio entertainer, 
claims to hold the record for regular 
broadcasting from a remote point 
over a single station. The veteran 
minstrel and musical comedy enter- 
tainer has been featured on WPAP 
for six full years, his programs be- 
ing picked up from various Broadway 
locations. In addition to still being 
featured on that transmitter, Oak- 
land is also heard over WMCA and 
WOR each week. Oakland reached 


the stage by early performances with 
His prominence 


. minstrel shows. 


dates back to the days when he toured 
the country with Lew Dockstader. 
His last musical comedy appearance 
was in a Shubert show at the Winter 
Garden, called ‘The Spice of 1922.’” 


In 1927, the versatile Mr. Oakland 
went to Europe on a pleasure trip. 
He visited the British Broadcasting 
Company headquarters in London, 
and was asked to appear on the open- 
ing program of the new B. B. C. sta- 
tion, 2-LO, which he did. Then he 
was booked for a week at the Palla- 
dium. variety house and made a big 
success. 


Meanwhile, Oakland had become 
one of Broadway’s leading night club 
operators. In 1922 he opened Will 
Oakland’s Chateau. Radio was just 
getting under way, so Will installed 
“remote” facilities for broadcasting 
from the club through WHN. He did 
his own announcing. Five years 
later, after his return from Europe, 
he opened Will Oakland’s Terrace at 
5lst street and Broadway, and stayed 
in business there until 1933. In 1928, 
he opened a summer place in West- 
chester, Will Oakland’s Terrace, and 
continued to operate it for the next 
two or three years. Unlike most 
other night clubs, Will Oakland’s 
establishments didn’t violate the pro- 
hibition laws by selling liquor, and he 
won an appreciated compliment in 
Walter Winchell’s column. Winchell 
said that Oakland operated the clean- 
est place on Broadway, and added: 
“That’s one reason you seldom see me 
there. Not. enough dirt.” 


The last few years before the de- 
pression of 1929 were the height of 
Will Oakland’s prosperity. His radio 
popularity brought him vaudeville en- 
gagements at $2,500 a week, and his 
night club holdings and other inter- 
ests made him more than a million- 
aire. He had a show place home at 
Great Neck, owned a 49-foot cabin 
cruiser, and was planning to expand 
his night club activities. Then came 
October, 1929. the country barged in- 
to one of its most disastrous panics, 
and the depression hit Will an almost 
mortal blow. 


Even so, he managed to remain a 
leading Broadway figure, noted for 
his charity and liberality (he always 
fed five hundred hungry persons on 
Thanksgiving Day) as well as for his 
irreproachably clean life. But then 
came March 4, 19338, and the nation’s 
banks were closed in a dramatic ges- 
ture by incoming President Roosevelt. 
That happened to be the date that 
Will had selected for opening a new 
night club, the Chateau International, 
at 12 East 58rd street. What hap- 
pened after the banks’ closing is thus 
tersely summarized by Will: “Nobody 
had cash. Everybody was scared stiff. 
I kept going for three months—then 
the smash. I lost two hundred thou- 
sand dollars, when three banks with 
my money in them folded.” In the 
crack-up he lost his clubs, his home 
and most of his other possessions. 


But Will Oakland still had, as -he 
yet has, his wonderful voice, and in- 
stead of continuing as a night club 
operator, he became a night club 
singer—the profession he has followed 
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most of the time in the years since 
1933. Then, early this year, he was 
offered the opportunity of becoming 
master of ceremonies for a so-called 
“Gay Nineties unit” entertaining the 
men in Veterans Hospitals. He ac- 
cepted and has been having a wonder- 
ful time—if on occasion, a depressing 
one—by bringing a bit of musie and 
comedy into the lives of thousands 
of unfortunates whose minds and 
bodies have been impaired by war. 
Besides himself, the troupe consists 
of “Grandma” Darling, a spry 68- 
year-old dancer; Della Ray, a little 
red-headed lady who produces music 
by ringing cow bells; Lillian Ashton, 
a veteran English comedienne; Edna 
White, noted trumpet player who 
made Edison and Columbia records; 
Jimmy Solar, a comedian with much 
motion picture experience; and a 
—_ string bass player and guitar- 
rist. 


I have purposely confined this ac- 
count of Will Oakland’s career to one 
installment, rather than have it ex- 
tend over several issues, as in the 
case of a number of other artists. 
The reason is that while he was in 
Roanoke, he and I spent as much time 
together as possible, while I took notes 
of many phases of his life story not 
mentioned here. We _ believe that 
some of the larger magazines would 
be interested in publishing an Oak- 
land series, and some of the movie 
companies have also hinted that they’d 
like to produce a film based on his 
exploits. That’s a possibility which 
Will plans to investigate thoroughly 
when he goes to Hollywood on his 
tour. He and I hope to get together 
later for more work on his biography, 
supplementing the notes I made dur- 
ing the parts of two days we were 
together. The result, we hope, will 
be a magazine series that can be ex- 
panded into a book, which in turn will 
form the basis of the movie. 


However those plans may work 
out, you may take my word for it 
that Will Oakland is not only a fine 
artist but a lovable fellow. But that’s 
something which anyone who knows 
him doesn’t need to be told! 
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Deaths of Five Old-time Recording Artists 
Kellogg, Kindler, Moran, Shean and Schweinfest 


Five recording artists, of widely 
differing talents and _ personalities, 
have died within recent months. 
Three were 80 or older. 


Perhaps the most picturesque of 
the group was Charles Kellogg, 
known as “The Bird Man” and “The 
Nature Singer,” who died Sunday, 
September 4, at his ranch, “Ever 
Ever Land,” in Southern California. 
Kellogg, who was 80, at one time 
earned three thousand dollars a week 
in vaudeville. He was able to mimic 
any bird by singing from his throat, 
instead of whistling, as is done by 
other imitators. A lifelong student 
of nature, Kellogg maintained that 
he was able to make friends with any 
living creature; that no snake would 
harm him and that the wildest forest 
animals recognized him as_ their 
friend and brother. The “Nature 
Singer” began making Victor Blue 
Label recoids in 191d, and several 
were large sellers. He also did the 
bird voices in a Red Seal record of 
“The Nightingale’s Song,” by Alma 
Gluck. 

Doctor Hans Kindler, concert ’cel- 
list and conductor of the National 
Sympnony Urchestra in Washington, 
died August 30, at his summer home 
at Watch Hill, Rhode Island. He was 
56. Doctor Kindler’s first Victor re- 
cords appeared in 1916 when he was 
just 24 

George Moran, 67, of the famous 
blackface team of Moran and Mack, 
better known as “The Two Black 
Crows,” died August 1 in Highland 
Hospital, Oakland, California, of a 
stroke suffered a week before. In 
1927, Moran and Charles E. Mack 
(who was killed in an automobile 
accident in Arizona in 1934) made 
their first historic Two Black Crows 
record for Columbia. It became one 
of the biggest sellers ever issued and 


was followed by several others. Be- - 


sides making records, the Crows ap- 
peared in big-time vaudeville, musi- 
cal comedy and the movies. Parts 1 
and 2 of the Two Black Crow series 
have recently been reissued by Co- 
lumbia. 

Al Shean, partner of the late Ed 
Gallagher in the once famous ‘“Gal- 
lagher and Shean” comedy duo, died 
early in August at the age of 82. 
Gallagher and Shean were a “stop 
the-show” sensation in the Follies of 
1922, with their “Mr. Gallagher and 
Mr. Shean” song written for them by 
Brian Foy. In his later years, Shean, 
who was an uncle of the famous come- 
dians, the Marx Brothers, won a rep- 
utation as an accomplished character 
actor in both the films and on the 
legitimate stage. 


George F. Schweinfest was 87 when 
he died last June 8 at his home in 
Newark. One of the first instrumen- 
talists to make records, Schweinfest 
recorded many flute and piccolo solos 
for Victor, Columbia and Edison in 
the late ’90’s and early 1900’s. Even- 
tually, Columbia obtained his exclu- 


sive services and he played in the com- 
pany’s bands and orchestras for 
about 20 years. In 1915 he did some 
Edison tone test work, playing in di- 
rect comparison with recorded flute 
solos although Edison does not ap- 
pear to have issued any Diamond 
Discs by him. A most versatile mu- 
sician, Mr. Schweinfest made a piano 
solo of “Yankiana—March and Two- 
Step,” which was issued on a Colum- 
bia cylinder in November, 1906. One 
of the oddest records in which he took 
part is Columbia disc No. 19, “Uncle 
Josh’s Huskin’ Bee,” in which the 
part of Uncle Josh is taken—not by 
Cal Stewart, but by Len Spencer. 
The record is announced as by “Spen- 
cer and Schweinfest,” but all the 
talking is by Spencer. Schweinfest 
apparently is the fiddler who is heard 
playing throughout the record.

“John Bieling Day” Observed 
By Family and Friends 


Although no large scale observance 
of “John Bieling Day” was held this 
year at the Garden City Hotel, the 
now historic date of September 10th 
was not allowed to go by default. 
Mrs. John Bieling, widow of’ the 
pioneer recording tenor who origi- 
nated the series of get-togethers on 
September 10, 1946, and other mem- 
bers of the Bieling family, kept the 
chain unbroken by meeting with a 
few recording artists, their wives 
and record collectors. 


The meeting, at the Bieling home 
in Hampstead, was attended by two 
recording artists, Eugene Rose and 
Arthur Hall, with their wives; Ed 
Manning; who gives the “Roll Back 
the Years” program from Radio 
Station CKCR, Kitchener, Ontario, 
Canada; Mr. and Mrs. Brevoort 
Odell, of Brooklyn; Jim Van Demark, 
of Cohoes; Bryant Burke, of Hemp- 
stead; the Rev. J. Edward Vesper, 
of Queens Village; Harry Selinger, 
of Oceanside; and John L. Norton, 
Jr., of the Woodymay Record Com- 
pany, Boston. The Rev. Mr. Vesper, 
Mr.’ Burke and Mr. Selinger, with Jim 
Walsh, of Vinton, Va., were the com- 
mittee which arranged last year’s 
Garden City party. It’s expected 
that the “big party” honoring the 
memory of the late John Bieling, 
will be revived in September, 1950.

THE MANGLE BOARD

decoration. Their inventive spirit, 
unencumbered by tradition, has modi- 
fied it and given it a curved shape 
which evidently facilitated the to and 
fro movement of the board over the 
wooden cylinder. The attached pic- 


ture shows such a curved board with 
a grip handle at one end, and the 
other rounded to hold with the other 
hand. This mangle board comes from 
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Berks County, Pa., and is nearly 30 
inches long. 

_In New England another modifica- 
tion was to cut rounded corrugations, 
set at right angles to the length of 
the board, into the erstwhile flat sur- 
face which pases over the roller. 
Mary Earl Gould shows two speci- 
mens in her book “Early American 
Wooden Ware (Springfield, Mass., 
1942). One of these corrugated man- 
gle boards is also curved like the 
Pennsylvania specimen. 


Mangling, as we have said, was 
much in vogue in Europe, and there 
elaborate mangling machines were 
evolved, the principle being to push a 
rectangular wooden box, weigtted 
with stones over the rollers wrapped 
with the linen to be smoothed. This 
“cold ironing” process, if we may call 
it that, must have been observed by 
the ever alert Benjamin Franklin in 
Europe, for he installed one in his 
home in Philadelphia. When George 
Washington visited there, he saw it 
and wrote about it in his diary on 
September 3, 1787: 

“At Phila. — visited a Machine at 
Doctor Franklin’s (called a mangle) 
for pressing, in piace of iromng, 
clothes from the wash— Which Ma- 
chine from the facility with which it 
dispatches business is well calculated 
for table cloths and such articles as 
have not pleats and irregular fold- 
ings and would be very useful in all 
large families.” 


Julius F. Sachse, who familiarized 
himself with the history and life of 
the cloister community at Ephrata, 
Pa., was fortunate to find yet in the 
1890s the last remnants.of them. In 
his “The German Sectarians of Penn- 
sylvania 1708-1742” he speaks of the 
humble customs of the Ephrata com- 
munity and relates that their snow- 
white linen are to this day (1899), 
after being washed, smoothed or 
ironed with wooden blocks which are 
used in place of the ordinary flat or 
sad iron. Two of these wooden sad 
irons, if the term is permissible, says 
Mr. Sachse, are still in use at 
Ephrata at the present time, where 
they were shown to and examined by 
him, 

The breakup of the community at 
the cloisters soon came, and many, 
many pieces of their furniture and 
venerable implements were dispersed, 
came into the hands of dealers and 
thence found a resting place in our 
museums and collections. The mangle 
board in the Metropolitan Museum, 
with its tulip design breathes the air 
of Ephrata and may well have come 
from there. 


The carved mangle board of 1693 in 
my collection is always a wonder to 
visitors. There are few who ever 
heard of such a primitive mode of 
smoothing linens. By picturing it 
and explaining its use we hope to 
have thrown some light on the doings 
of the housewives in colonial times 
and shown what the “good old days” 
were like. The housewives of today 
may relish this information and be 
the more content with their routine, 
Monday is wash day and Tuesday 
ironing day. 
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NOTES ON BELLS AND BELL MUSIC

The honor of first using bells for 
the production of music is accredited 
to Belgium. The rudimentary ef- 
forts were made in the sixteenth 
century, and, during the seventeenth, 
peals of bells, arranged for regular 
tune-playing, became quite common 
over all that country. The practice of 
change-ringing, or ringing the bells 
of a peal one after another in certain 
regular succession, seems to have 
been known in England in the time 
of the Saxons, and to have become 
common before the Conquest; but 
the perfecting of that colossal in- 
strument of music, the carillon, re- 
mained for the continent. 

That agreeable traveler, Sir John 
Carr, who visited Holland at the be- 
ginning of the present century, 
writing of the carillons, says: “This 
species of music is entirely of Dutch 
origin, and in Holland, and the coun- 
tries that formally belonged to her, 
it can only be heard in great perfec- 
tion. The French and Italians have 
never imitated the Dutch in this 
taste; we (the English) have made 
the attempt in some of our churches, 
but in such a miserable, bungling 
manner, that the nerves of even a 
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Dutch skipper ‘would scarcely be 
able to endure it. These carillons are 
played upon by means of a kind of 
keys communicating with the bells, 
as those of the piano-forte and or- 
gan do with strings and pipes, by a 
person called the carrillonneur, who 
is regularly instructed in the science 
—the labor of the practical part of 
which is very severe, he being al- 
most always obliged to perform in 
his shirt with his collar unbuttoned, 
and generally forced, by exertion, 
into a profuse perspiration, some of 
the keys requiring a two-pound 
weight to depress them. After the 
performance, the carillonneur is fre- 
quently obliged immediately to go to 
bed. By pedals, communicating with 
the great bells, he is enabled, witn 
his feet, to play the bass to several 
sprightly and even difficult airs, 
which he performs with both his 
hands upon the upper species of 
keys, which are projecting sticks 
wide enough asunder to be struck 
with violence and celerity by either 
of the two hands edgeways, without 
the danger of hitting the adjoining 
keys. The player uses a thick leather 
covering for the little finger of each 
hand, to prevent the excessive pain 
which the violence of the stroke 
necessary to produce sufficient sound 
requires.” 


Many, if not all, of the best caril- 
lons are also provided with a me- 
chanical arrangement, a_ revolving 
barrel armed with spikes, which 
operates them after the fashion_of 
modern musical-boxes. Great im- 
provements have lately been made in 
these contrivances, and, by the use 
of counterposes and other aids, the 
barrels operate smoothly and easily; 
and the manuals, or keyboards, made 
after the same plan, are not much 
more difficult to manage than those 
of the organ. 


Notwithstanding these improve- 
ments in bell-ringing machinery, 
carrillon-music has no revival. Its 
greatest master, Matthias van den 
Gheyn, of Belgium, died in 1785, and 
with his death came the end of tne 
most notable epoch in bell-playing. 
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Van den Gheyn left behind him quite 
a number of compositions, some of 
which have been lately published. 
Mr. Hamels says of these “Morceaux 
Fugues” that, “though quite elabor- 
ate enough for the piano and organ, 
they were actually played by Van 
den Gheyn upon the bells. They are 
bell-like in the extreme, full of the 
most plaintive melody, and marked 
by peculiar effects which nothing 
but bells can render adequately.” 
He add: “If ever we are to have ef- 
fective carillon-music, these compo- 
sitions and their general laws must 
be closely studied. The difficulty of 
arranging and harmonizing tunes for 
bells seems to baffle all attempts 
hitherto made in England. The re- 
sonance of the bell renders so much 
impracticable that upon piano or or- 
gan is highly effective. The sounds 
run into each other, and horrid dis- 
cords result, unless the harmonies 
are skillfully adapted to the peculi- 
arities of bell-sound. In this adapta- 
tion, Van den Gheyn, as we might 
suppose, is a master, but such a 
master as it it quite impossible for 
any one to conceive who has not 
closely studied his carillon-music.” 

These fugues of Van den Gheyn 
have been said, by good authority, 
to be quite equal, as far as they go, 
to similar compositions by Handel 
and Bach, and the author quoted 
above finishes his notice by saying 
of one of them that it might have 
been written by Mendelssohn, and in 
many places forcibly calls to mind 
the organ sonatas of that great 
composer. 

Although the flower of carillan- 
neurs has no noted successors, still 
the key-boards of the chimes are not 
entirely neglected. Most of the play- 
ing, however, seems now left to the 
“barrels” and the clock-work. In the 
great carillons not only are the 
hours marked by tunes thus played, 
but even at the half-quarters a few 
notes are struck. It is related that 
Victor Hugo once, staying at Mech- 
lin, was kept awake at night by the 
frequent chimes in the neighboring 
town of St. Rombaud. This annoy- 
ance was yet so fascinating as to in- 
spire a charming idea, and, rising 
from. his bed, he, by the moonlight, 
wrote, with his diamond, on the 
window-pane: 

“The carillon sounds! unlooked for 

now appear 

The hours themselves with tripping 

steps advancing, 

In light, fantastic Spanish measure 

dancing 

Through the bright door-ways of the 

moonlit air. 

In that transparent atmosphere that 

floats 

O’er drowsy roofs, they flying come, 

and shake 

Their silver aprons full of magic notes, 

And without pity bid the sleepers wake. 

They leap like joyous birds, and now 

they quiver, 

As slender darts that in the target 

shiver, 

They come and go, wild dancing here 

and there 

On fragile stairway of the crystal air; 

The while the ear, charmed by their 

music sweet, 

Still follows on the march of their 

resounding feet."’ 

The bell has inspired many other 
beautiful poetic fancies. Schiller has

turers now copy, were the costume 
jewelry of their day.

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American and Indian Lithographs 


By JOHN RAMSAY 


For the first century of the 
settlement of America, the Indian 
was the enemy, and the West the 
great unknown wilderness, but, by 
the time our first lithographers be- 
gan to picture current events and 
interests, both were being investi- 
gated and explored. So the first ar- 
tists who drew Indians and Western 
scenes were researchers, often at- 
tached to official or semi-official ex- 
peditions, who set down on paper 
and stone records of a country and 
life then new and strange, now al- 
ready vanished or completely changed. 
And when J. O. Lewis, C. B. King 
and the more important George Cat- 
lin spent months and years among 
the Indian tribes, drawing them, 
their customs, manners and dress, 
they drew as scientists, the pictorial 
quality of their work subordinated 
to its accuracy. 

Yet the prints made from these 
drawings are not only accurate but 
colorful and decorative. The opening 
of the West was of such general in- 
terest in the second quarter of 
the 19th century that a number of 
them were published in fairly large 
editions. J. O. Lewis “Aboriginal

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Portfolio” came out in 1835-36 with 
eighty folio plates lithographed by 
Lehamn & Duval of Philadelphia, 
and a year or so later the same 
firm did the seventy-two prints also 
folio size, in C. B. King’s “Album of 
Indian Prints’, “On Stone by A. 
Newsman” but “Painted on the Spot” 
by King, and published by E. C. Bid- 
dle. The first is rarely found com- 
plete, but there are a number of ad- 
ditions to the series, similar bust 
portraits in the same size, by John 

Bowman, who succeeded Biddle 
and Lehmamn & Duval at 94 Walnut 
Street in 1836, lithographed several 
of these in that year, and continued 
to add more, some published by Bid- 
dle, some by F. W. Greenough, some 
with only his imprint, until he in 
turn was succeeded about 1843 by 
Daniel Rice and James C. Clark’s 
“Lithographing and Print Coloring 
Establishment,” which added more to 
the series. 

There are also portraits similar in 
type, without imprint, possibly litho- 
graphed by one or another of the 
tenants of 94 Walnut Street, Phila- 
delphia, one by E. Jones of New 
York dated 1838, another of about 
the same year by J. H. Bufford, al- 
so then of New York and still anoth- 
er, “Drawn on Stone by L. Lima, 
Printed by W. Clarke”, and John 
Cameron lithographed six of Lewis’ 
portraits for Charles Currier, with 
an illustrated title-page, in 1853. 
There is considerable duplication of 
portraits and titles, often with dif- 
ferences in the phonetic spelling, but 
a certainly incomplete list of these 
numbers nearly two hundred all act- 
ual portraits except Bowen’s “Po- 
Co-Hon-Tas, Indian Beauty,”  in- 
tended to picture the long-dead prin- 
cess. The subjects appear in their 
tribal costumes, ranging from the 
Chippewa who wears a presidential 
medal and not much else, to the 
Southern Indians, who appear in 
plumed turbans and rather full 
striped coats. These data, of course, 
are important to historian and an- 
thropologist, but the prints are 
handsome in drawing and coloring, 
and even the non-collector will ad- 
mire ‘‘Hahne-Hudjaine”, who is just 
a very pretty Indian girl. 
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These same artists and _litho- 
graphers left us a few scenes and 
views, a “War Dance of the Sacs and 
Foxes” by both Lehman & Duval and 
Greenough, the scarce “View of the 
Great Treaty Held at Prairie du 
Chien” by Lehman & Duval, and 
Bowman’s rather common but good 
“Hunting the Buffaloe” of 1837. The 
first edition of Catlin’s great “North 
American Indian Portfolio” was pub- 
lished in 1844 with thirty-one folio 
plates lithographed by Day & Haghe 
of London, followed the next year by 
the second, its plates by James Ac- 
kermann of New York. Catlin’s il- 
lustrations are scenes of Indian life 
and customs. “Indian Ball Players,” 
“Indian Bear Hunt” and the exciting 
buffalo hunts, were a new and 
more popular type of Western print. 
The lithographers who specialized 
in framing prints of general appeal 
first showed the Indian as_ the 
enemy, in the “Battle of the 
Thames”, published by William Em- 
mons in 1839 and Ourrier’s later 
“Death of Tecumseh”, but soon fol- 
lowed King and Catlin in Currier’s 
“Indian Warrior’ and “Indian Fam- 
ily” of 1845, and E. C. Kellogg’s 
“Indian Buffalo Hunt” while Cat- 
lin’s series was re-issued in medium 
folio size by Currier’s & Ives after 
1857. 


The Calfornia Gold Rush, and. 
later the development of trans-conti- 
nental routes and railroads concen- 
trated public interest on the West 
and the romance and drama of life 
among the trappers and Indians as 
well as in the gold diggings. Many 
of the best Gold Rush prints were 
issued in California, but there are 
several from the Eastern houses, 
Kellogg & Comstock’s authentic 
“California Gold Diggers, Mining 
Operations on the West Shore of the 
Sacramento River”, and the cartoon 
“The Independent Gold Hunter On 
His Way to California” by N. Cur- 
rier and the Kelloggs, also issued by 
H. R. Robinson as “A Gold Hunter 
on His Way to California via St. 
Louis”, and there is an unexpected 
“The Immigrant Soldier and His 
Family, Scene in New Mexico” by 
the Kelloggs, and another, “Pass in 
the Sierra Nevada of California” by 
E. Weber of Baltimore, about 1840. 
However, the best of these came 
later, Currier & Ives “Gold Mining 
in California” of 1872, the view 
“Yosemite Falls” of 1866, and oth- 
ers, with a chromo, “Across the Sier- 
ra Nevada” by Krebs of Cincinnati 
worth noting. ° 


Actual scenes and portraits were 
eventually superceded by romantic 
pictures. Catlin himself lithographed 
a superlative “Osceola of Florida”, a 
full-length elephant folio. and the 
medium folio “The Buffalo Hunt, 
Surrounding the Herd” with no im- 
print except “Catlin, Del.” Currier 
issued the small “Prairie Fires of the 
Great West,” and the English firm 
of Vincent Brooks, Day & Sons litho- 
graphed, in 1857, a series of small 
folio Western scenes, “Prairie Fire, 
Seen From Fort Harker”, “Great 
Bend of Arkansas River, Araphoe 
Camp”, among them, which seem 
authentic. But Currier, as always, 
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sensed what his particular public 
wanted, and commissioned his two 
“stars”, Louis Maurer and A. F. 
Tait, to do a series of large folio 
Western scenes ‘which would be live- 
ly and colorful. Neither artist had 
ever seen a_ live Indian and, like 
many others, they went to books for 
information. The New York Public 
Library owned a _ copy of Prince 
Maximilian of Wied-Neuweid’s “Trav- 
els in North America”, with a volume 
of plates by the German artist Carl 
Bodmer who accompanied the prince 
on his trip in 1835-36, and these ac- 
curate and admirable drawings of 
Indians, horses and buffalo were the 
inspiration for our finest and best- 
known Western prints. 

Tait’s “Life on the Prairie” pair 
of 1862, both among the “Best Fifty” 
large folios, are full of action and 
drama, and “A Check” and “The 
Prairie Hunter, One Rubbed Out” of 
1852, “The Pursuit” and “The Last 
War-Whoop” of 1856, are similar. 
Tait was a trained artist and acade- 
mician, and Maurer a commercial 
lithographer and self-taught painter: 
but his contributions, “The Last 
Shot” and “The Surprise” are also 
very much of the same type. John 
Cameron, another of Currier’s best

lithographers, tried his hand at a 
pair “Taking the Back Track, A 
Dangerous Neighborhood” and “A 
Parley, Prepared for an Emergency”, 
both published in 1866 and re-plen- 
ished the same year as “A Sudden 
Halt” and “Trappers on the Prairie”, 
also similar, but less over-powering, 
the figures and back-ground more 
evenly balanced with the first also 
among “Best Fifty”. So is, and among 
the first ten, Fanny Palmer’s quieter 
“The Rocky Mountains, Emigrants 
Crossing the Plains” of 1866, the 
humans and animals of the emigrant 
train small before the snowcovered 
mountains. She also did “The 
Trapper’s Camp-Fire, A_ Friendly 
Visitor”, another peaceful scene, and 
“The Mountain Pass, Sierra N evada.” 
Still more Western scenes from the 
Currier press are the medium folio 
“The Battle of the Giants” two 
buffalo bulls in fierce combat, and 
“The Trapper’s Last Shot”, close to 
melodrama, with the small folios 
“The Great West”, “Hunting on the 


Plains” and “The Route to Cali- 
= Truckee River, Sierra Ne- 
vada.” 


Of the other American lithograph- 
ers, P. S. Duval did an early color 
print ie Death Cry, by S. East- 
man, S. Army”, lithographed by 
adc which is also dramatic, 
and Bufford’s “On the Prairie”, by 
Charles Weimar, the artist who was 
brought up in the West and taught 
painting in Germany, ‘was _litho- 
graphed in 1860 by Grozelier, who 
copied it for S. W. Chandlier in 
1865. Grozelier’s own “Western 
Life, The Trapper”, is also in the 
same class with the fine large folio 
Currier prints. So is “The Herd on 
the Move, Painted and Drawn by 
J. H. Hayes”, a large folio by Endi- 
cott of New York, and Audubon’s 
“The Night Watch”, an experiment 
printed in green ink by Nagel & 
Weingartner and published jointly 
by them and the artist in 1851, also 
has to be mentioned. Of the less im- 
portant titles, C. Inger’s “Westward 
the Course of Empire”, from 
Leutze’s huge painting in the Capitol 
at Washington is impressive, and a 
large folio chromo of “Custer’s Last 
Fight”, a beer advertisement by the 
Milwaukee Litho. Co., dated 1891 and 
recently re-printed, as described by 
the eminent artist and critic Thomas 
H. Benton as “a saloon and barber- 
shop masterpiece”. The earlier and 
rarer “General Custer’s Death Strug- 
gle” by S. H. Redmond, lithographed 
by Britton & Ray of San Francisco 
in 1878, is better. art and possibly 
better history. Haskell & Ai$len’s 
small “Trading on the Plains”, 
realism, with the whiskey bottle 
much in evidence, and “American 
Trappers” deserve to be mentioned, 
and “The Receding Race, of The 
Last of the Indians”, by F. H. Chap- 
man, a rather crude Chromo, dated 
1868, by Colton, Zahn & Roberts, is 
unusual. The cowboy, who succeeded 
the trapper as the hero of Western 
adventures, appears in lithography 
in the late reproductions of Russell’s 
and Remington’s paintings, particu- 
larly the series of Remington color 
prints published by Chas. Scribner’s 
Sons in 1904.

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LONG-RANGE CONSERVATION 


‘By GEORGE L. Stout, Director, Worcester Art Museum, Massachusetts 


The care of museum objects is an 
interminable business. It starts when 
an object is made, or, for a particu- 
lar collection, when it is acquired, 
not when it begins to fall to pieces. 
This business would be as much con- 
cerned with things which are evi- 
dently in a good state as with things 
which are conspicously in a bad. 
The proposal is that museums pay 
out fees or salaries and other costs 
for professional services to that end. 
From this the argument runs that 
the condition of an object which seems 
firm and steady is as much the re- 
sponsibility of a museum officer as 
is the condition of the object which 
seems frail, or damaged, or broken. 
And the blame for avoidable damage 
may be put as fairly on the museum 
officer who was in charge of an ob- 
ject fifty or more years earlier as on 
the man who happens to be in charge 
when the damage becomes obvious. 
If such a proposal looks foolish, that 
may be only because certain habits 
of practice get in the way of careful 
thought. 


Take for particular example. In 
the year 1628 or 1629 the Flemish 
painter Rubens finished a large pic- 
ture which later got the title “War 
and Peace.” It was more than six 
feet high and nearly ten feet wide. 
A year or two after it was finished 
this picture came into the possession 
of Charles I of England. Many years 
later it turned up in the Doria Col- 
lection in Genoa. It was on a canvas 
and at some time before 1802 this 
canvas had been relined. What 
varnishes: or other coatings had been 
removed or applied before this date 
are not in the available record. In 
1802 it was purchased by an English- 
man and was rolled up and shipped 
from Genoa to the British Isles. In 
that year and the next it was relined 
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again and, according to the record, 
some “holes were stopped.” This 
part of the account can certainly be 
taken to indicate that losses of paint 
were replaced by new paint, and it 
is safe to suppose that the whole 
thing would have been varnished 
also. In 1815 the picture was owned 
by the Marquis of Stafford and in 
1827 or 1828 he presented it to the 
new National Gallery in London. 


Some twenty years later, in 1846, 
the record says that the painting 
was cleaned. The record does not 
specify what was meant by this word 
but apparently it meant more than 
washing off dust. Coatings with 
color or of discolored varnish must 
have been removed, for on 29 Octo- 
ber 1846 an eminent English critic 
wrote a letter to the “Times” in 
which he said that the picture had 
been “completely flayed” and that 
rich glazings had been scoured off 
without the slightest regard to or 
perception of proportion. On 7 Jan- 
uary 1847 another heated contribu- 
tor to the “Times” said that the 
painting had been “utterly and for- 
ever partially destroyed.” This writer 
went on to point out that paintings 
might be seen most agreeably under 
circumstances of obscurity. In 1853, 
by act of the House of Commons, a 
select committee 'was designated to 
look into the cleaning practices at 
the National Gallery. The stir had 
become pretty general and a number 
of pictures were causing trouble in a 
number of hearts. As to this paint- 
ing of Rubens, various and con- 
flicting testimony was put before 
the committee. Some experts said 
that it had been much injured, others 
that no harm. had been done. One, 
who seemed to be close to the inner 
workings of the gallery reported that 
the restorer who cleaned this picture 
usually followed the practice of ton- 
ing down the surfaces of paintings 
after he had cleaned them. This 
meant, of course, the application of 
some kind of an over-all stain. The 
treatment of this and other pictures, 
which had been the subject of letters 
to the “Times”, was reviewed by the 
select committee. No very definite 
decisions were reached but the com- 
mittee turned in a long, well-worded 
and handsomely printed report, and 
the affair blew over. 

In 1868 the painting was varnished 
again and still another coat of var- 
nish was put on in 1883. There may 
have been others not recorded. In 
1939 this, along with most of the 


other 


paintings belonging to the 
National Gallery, was ina repository 
in Wales. In 1940 heavy layers of 
what was called “bituminous var- 
nish” were removed and old losses of 
paint were found. These losses were 
given new paint to hide them some- 
what and the whole picture was 
“tinted down” approximately to the 
tone it had had previous to the re- 
moval of these varnishes. In 1946 
the tinted varnish of 1940 was taken 
off and, as the picture was then on 
exhibition, another freshet of letters 
broke on the “Times”. Some were 
favorable to the condition seen but 
most of them expressed sadness that 
the drastic treatment had blemished 
the state of a great work of art. A 
technical report made by outsiders 
for the National Gallery contains this 
sentence in the summary on this 
painting: “It is irregularly discolored 
and partly concealed by residues of 
darkened varnish and by overpaint.”

As in 1846, so a hundred years 
later this was only one of a group of 
paintings which artists and critics 
had said were damaged, flayed, and 
ruined by the removal of coatings. 
These coatings, according to the let- 
ter writers, had been put there by 
the proper artist in the first place. 
They claimed to know. We can not 
bring out here the evidence needed 
for a study of their claim, and, any- 
way, that is not the point. The point 
is that we can learn something from 
this picture’s story, so far as the 
story is known. 


Suppose that in 1630 when the 
picture ‘was acquired by a royal col- 
lection, a full and exact record had 
been made of its condition, its 
colors, its reflectance of light, and 
the state of the paint itself in var- 
ious typical areas of the surface. 
Suppose also that at that time simple 
precautions had been taken to pro- 
tect the work from cumulative grime 
and from deliberate applications of 
extraneous materials, and to prevent 
the inroads of decay. If these steps 
could have been token in 1630, there 
would have been no ground for 
doubt or argument two and three 
hundred years later. We would know 
how the thing looked when it was 
fresh and finished. For obvious and 
acceptable reasons those measures 
of record and protection could not 
have been taken now and they ought 
to be. We may not have the means 
to determine absolutely the original 
appearance of a Rubens or a Van 
Dyck, but we can be sure about the 
original appearance of a Cezanne 
or a Rouault and of the handiwork 
of hundreds of other relatively con- 
temporary artists in many kinds of 
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materials. What are we doing about 


m? 

In 1949 the means for a specific 
and exact and permanent record of 
the appearance of a painting are 
available. They are not so good and 
certainly not so handy as they might 
be, and big gains can be made by 
improving them. That they are still 
cumbersome and imperfect looks to 
be a poor excuse, however, for fail- 
ure to use them. They take some 
time, and time means money, but we 
do not seem to hold back on spend- 
ing fairly large sums for the pur- 
chase of works of art, and it is hard 
to understand why we should be 
afraid to spend a small fraction of 
those amounts in order to preserve 
what has already been set aside in 
public institutions for the public 
good. Any sensible and informed 
person knows that this painting we 
have talked about, the “War and 
Peace” by Rubens, was the victim 
of negligence. It would be impos- 
sible to figure the cost of neglect 
against the cost of constant care and 
protection but it does not take much 
Imagination to see that consistant 
care will save money as well as the 
integrity of objects. The hitch is to 
get the program started. Either you 
start it or you join the procession of 
figures who left their troubles to the 
next fellow. 

There may be those who still 
think that the care of a collection, is 
only a matter of occasional repair. 
They call in a qualified expert at 
the last moment when a particular 
object is so sour in tone or so broken 
that they obviously can not keep it 
on exhibition. Nobody who has 
taken the pains to study materials 
has the notion that extreme deteri- 
oration sets in suddenly like a 
disease in a living organism. It is 
the accumulation of a slow process 
of change. At a certain point that 
change is plain for anyone to see. 
It may have been going on for a 
good many years and its, progress 
could have been slowed or even 
stopped. 

Conservation is merely the busi- 
ness of trying to prevent undue 
deterioration. This effort requires 
the best available knowledge of the 
true state of the thing that is sub- 
ject to deterioration. It requires 
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further that every attempt be made 
to keep that state as it is. Some- 
body has discovered that the re- 
sponsibility for negligence and mis- 
treatment of works of art lies with 
some parties known as “they.” They 
are the ones who let the worms eat 
the wood and the mold stain the 
paper. They put the brown varnish 
on the pictures and the pewter 
draperies on the statues. The aver- 
age person probably gets no great 
lift to his spirits by making an 
imaginary jump forward two or 
three hundred years in time. If you 
can bring yourself to do that, how- 
ever, and then look back, you may 
have to face the conclusion that you 
belong to the contemptible company 
called “they.” You know, of course, 
that museum officers had a lot of 
troubles in 1949, but, in spite of 
those, you can’t get away from. the 
impression that they might have 
done a good deal better about this 
business of long-range conservation.

Brooklyn Children’s 
Museum Celebrates 
50th Anniversary 


One of the most successful chil- 
drens museums in the United States 
the Brooklyn Children’s Museum will 
celebrate 50 years of service this fall 
and its staff and officials, it is an- 
nounced, hope for a birthday present 
of a new $1,600,000 home, states 
Adrian Van Sinderin, president of 
the institution. 

When the museum opened 50 years 
ago it was the only one of its kind 
in the country. Today it is finding 
a hard time to care for 200,000 chil- 
dren who visit it each year. A release 
on the museum’s activities and serv- 
ices further states: 

“Among the museum’s activities 
and exhibits for the children, said 
Director Margaret Tullock, are ex- 
hibits on social studies, which in- 
clude three dimensional scenes on 
American history, world history, and 
geographhy. There is also a display of 
children’s costumes and accessories 
from other lands and the children 
have a newspaper called the Museum 
Gazette, said Miss Tullock. 

“In the science department, there 
are exhibits of transportation from 
early days to the present. This de- 
partment also has a railroad, which 
the children may run, installed and 
maintained by the A. C. Gilbert Co. 
There is a telephone exhibit spon- 
sored by the New York Telephone 
company. The clubs attached to this 
division include: Experiment, magic, 
microscope, construction, photo, 
science, and lab experiment. 

“For the tots from 4 to 6, a Young 
Scientists club is run for their bene- 
fit. All the clubs, said Miss Tullock, 
meet once each week and there is no 
membership fee. The children only 
pay for materials. 

“The museum also houses a library 
for reference only. There is a book 
club and the youngsters have two 
story hours on Saturdays. 
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_ “In the education department, mo- 
tion pictures are shown every after- 
noon. They are educational films on 


animals, farmers, products, places, 
and people. 

“The natural history department con- 
tains five annimals, like rabbits and 
mice, and has exhibits of mounted 
animals, birds, insects, etc. It also 
has a few birds, Miss Tullock stated, 
and the department is planning to 
get a monkey. The natural history 
clubs are: Marine, microscope, nature, 
bird, and animal. 

“The director noted that the muse- 
um has more than 4,000 loan objects 
which schools may have for special 
exhibits and hundreds of these are 
set up each year. 

“The museum staff also conducts 
field trips and supervises club work, 
experiments in chemistry and physics, 
and other classes within the building. 

“The Children’s Museum is sup- 
ported by New York City, an en- 
dowment fund, and the Brooklyn In- 
stitute of Arts and Sciences.”

Detroit Society 
Busy with New Building Project 


Detroit, Mich., will celebrate its 
250th anniversary next year, and 
the Detroit Historical Society hopes 
to help celebrate the event with the 
dedication of the first unit in its 
building project by that time. 

According to information made 
available by the American Associa- 
tion of Museums, the building, a 
three-story structure, will cost an 
estimated $450,000, and will occupy a 
site on Kirby St. from Woodward to 
Cass Avenue, facing the Public Li- 
brary and near the Detroit Institute 
of Arts. 

The first floors will be given over 
to windowless exhibition areas. Ex- 
hibits, to show the history of De- 
troit, will include period rooms, re- 
constructions and dioramas. A sec- 
tion will emphasize cultural progress 
through growth of the school system 
and the library. Henry D. Brown is 
director.

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TRANSPORTING THE CIRCUS 


By A. MORTON SMITH 


Transportation facilities have play- 
ed an important part in the success- 
ful operation of circuses in America, 
from the beginning of this type of 
amusement enterprise and _ circus 
owners have taken advantage of all 
new developments in transportation 
methods that might be advantageous 
to them in covering their territories. 


In the beginning, transportation 
was by ocean vessel for circuses that 
exhibited in America, strange as that 
may seem. For all the circuses which 
exhibited in this country in the eigh- 
teenth century came from Europe and 
once ensconced in permanent build- 
ings held forth for many months in 
the same locations. 


Mr. Pool, whose equestrian exhibi- 
tion in Philadelphia in 1785 is gen- 
erally credited with being the fore- 
runner of the modern circus, was a 
native of England and brought his 
trained horses across the Atlantic. 
Similarly, John Bill Ricketts, also an 
Englishman, brought to this country, 
the first aggregation of artists using 
the name “circus” to designate the 
troupe, and he gave shows in per- 
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manent structures in Philadelphia, 
New York and Boston from 1892 to 
the turn of the century. 


His chief competition was M. Lail- 
son’s Circus, which was brought here 
from France, and there were several 
other permanent circuses during the 
next few years before the advent of 
the “rolling shows.” 


Early in the 19th century touring 
circuses began to make their appear- 
ance in this country, Robertson’s, an 
English aggregation was probably the 
first, and was touring the New Eng- 
land States as early as 1808. Isaac 
J. Greenwood, in his historical book, 
“The Circus Prior to 1835,” described 
the first overland shows as “small 
affairs, consisting of a couple of wag- 
ons, four horses, and some half a 
dozen performers, mostly tumblers 
and vaulters.” 


“The wagon show continued to be 
a factor in the circus field from the 
earliest beginnings until the truck, 
tractor and trailer put it off the roads 
in the middle 20’s, although more 
modern forms of transportation had 
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MOST ELABORATE of the boat circuses of the 1850’s was The 
Floating Palace, owned by Spalding and Rogers, which had a seating 
capacity of 2,500 around the circus ring. 
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long since been adopted by man) 
circuses, large and small. 

By 1828, wagon shows had grown 
to such proportions that Buckley and 
Wicks’ circus, en tour that year, in 
cluded 40 horses, eight wagons, 35 
people and a tent of 75 feet in di- 
ameter. 


Because of the limited speed of 
wagon trains, circuses for many years 
confined their tours to the East and 
it was not until 1847 that Louis Jones 
took the first circus to Chicago. Two 
years later, Joseph A. Rowe moved 
his circus to California by ocean ves- 
sel, and there it developed into a wag- 
on show of large proportions. 

Wagon shows that were successful 
in their operations, often grew swiftly 
as witness the Walter L. Main show 
starting out as a 25-horse wagon 
show in 1886 at Geneva, Ohio. The 
following year it was a 40-horse wag- 
on show, in 1889, it was a 90-horse 
show, and in 1890 carried 120 horses. 
Thereafter, it went on rails. 

The Ringling Brothers, who became 
the all-time kings of circus business 
in America, started out with a wagon 
show in 1884, and for some of the 
wagons and drivers, the brothers de- 
pended upon farm boys along their 
routes, who “borrowed” their fathers’ 
teams and wagons and spent several 
weeks on the road, lured by the op- 
portunity for travel. 


As early as 1840, the circus became . 


a boat show and Spencer Q. Stokes 
is credited with having operated the 
first boat circus on the Mississippi 
river. Den Stone, an early day clown, 
was another who had a circus which 
was routed to river porvs, put it was 
the Spalding and Rogers Circus, 
which had the most extensive and 
ornate boat show. 


Their Floating Palace seated 2,500 
persons around the ring, as many 
as a number of circus big tops today 
accommodate. The dress circle con- 
sisted of 1,100 cane bottomed arm 
chairs which were reserved by num- 
ber. The family circle consisted of 
cushioned settees for some 500 per- 
sons, while there were 900 gallery 
seats. 


The interior was lighted with 100 
gas jets and the boat was warmed 
in winter by hot water pipes or steam. 
In addition to the exhibition room 
with its large seating capacity, ring 
and stage, there were halls, offices, 
saloons, green rooms, dressing rooms 
and stable. A chime of bells served 
to herald the approach of Thé Fioat- 
ing Palace to each exhibition city. 

During these years in the late 40’s 
and early 50’s, Dan Rice, the famous 
clown, was with Spalding and Rogers, 
and later when he owned his own 
circus, he had a boat show on the 
Mississippi in 1860. ; 

First record of a railroad circus 
was Den Stone’s “great railroad 
show” of 1854. But Stone’s caravan 
was small and was loaded on com- 
pany owned cars, its itinerary quite 
limited. 

The same Spalding and Rogers 
whose boat show was so magnificent, 
had the first large circus traveling 
by rail in 1856: The circus also

traveled on company owned flat cars 
and coaches, but it had many prob- 
lems. 

At every junction point, there was 
a change in gage track and the 
rented cars would have to be ex- 
changed for those of the road to 
which the transfer was being made. 
This called for unloading of cars as 
often as three times in one night. 
Likewise, there being no sleeping cars 
in those days, long boards slung 
across coach seats substituted for 
berths for the tired performers. 

L. B. Lent’s New York Circus went 
on the rails in 1867 and its tour 
through New England and Canada 
permitted avoiding the irregular 
gages encountered by Spalding and 
Rogers. John H. Murray had his 
circus on rails in 1873 and his ad- 
vertisements pictured him at the 
throttle of the locomotive. The 
Haight and Chambers show and Dan 
Castello’s Circus soon followed suit, 
but it was W. C. Coup who is the 
father of the modern railway circus. 

As general manager of the P. T. 
Barnum Circus, he realized that for 
the show to expand it must cover 
more territory than a wagon show 
was capable of and he was respon- 
sible for the building in 1872 of cir- 
cus-owned cars which set the pace for 
railroad shows. 

Sixty-five of these cars of uniform 


size were built and Coup devised in- . 


clined steel runs, snubbers and hook 
ropes and steel plates fitted between 
the ends of coupled flat cars. With 
the acquisition of sleepers, the mod- 
ern railway circus was created. 

The other big wagon shows soon 
yielded to the popularity of the rail- 
road circus, the Adam Forepaugh 
show traveling on 40 cars of 60-foot 
length in 1876 and Sells Brothers 
doing likewise in 1878. 

And for the past 75 years, railroad 
cars have hauled the largest circuses 
on their extensive routes, some of 
them running up to 20,000 miles in 
a single season from coast to coast 
and from Canada to the Gulf. 

During the 1910 season as an ex- 
ample, there were 22 circuses travel- 
ing by rail in this country, ranging 
from nine to 84 cars in size. ‘The 
Ringling Bros. and Barnum & Bailey 
circuses each had 84 cars, while the 
Buffalo Bill Wild West was third in 
size on 59 cars. In addition to these 
shows, there were a score of two and 
three car circuses which were at- 
tached to regular passenger trains. 

While the automobile was first ex- 
hibited as a curiosity in the arena 
of Barnum & Bailey Circus in 1895, 
two decades later there were still no 
fully motorized circuses on the road, 
principality because of the lack of 
highways over which heavily loaded 
motor trucks might travel. 
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_ As early as 1915 there were motor- 
ized units on several circuses but the 
Coop and Lent circus of 1918 was 
said to have been the first fully mo- 
torized circus. 

This show was organized in 1916 
at Cedar Rapids, Iowa, as a 20-car 
railroad show and went out again in 
1917. In 1918, the truck show was 
organized at Independence, Missouri, 
owned by E. P. and I. S. Horn. Beau- 
tiful tableau wagon bodies were built 
especially for parade purposes and 
the show was a thing of great beauty, 
but it failed after 10 weeks on the 
road. 

The tableau bodies were placed on 
railroad show running gear and con- 
tinued to be used by various circuses 
until Cole Bros. circus dispensed with 
parades in the late 380’s. Several of 
the wagons were burned in the 
Rochester, Indiana, quarters fire. 

The Moilie sailey Circus, long a 
wagon show in the southwest and 
later a small railroad show, traveled 
on 10 trucks and four trailers in 1919. 

One of the largest of the early 
motorized circuses was Downie Bros. 
operated by Andrew Downie after he 
sold his Walter L. Main circus rail- 
road equipment to the 101 Ranch Wild 
West. His truck show had 76 units 
its first season of 1926. 

Today, of the some 30 circuses on 
the road, all are motorized except the 
four railroad shows, Ringling Bros. 
and Barnum & Bailey, Cole Bros., 
Dailey Bros. and Clyde Beatty. 

Some day circuses may tour the 
world by airplane. Troupes of per- 
formers have already used air travel 
to their destinations, while animals 
and equipment went by boat.

wonderfully woven the story of a 
life in with the “Lay of the Bell.” 
One of Poe’s most noted composi- 
tions is his “Bells.” Longfellow 
writes, in his “Golden Legend:” 
“For the bells themselves are the best 
of preachers; 
Their brazen lips are learned teachers, 
From their pulpits of stone in the 
upper air, 
Sounding aloft, without crack or flaw, 
Shriller than trumpets under the law, 
Now a sermon, and now a prayer, 
The clangorous hammer is the tongue, 
This way, that way, beaten and 
swung, 
That from mouth of brass, 
mouth of gold, 
May be taught the Testaments New 
and Old.”

Not unworthy of a place here is 
this prose-poem by Hamesis. No one 
has written more lovingly and 
charmingly of bells than he: 

“Those carillons, playing the same 
cheerful air every hour throughout 
the year, at last acquire a strange 
fascination over one who lives with- 
in sight and hearing of some such 
gray old church as St. Rombaud at 
Mechlin. The listener has _ heard 
them. at moments when, elated with 
hope, he was looking forward to the 
almost immediate realization of some 
long-desired joy, and the melody of 
the bells has filled him with exulta- 
tion. He has heard the same strain 
rung out in seasons of depression, 
and his heart has leaped up at the 
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sound so filied ‘with memories. The 
bells may have again smitten upon 
his ear at the moment when some 
tragic news has reached him; or, out 
in the fields, steeped in yellow sun- 
shine, above the hum. of insect-life, 
the same tune has come to him be- 
tween the pauses of the summer 
wind; or, deep in his dreams through 
sleep, without awaking him, the bells 


have somehow mingled their old 
rhythm with his dormant fancies, 
at last their sound becomes _ so 


changed with the incidents and emo- 
tions of his life that they are almost 
as much a part of him as his 
memory. When he comes to leave a 
town where he has dwelt, he feels as 
if he had lost a whole side of life, 
he misses the sound of the friendly 
bells, which had always the power, 
by force of association, to call up 
some emotion congenial to the 
moment — the sympathetic bells, 
which seemed always equally ready 
to weep or to rejoice with him, the 
unobtrusive bells, so familiar as 
never to be a disturbance — the 
gentle bells that could, as it were, 
ring aside to themselves when not 
wanted, and yet never failed to min- 
ister to the listening spirit whenever 
it stood in need of their companion- 
ship and sympathy.” 

Have patience, reader, who hast 
gone with us so far. We shall quote 
but one more poet — M. Byer — and 
then leave the bells, whose music is 
inwoven with so many lives; the 
bells, whose merry notes have her- 
alded man’s greatest joys, and whose 
solemn toll has marked his heaviest 
sorrows, the sacred bells, whose 
silvery voices so long have called him 
from the toils and cares of earth to 
the quiet house of God. Chime on, 
sweet bells! may your hallowed music 
still greet our ears till God doth take 


us to the farther shore! 
“Ring, evening bells! With welcome 
sweet 

The wanderer’s return you greet, 

The memory of far-off times 

Floats back on wavelets of your 
chimes; 

Awakened by those well-known peals, 

My heart again its childhood feels, 

As long-lost home once more appears, 

A picture dim through happy tears, 

Ring on, sweet angelus! 


“Ring on, ring ever, evening bells,

NEW HAMPSHIRE HAVEN 


At this writing Fall is busy tint- 
ing the foliage in New Hampshire, 
and no doubt this master colorer of 
the earth will take time out when 
he reaches Georges Mills, to look in 
on the noted clock museum main- 
tained there by C. D. Collins, who is 
well known to HOBBIES clock fans. 


The new Hampshire Sunday News 
recently carried an interesting story 
on the coming and goings at the 
Museum by Maurice McQuillen. 
McQuillen said it part: 


“This tiny Lake Sunapee hamlet 
of 30 families boasts the world’s 
largest clock museum, thanks to the 
patient efforts of Clarence D. Col- 
lins, colorful, 78-year-old retired 
Yankee salesman who made a hobby 
of collecting odd, old timepieces and 
— during his 45 years on the 
road. 


“Ticks and tocks from hundreds 
of clocks blend together in a weird, 
fascinating symphony that sounds 
like the light patter of rain on a tin 
roof. Spell-bound®by* GoHin’s clever 
line of historical rration and wit, 
as well as_ the “attraction of the 
thousands of interesting items to be 
found inside, visitors from every 
state in the union and scattered parts 
of the world reluctantly leave the 
place at the end of a lengthy tour, 
resolved to return again as soon as 
possible.

Clock, which stands 13 feet tall and 
weighs more than a ton. Completed 
in Boston in 1884 after eight years 
of work, the big clock tells the his- 
tory of the United States with a 
series of delicately carved wooden 
panels as well as showing the four 
epics in the life of man, the four 
seasons, the signs of the zodiac, the 
changes of the moon-—and the time. 


“Separate panels shows Indians 
spearing salmon, the landing of 
Columbus, Penn’s Treaty with the 
Indians, Paul Revere’s ride, Fulton’s 
first steamboat, Balboa’s Discovery 
of the Pacific, the Surrender of Fort 
Ticonderoga, Mount Vernon, and 
Carpenter’s Hall in Philadelphia. On 
either side of the clock are the 
Statue of Liberty and the Gettys- 
burg Monument. 


“Collins isn’t sure just how many 


other clocks of all sizes and descrip-. 


tions he cwns. ‘Let’s call it 300 
plus,’ he declares, but admits the 
figure may run as high as 400. It 
takes him about an hour and thirty- 
seven minutes a day to wind them 
all, he figures, and his pet peeve is 
daylight saving time which necessi- 
tates his changing all his clocks 
twice a year. 


“Despite their age, most of the 
clocks are still running and keep 
almost perfect time except the cuc- 
koo clocks which are way off since 
the tiny tykes who visit the museum 
are forever asking to see these birds 
pop out.” 


In the main clock room, Collins 
also keeps the clocks running a little 
apart so that all the striking pieces 
will not bang away together. ‘Other- 
wise at 12 o’clock it would sound 
like dozens of fire trucks racing to 
a big fire,’ the owner points out. 

“But clocks aren’t the only attrac- 
tion at the Collins Museum. He has 
all kinds of curiosities, antique furni- 
ture, clothing, chinaware, guns, toys, 
coins, stoves, tools, books, utensils, 
musical instruments. Just name it 
—chances are he has it.

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“Let’s take a quick tour through 
the museum with Brother Collins, 
who has the greatest line of patte: 
and personality since P. T. Barnum. 

“The first thing one sees are th« 
mechanical savings banks which wer: 
so popular from the 1860’s through 
the gay ’90’s_ when Collins recalls 
“People got gay and forgot aboui 
thrift.” 

“There’s a mule which kicks the 
coin into a barn while a scared dog 
runs out. Then there’s a trick dog 
which jumps through the hoop and 
drops the money in the barrel. Still 
another is a_ brick-layer who will 
demonstrate his trade for a coin, an 
eagle which feeds her young with 
money, the stump speaker, and ‘Boss 
Tweed’ who slyly slips the money in 
his pockets and then smiles and 
bows graciously. 

“The first clock Collins demon- 
strates is one made by the Swiss 
about 70 years ago. It looks like a 
pocket watch and must weigh a 
couple of pounds. It was made in 
the days before the luminous dials. 
To find out the time in the dark, 
one has merely to press the stem 
and it will strike out the time at any 
given moment. 

“From Persia comes the first poc- 
ket piece. It looks like a snuff box. 
Actually it is a combination compass 
and sun-dial. Next he shows off some 
beautifully carved and decorated 
pieces—a Simon Willard 1802 Ban- 
jo Clock of New Hampshire curly 
maple showing Washington at Mount 
Vernon, an English Hall clock of 
burl walnut inlaid with satin wood 
and mahogany, and a castle tower 
Blue Bell from Holland. 

“At this point he shifts to books 
and points out the only known com- 
plete set of Godey’s Ladies books 
and recalls that Sarah J. Hale of New- 
port, author of ‘Mary Had a Little 
Lamb’, was connected with the publi- 
cation. He proudly shows a copy of 
her first novel ‘Northwood’ and then 
tells how she and Lincoln made 
Thanksgiving Day a holiday and how 
she raised the funds with which to 
build the Bunker Hill Monument. 

“Collin’s pride and joy is the mas- 
ter clock — a solid brass, eight-day 
movement New Hampshire Looking 
Glass clock manufactured at Concord 
in 1829 by Abiel Chandler, who 
walked from Putnam, Conn., to Con- 
cord to set up shop 80 rods south of 
the capitol. His son, Timothy, served 
as a major in the Revolutionary 
War and later became a clockmaker. 
When his factory burned down, the

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people of Concord chipped in and 
helped him get started again. 

“Those solid black cherry cased 
clocks are still among the most ac- 
curate in the world today. They 
were manufactured for a number of 
years throughout the Granite States 
by several clockmakers. Among them 
were a James Collins (no relation) 
of Goffstown and Benjamin Morrill 
and Joseph Chadwick in Boscawen. 

“Next he displays the first alarm 
clock made in America. They were 
manufactured in the 1790’s by Luther 
Smith in Keene. Back in those days 
they hadn’t perfected a setting de- 
vice, so the clock would only alarm 
at one given time—5 o’clock — the 
popular rising time of farmers of the 
period. However, Smith advertised 
that he would custom build clocks 
to alarm at any set hour the cus- 
tomer desired. It was Smith who al- 
so built the first town clock at 
Keene, which was carried up two 
ladders and set into the tower on the 
square. 

“Other odd clocks shown include a 
double acting torsion balance and 
escapement place without pendulum, 
a marine clock that runs in any posi- 
tion, and musical clocks brought to 
America in 1784 by a Maine sea 
captain. Then there is the William 
Cooper clock of 1804 with crown 
escapement on top and a fusee move- 
ment. 

“Proudly he points out the mosv 
wanted clock in America, the Eli 
Terry clock of 1792, a pillar and 
scroll piece with visible escapement. 
It was called “Terry’s Mistake” in 
those days since it ran less than the 
full eight days it was supposed to: 
The clever, old Yankee cut holes in 
the bottom ‘of the case so that the 
weights could drop to the bottom 
and the clock ran o. k. He was able 
to unload them then. Today they are 
the rarest in the nation. 

“Another curious looking clock 
consists of three balls which spin in 
opposite directions. It requires wind- 
ing but once a month. From this the 
Germans got their idea for the an- 
niversary clock, which runs a year 
without winding. Then there is a

French clock which plays 12 differ- 
ent tunes—one for each hour. 

“A great favorite with the ladies 
is the blinking eye clocks, Uncle 
Toby Philpot, and the banjo player, 
who have the clock faces in the bel- 
lies, and blink with each tick. 

“Another curiousity is the wagon 
spring clock. Joseph Ives came up 
with the idea in 1845. The spring, 
which is similar to the modern auto- 
mobile spring, has tension put on 
either side by winding up a cable. 
The tension gradually escaping runs 
the clock for eight days. One collec- 
tor made a special trip here from 
California just to see this one piece. 

“Next Collins points out a Sharps 
telescope rifle once fired by Abra- 
ham Lincoln. It was carried by San- 
ford Bascom of Newport, who was 
with the Bordan sharpshooters when 
Lincoln inspected them in September 
1861 and tried his skill firing the 
piece. 

“The blowing of liquor bottles was 
once one of the Granite State’s larger 
industries and Collins has a large 
collection of them. On them. appear 
such familiar names of the past as 
‘The Keene Sunburst,’ the ‘Stoddard 
Coming Through the Rye,’ ‘Traveler’s 
Companion,’ ‘Stoddard Eagle,’ and 
‘Temple Chestnut.’ 

“He follows with ruby glass from 
Bohemia, fine old China from Eng- 
land, pewterware, a cup with shelf 
to keep moustaches out of the cof- 
fee, a handsome cider pitcher with 
a hound dog as the handle, and deli- 
cately painted under the bed pots 
and pans. The whole history of il- 
lumination from candles and whale 
oil lamps, kerosene, gas, and elec- 
tricity is shown in another room. 

“Now it is back to the clocks,—the 
village gossips, the Seth Thomas 
Ships clocks and the solid teakwood, 
hand-carved and jewel set, piece 
built at a cost of $38,000 for the 
Dreamwold estate of Thomas W. 
Lawson, the fabulous financier who 
made and lost fortunes over night. 
Then there is the first mechanical 
clock made by Henry DeVick in 
1862. It had only an hour hand, no 
pendulum. 

“Old * campaign ribbons, political 
tickets, buttons, and more stencilled 
clocks follow until he picks up an 
ophiclelde, a cousin of the B flat 
bass tuba, played with 10 keys. This 
weird looking instrument was a 
familiar sight in the military parades 
of the 1840’s in New Bedford, Mass. 
Then he shows dozens of old and al- 
most forgotten musical instruments. 

“Then it is out to the barn to see 
the big clock and hundreds of an- 
tiques—old maps, old firearms, Cur- 
rier & Ives prints, tools, implements 
and stoves. Among them is an old 
rum keg without a nail or peg in it. 
In the days when it was popular, 
rum sold for the price of two quarts 
for 25 cents. That was in 1812. 

“Collins, an old Spanish-American 
war veteran, has operated the mu- 
seum since 1930. He recalls how he 
used to make “big money” with an 
exclusive line of women’s form fit- 
ting petticoats and how his business

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Another New 
Hampshire Clock 
By Chandler

In a previous issue of HOBBIES, 
we showed a rare Case on Case 
clock by Major Timothy Chandler, 
Concord, New Hampshire. This 
month, we are showing another un- 
usual Chandler clock, ‘which could be 
termed as a variant of the Banjo, 
somewhat different in appearance 
and construction. The case is of ma- 
hogany and is 38 inches tall to top 
of the eagle finial.

A salad bowl, looking to 
be about ten inches in diameter, und 
a matching fork and spoon are of- 
fered in one advertisement for sixty- 
five dollars. This chased silver was 
very popular encasing glass bottles 
and for boxes and toiletries. One 
tall bottle pictured is very orienta! in 
appearance and its price was quoted 
at two hundred and thirty dollars, 
Quite a sum in those days for a 
purely decorative item since the neck 
was so narrow and the bottle so tall 
that it had no practical use. 

Almost everything used personally 
at that time was done up in silver 
in some manner. Button hooks had 
ornate handles, cigar cutters, too, 
Needle emeries had little fancy sil- 
ver tops. 

Almost everyone owned some of 
these items, these silver trimmed 
combs, brushes, mirrors, trays, bells, 
scissors, shaving brushes, nail files 
and bookmarks. There were silver 


pens and pencils, nail buffers, atom- § 


izers, buckles, and patch boxes. The 
reason there were so many and they 
were so generally in the homes and 
given as gifts was because, even 
then, they were inexpensive, for they 
were moulded not like expensive 
chased silver but aping, its appear- 
ance as cheaper things do.

During the last decade, the Art 
Institute of Chicago has presented a 
series of “Masterpiece” exhibitions 
borrowed from European’ govern- 
ments and museums which have 
proved extremely popular with the 
people of Chicago. One of the high- 
lights of the past season was a 
showing depicting the artistic heri- 
tage of our own nation, consisting 
of 132 paintings, 90 rare silver ob- 
jects and 126 enlarged photographs 
of architecture created in our land 
from 1650 to 1815. The changes 
from the viewpoint of the early 
colonial artists, dependent on Euro- 
pean cultural influences, to the full 
emergence of an American style 
which took place after the second 
war with England in 1812 were 
graphically presented in the work 
displayed. 

The exhibition was especially im- 
portant to Chicago, for, thougn tne 
city history begins in 1833, the in- 
fluences of 18th century New Eng- 
land are reflected in the Georgian 
churches and houses and the Roman- 
ized traditions of the early Republic 
translated into public buildings and 
banks which are found in such pro- 
fusion in the mid-west. 

The citizens found of great inter- 
est portraits of the dominant men 


and women who made America. 
From Cotton Mather to Robert Ful- 
ton, their faces are portrayed—not 
as history softened them, but with 
candor and simplicity as seen by 
their contemporaries. The earliest 
were two paintings of Henry and 
Margaret Gibbs, painted in 1670 by 
some unknown artist. 

The original Gilbert Stuart full- 
length portrait of George Washing- 
ton, painted from life in 1796, known 
as the original Lansdown portrait, 
which is familiar to every person in 
the United States through reproduc- 
tion as the portrait of the “Father 
of Our Country,” was seen for the 
first time outside of Philadelphia. 

Other paintings of Presidents in- 
cluded James Madison and James 
Monroe, by Gilbert Stuart; Thomas 
Jefferson, by Bass Otis, and John 
Adams, by Mather Brown. Portraits 
of famous statesmen such as Benja- 
min Franklin, by Benjamin West; 
Alexander Hamilton, by John Trum- 
bull, and “The Surrender at York- 
town,” showing Washington and La- 
fayette, by Charles Wilson Peale. 
Portraits of the military included 


“General Henry Dearborn, by Gilbert 


Stuart; Major General Baron Von 
Steuben, by Ralph Earl; General 
Kosciusko, by Benjamin West, and

The first electric tramway in Eu- 
rope 'was started in a remote corner 
of Ireland by Dr. Anthony Traill and 
his brother W. A. Traill. The first 
steam railway in England to be con- 
verted was said to be the Liverpool 
overhead railway under the river 
Mersey. 


One of the earliest experimenters 
in electric transportation was Prof. 
Jacoba, who, in 1838 propelled a 
boat by electricity on the river Neva. 
This boat measured 20 feet and the 
motive power was_ supplied by 
primary batteries and motor of his

own making. About 1850 some ex- 
periments were carried out at Fal- 
mouth by a Mr. Hunt and in 1856 by 
a Mr. Deering on the Thames, but 
little came of these due to cost.

HAMILTON GRANGE 


as described by Gene Berton in the 
July, 1929, Mentor 


By GENE BERTON 

In this old frame house, “a re- 
treat in the country” when he moved 
into it in 1802, Alexander Hamilton 
passed the last two years of his life; 
from. it on July 11, 1804, he went to 
meet his death in a pistol duel with 
Aaron Burr, who was then Vice 
President of the United States. Like 
its owner, the building was fated to 
suffer many vicissitudes. The last 
of these is that a “country house” 
now fronts upon a_ busy traffic 
stream in New York City and its 
walls are squeezed between an apart- 
ment house and a church. 

“A garden, you know, is a very 
useful refuge of a disappointed poli- 
tician,” Hamilton wrote shortly af- 
ter his party’s defeat in the election 
of 1802. “Acordingly, I have pur- 
chased a few acres about nine miles 
from town and am cultivating a 
garden.” 

His architect was John McComb, 
who was at the same period engaged 
in building New York’s city hal). 

Hamilton’s widow was forced to 
sell the place. After various other

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owners lived in it, the house passed 
forty years ago into possession of 
St. Luke’s Protestant Episcopal 
Church. From _ its original site at 
143d Street and Convent Avenue the 
church removed it to 141st Street 
and Convent, adjoining the church 
building. St. Luke’s then used it as a 
temporary chapel, as a church schol 
and finally as a rectory. The church 
had saved it from destruction, but 
five years ago ceased to use it. 


In this new crisis the Hamilton 
Society of Chicago came forward 
and proposed to preserve it by mov- 
ing it to Chicago. An “unnamed 
donor,” presumably a New Yorker, 
averted this removal: He gave the 
American Scenic and Historic Pre- 
servation Society $50,385 with which 
to take possession of the house and 
the land upon which it stands. 


The cramped quarters of the place, 
pathetic surroundings for a “country 
house,” stirred certain members of 
the society last summer to propose 
that it be removed a block farther 
south into St. Nicholas Park. Engi- 
neers were consulted, and advised 
that the safest and most practical 
plan of operation would be to slice 
the building down the middle like a 
cake and lower the halves down a 
hill at the rear—“out the backway.” 
This method in preference to pulling 
down the masonry of the jutting 
front porch of St. Luke’s and then 
moving out the front way, where the 
building on rellers would obstruct 
the heavy traffic (including a ’bus

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line) that streams up and down Con- 
vent Avenue. In every detail the 
plan was worked out. Then it fell 
flat. The city’s park commissioners 
opposed giving space to it on park 
property. They argued that the lim- 
ited acreage of St. Nicholas Park 
did not ‘warrant subtracting any 
further playground space, and that 
to allow a building not actually 
owned by the the city to occupy city 
land might “establish a dangerous 
precedent.” 


Enough money is available from 
the fund for “The Grange” to keep 
the place in temporary repair. The 
most pressing requirements at the 
moment are for a copper roof to help 
protect the house from fire, and for 
a needed repainting. The place can- 
not be opened as a museum. unless 
further appropriations are forthcom- 
ing.

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in recent years have been distressed 
because they have noted evidences of 
rotting wood at the front of the 
house. The newel posts of the 
front porch stairs catch attention 
first; they are eaten away and 
crumbling into dust. Does that in- 
dicate that the entire building is in 
pitiable condition? 


The guardians of “The Grange” 
smile at that question. The struc- 
ture as a whole, they answer, is 
stanch and well preserved. The rot- 
ting wood isn’t old wood; in fact, the 
rotting timber is the newest part of 
the house, some of it in place not 
longer than twenty-five years. The 
old wood is sound. 


Was there a secret, then, about 
wood more than one hundred and 
twenty-five years old; something 
about its selection, curing and dres- 
ing that gives it endurance? Let’s 
dig into the records in the hone of 
finding out. 


The timber for the house came 
from the estate of Hamilton’s father- 
in-law, General Philip Schuyler, near 
Saratoga, New York. Here is the 
general’s idea about how wood should 
be treated before delivering to the 
builder. 


“I will cause the boards and planks 
to be put into water for two months 
and then piled up with decks be- 
tween them. that they may be 
seasoned before they are worked up.” 


This careful seasoning followed an 
equally careful selection of timbers; 
no saw-frayed surfaces left exposed 
in those days; no wood with any 
knot holes in it was used. Further- 
more, the general believed in con- 
struction of a truly _ substantial 
character: 


“If the house is boarded on the 
outside, and then clapboards put on, 
and filled in the inside with brick, I 
am persuaded no water will pass the 
brick. If the clapboards are wel! 
painted, and filling in with brick 
will be little if any more expensive 
than lath and plaister, the former 
will prevent the nuisance occasioned 
by rats and mice, to which you will 
be eternally exposed if lath and 
plaister is made use of instead of 
brick. 


“The partitions between the apart- 
ments in the interior of the house, 
if made of joice and then lathed and 
plaistered, also have vacancies as re- 
ceptacles for rats and mice. It is a 
little but not much more expensive 
to have the partitions of planks of 
2 or 2% inches thiek set vertically 
from floor to ceiling and joined to- 
gether, but not planted, on these 
planks the lathes and plaister are to 
be put, and thus a solid partition is 
formed.” 


In short. this was no jerry-built 
house!! The general’s specifications 
would make some of our modern 
suburban real estate developers faint 
in their tracks. And General Schuy- 
ler will have to be placed near the 
head of the list of those that have 
helped to preserve the Hamilton 
“Grange” in a sound state of health.

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BRIDE DOLLS 


At a recent meeting of The Doll Collec- 
tors of America, Inc., held at the Hotel 
Bellevue, Boston, Mass., Miss Helen E. Perkins 
read an interesting paper “Brides and Bridal 
Customs”. 

In a most engaging manner she 
told us of fascinating brides famous 
in literature such as Dora from Dav- 
id Copperfield with her bridal dress 
of rustling silk and bonnet trimmed 
with feathers, and of Belle from Our 
Mutual Friend by Charles Dickens. 
Belle also wore a silk dress and a 
bonnet but received a spray of orange 
blossoms at her wedding breakfast. 
Eppie in Silas Marner wore a white 
cotton wedding gown, sprigged in 
pink at wide intervals) Emmy, a 
bride in Thackeray’s Vanity Fair 
wore a brown silk pelisse and a pink 
be-ribboned straw bonnet. Over the 
bonnet she wore a veil of Chantilly 
lace. There are other famous brides 
from literature; Lucy from The 
Bride of Lammermoor by Sir Walter 
Scott, Priscilla from The Courtship 
of Miles Standish, and many more. 

Miss Perkins spoke of the mater- 
ials used in wedding gowns, from 
earlier times, when flowered brocades 
and pastel colors were popular. The 
traditional white satin is more re- 





apron made of lace or embroidered 


muslin, a symbol of wifely virtue 
and domesticity. The bridal apron 
was handed down from generation to 
generation. Gloves presented during 
courtship and accepted by a girl 
were as full of meaning as the en- 
gagement ring is today. For many 
years gloves were presented to guests 
at the wedding. Three pieces of 
money hidden in the gloves in the 
Middle Ages were presented to the 
officiating -priest at the ceremony. 


He in turn presented them to the 
groom who gave them to the bride, 
thus making the husband’s first 
gifts to his wife, money and gloves. 
Other bridal customs include the use 
of red as the bridal color in China, 
the bridal crown of myrtle or tinsel 
or silver or gold in the Scandinavian 
countries. the white gown and veil 
symbolic of purity with which we 
are all familiar, and many others. 


The throwing of old slippers, rice, 
the bridal bouquet are American in 
tradition, so Miss Perkins tells us. 
She also mentioned the exquisite 
native costumes worn by many 
brides in foreign lands; in Brittany 
the brides wear tall caps of lovely 
hand-made lace preserved in each 
family. In Hungary the bride wears 
a wreath of wax-like flowers with 
her gay peasant frock and afer the

Every 
one was enthusiastic in their praise 
of the paper and the detailed re- 
search that must have gone into it. 
Bride Dolls in beautiful period cos- 
tumes of satin and lace and in native 
dress were exhibited by the members. 
Photographs sent by Miss Helen S. 
Walter, of “Just Folks” Doll House, 
Staunton, Va., of Bride Dolls and 
Wedding Parties were instructive and 
interesting.

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“PEARL-AND-METAL” 
By DOROTHY FOSTER BROWN 


For those who like to specialize and sub-specialize, 
these buttons are made to order. A cross-classification 
of both metal and pearl, they combine the attractions 
of both, and each material compliments the other, in 
most satisfactory fashion. 

They range all the way from the simplest possible 
form,—plain pearl set in a plain metal collet—to four 
and five-part creations, in which several metals and 
two kinds of pear! may be utilized. The most common 
types consist of a pearl disc, often cut or carved, with 
nailhead shank or small metal escutcheon attached to 
the shank. Often, however, this arrangement is reverseu, 
so that the escutcheon is of pearl against a metal back. 


Most of the Pearl-and-Metals are shank buttons, but 
Vertical Hole, two-hole and four-hole are not too hard 
to find. Brass, steel, nickel, pewter, lead and other 
light metals are common; steel studs are a favorite em- 
bellishment, and combinations of metals make effective 
contrasts. 

Comparatively few Pictures are found in this group, 
but the pleasing designs and lovely tints of the pearl 
more than make up for lack of -pictorial interest. 
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Like all things which depend largely on color and 
glitter for their appeal, these buttons lose out when 
represented in mere black and white. But collectors 
who are acquainted with their charm will visualize the 
pessibilties that lie behind the India Ink!— 

No. 1 is a “Jewel” type, convex gilt with flat white 
pearl in center, and thread back. Pearl “Jewels” dis- 
play a great variety of settings and are no less beauti- 
ful than their glass and china cousins. 

No. 2 is a typical example of the metal escutcheon, 
with steel Pinwheel against iridescent pearl. Escutcheons 
occur in many conventional shapes: Cross, Star, Pin- 
wheel, Rosette, Flower, etc. 

No. 3 is of the same type as No. 2, but the escutcheon 
is much more elaborate, consisting of a brass leaf with 
a steel lizard on it. The concave pearl back is deep red. 

No. 4 is an old-timer: a Vertical Hole button of 
dark, iridescent pearl, with brass border and tin back. 
Reverse: “Nouveaute—Paris.” 

No. 5 shows an anonymous lady in carved pearl, 
with steel studded light metal border. 

No. 6—The flower spray of brass leaves and blued 
steel berries is displayed against a rich pearl back- 
ground, which, in turn, has a metal back and border. 
(This same design is also found in an all-metal button.) 

No. 7—This conventional “swirl” in brass is pierced 
to show the colorful pearl beneath. Pearl and metal 

















. 
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buttons. “run small,” as a rule. There are large and 
medium. sizes, but they are few compared to the many 
small sizes. Yet the small buttons are as intricate and 
carefully made as the larger ones. 

No. 8 is a two-hole white pearl, cut and decorated 
with steel facets. 

No. 9 combines the two most popular types; the 
smoky pearl disc is set in a metal collet, but has in 
addition a floral escutcheon attached to the shank. 


No. 10 is a large “Jewel” with colorful concave 
center and border of silvered filigree. In a larger size, 
a flower is incised on the pearl. This “Jewel” has a 
Tiffany setting, and its workmanship is as fine or finer 
than that of the glass “Jewels.” 


No. 11 is of smoky pearl with simple engraved de- 
sign and a brass “Door-knocker” fastened to the shank. 
Many kinds and colors of pearl shell may be found 

on these buttons, ranging from pure white, through all 
degrees of “smokiness,” to rich, dark shades of red, 
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blue, purple and green. Light, bright tints are also 
much in evidence, although, in my opinion, the natural 
colors of the pearl are more beautiful than any arti- 
ficial hues. Abalone and mother-of-pearl appear occa- 
sionally, while many different styles of carving, cut- 
ting and engraving decorate the multicolored surfaces. 
Since increased popularity and widespread publicity 
have transformed button collecting from a poor man’s 
to a rich man’s hobby, it has become necessary for the 
poor man in question to find his pleasure in buttons 
which have (so far!) resisted the upward price trend. 
Fortunately for him, and for all collectors of moderate 
means, there are thousands of beautiful and collectable 
buttons still available at reasonable prices. Beauty— 
luckily—is an almost universal attribute of buttons; 
and appreciation is still one of the few things in life 
that cannot be bought—or sold. It must exist ‘in the 
mind and eye of the collector, and without it, the finest 
“collection” becomes little better than a hoard.

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“COURT AND SOCIETY” 


Excerpt from “Court & Society.” 
By the Duke of Manchester, pub- 
blished in London, 1864. 


“This button is worth hunting for 
and should be valued if found. It 
was made in France in 1699 and was 
worn by the adherents of the de- 
posed James II. The then Duke of 
Manchester was Ambassador to the 
Court of France from William III, 
King of England by right of his 
wife, Mary, daughter of James II. 
Manchester heard a great deal about 
the ‘Secret Button’ or the ‘Mystery 
Button’ as it was spoken of in whis- 
pers. 

‘Manchester tracked down the but- 
ton, as the Court of St. James was 
quite mystified about all the talk. 

The Mystery Button was worn by 
the adherents to the Stuart Cause in 
England—James II. Inside the but- 
ton ‘was a strip of parchment on 
which was printed the first letters 
of the words, ‘God Bless King James 
And Prosper His Interests.’ The 
scroll of parchment could be unrol- 
led by a screw inside the button to 
be seen by friends of the cause or 
rolled up again and hidden from 
enemies as desired. 

“There are probably many of them 
still treasured in the treasure chests 
of descendents of these friends of the 
Stuarts, just as drinking glasses of 
the same period are treasured and 
bring huge prices at auction sales,

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Civil War Photos 
Discovered in Barn 


A news item from Binghamton, 
N. Y., tells of a cache of Civil War 
photos that were recently discovered 
in an Owego, N. Y., barn. The story 
relates: 

“An Owego, N. Y., barn... Civil 
War Washington ... and hidden 
treasure didn’t seem to have much 
in common. 

“But because George L. Andrews, 
former district attorney of Tioga 
County, N. Y., recently discovered 
44 original Mathew Brady negatives 
in his Owego barn attic, the combi- 
nation makes sense. 

“Mathew Brady was the famed 
Civil War photographer whose pio- 
neering coverage of the battle fronts 
made him. this country’s first combat 
photographer and photo historian. 

“The treasure angle was confirmed 
when the Ansco division of the Gen- 
eral Aniline & Film Corp. of Bing- 
hamton bought these original glass 
plates for a goodly sum, they say, 
though the exact figure was not an- 
nounced. 

“The 44 negatives include such 
famous Americans as: President 
Ulysses S. Grant; Civil War Gens. 
George Armstrong Custer, Philip 
H. Sheridan, Winfield S. Hancock 
and John A. Logan; Edwin M. 
Stanton, Lincoln’s secretary of war; 
Hamilton Fish, Grant’s secretary of 
state; James G- Blaine, secretary of 
state under Garfield and Harrison 
and a five-time candidate for the 


vation. They produced brilliant, 
sparkling prints that confirmed 
Brady’s reputation as an outstand- 
ing photographic craftsman. The 
portraits made with primitive ap- 
paratus and lighting facilities rival 
any produced today with the most 
modern outfits. 

“A few of these pictures, particu- 
larly of Gen. Grant and Gen. Custer 
(famous for his immortal ‘last 
stand’), are said to be new and 
hitherto unpublished. Frederick H. 
Meserve, New York authority and 
owner of the largest private Brady 
collection, appraised the 44 negatives 
as a ‘rare find.’ 

“It is a matter of pure chance— 
and luck,’ he added, ‘that the barn in 
which they were stored was just the 
ideal place for their preservation.’ - 

“Attic-cleaning Andrews found the 
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negatives among his mother’s effects. 
She had inherited them from the 
widow of Andrew Burgess, a noted 
gunsmith, who bought and operated 
Brady’s National Photograph gallery 
in Washington. 

“The find focuses attention once 
more on some interesting angles of 
the Mathew Brady story. 

“First, the tremendous number of 
Brady Photos’ that exist. He didn’t 
take all of them himself. They are 
the combined results of the many 
studios, assistants and expeditions 
which he set up, employed and 
financed after his early, personal 
success: They are of his planning 
and directing. Due to his imagina- 
tion and ability, the country has an 
accurate picture of the period’s top 
personalities and vital struggle 
through the collection of: 

“THE NATIONAL ARCHIVES, 
with a select group of about 5,000 
original negatives; 

“THE LIBRARY of CONGRESS, 
with about 6,000 negatives; 

“THE HANDY COLLECTION 
(Mrs. Brady was a Handy), with 
about 1,500; 

“THE FREDERICK MESERVE 
private collection of almost 15,000 
Brady originals gathered in 50 years 
as a collector. 

“These are the major collections. 
Other originals, in smaller number, 
are in some historical societies and 
museums. 

“Despite his world wide fame and 
initial success, Mathew Brady died 
penniless in 1896. He never recouped 
the fortune he invested in the ‘dark 
wagons’ he sent out, equipped for 
on-the-scene wet plate making, at 


the Civil War battle fronts.”

“Lithophanes were popular fashion of 
the nineteenth century. There are re- 
ferences to these porcelain transpar- 
cies in the_ following: 

Hanover, E. European Porcelain, 1935, 
pp. 104, 542 Antique Collector, London, 
July 1937, vol. 8 p. 184—A Forgotten 
Victorian Craze, by Francis Buckley. 

“Mr. Buckley attributes the idea of 
making such transparencies to a French- 
man, Baron de Bourgoin, in 1827. From 
1834 to 1843 in Berlin, and by 1845 the 
demand was enormous. They were 
made of very thin, unglazed porcelain, 
and were molded on the reverse side 
with a pictorial subject in intaglio, mak- 
ing a picture when light was placed 
behind the subject... The earliest were 
molded by hand in a plaque of porcelain 
paste, but soon a method was devised 
for making many copies from a mold. 
Many of them reproduced subjects from 
famous pictures, especially those of a 
more or less sentimental sort. They 
were hung in windows and also used as 
panels in lamp shades. 

“They were made at Meissen and 
also at Berlin. Many of them show on 
the reverse, usually close to the edge, 
the globe or the  sceptor and KPM 
mark. impressed, of the factory.’’

An Elm in the Limelight 


“Marietta, Ohio—The largest elm 
tree in the United States, on the 
front lawn of the late James E. 
Gavin home, is to be sold at auction 
on the Washington county courthouse 
steps in the near future. 

“Partition of the property was 
sought in a suit filed by a grandson, 
William Jay Gavin, of Marietta. 
The property and grounds, have 
been appraised at $27,000. At least 
25,000 visitors from all parts of the 
United States come to view the elm 
each year. In 1920 $2,000 was spent 
to recondition the tree with metal 
braces and 742 tons of concrete were 
used in the interior. 

“The tree is 100 feet high, 44 feet 
in circumference at a point 4 feet 
from the ground, and 103 feet around 
the root contours, and spreads 147 
feet. It is estimated at more than 
500 years old.”

painted by Benjamin West in 1771. 
This painting depicts the decisive 
battle of 1759 on the Plains of Abra- 
ham above Quebec, which resulted 
in the defeat of the French, though 
it cost the life of the brilliant Eng- 
lishman General James Wolfe- In ad- 
dition, this section of the exhibition 
included terra cotta busts and a pow- 
erful American eagle carved in wood 
by William Rush around 1800. 


SILVERSMITHS OF 
THE COLONIAL AND FEDERAL 
PERIODS 


The richest evidence of American 
craft heritage was noted in the ex- 
quisite and rare pieces of silver as- 
sembled for the exhibition. In the 
17th and 18th centuries, the cost of 
working the silver into spoons, cups 
and more elaborate shapes was only 
a fraction of the value of the bullion 
itself, and silver collections consti- 
tuted in these days the first treasur- 
ies or “banks.” The high quality of 
American silversmiths was repre- 
sented in the works of the 17th and 
18th centuries by Jeremiah Dummer, 
John Coney, Samuel Casey and Ed- 
ward Winslow of New England, and 
Pieter Van Dyck, Myer Myers and 
Cornelius Kierstede of New Amster- 
dam. After the Revolution, the taste 
of the Classic Revival was shown in 
the work of the celebrated Paul Re- 
vere, whose skill and versatility was 
demonstrated in a remarkable tea 
set consisting of seven pieces, the 


only set left intact of the many 
created by this revered American 
Patriot. His father, Apollos Rivoire, 


who changed his name to Paul Re- 
vere around 1725 and who taught 
his son the trade, was represented in 
a delicately wrought silver jug. The 
earliest works were by Hull and 
Sanderson, the 17th century’s noted 
team of silversmiths. The first- 
named partner struck the first coin- 
age in the new land as Mint Master 
of Massachusetts. Other early works 
exhibited were by John Coney, 
whose double-handled covered cup 
was considered by connoisseurs to be 
the finest in all American silver. 
In a number of instances, portraits 
of the patrons of the silversmith’s 
art were on view in the painting sec- 
tion.

ELECTRIC VEHICLES 


(CONTINUED FROM PAGE 43) 


oared gig. This was an overgrown 

miniature, but showed the future of 
electricity, with its motive power, 
capable of storage, which neither 
steam, ‘wind, nor sun could supply 
for a certain number of hours of set 
speed. 

On January 2, 1884, the District 
Railway on a short pranch line be- 
tween Kensington and Fulham, 
lighted the coaches with electricity 
for the first time. A small Swan 
burner enclosed in a glass globe was 
used together with a small coil of 
fine wire resembling the letter U. It 
is said the light was bright enough 
for passengers to read. 

This same year an electric brake 
was invented by an American, and 
was tried out on the tramway be- 
tween Turin and Piosassio with suc- 
cess. This was exhibited in the Tur- 
in exposition. 

In 1894 an electric tricycle was in- 
vented by Messrs. Ayrton and Perry. 
It is described as an open-fronted 
machine with the ordinary driving 
gear removed. The wheel was 44 
inches in diameter and close by was 
a large spur-wheel containing 242 
teeth. The motor was under the seat 
and the armature spindle carried a 
spindle of 12 teeth, gearing into the 
spur wheel by which both motion 
and speed were regulated. 

The battery was composed of 
Faure, Sellon, Volkner cells and 
acted directly’ on the spur wheel. 
When fully charged the battery was 
said to contain a supply of electricity 
equal to two horse power. The rider 
controlled the engine, and _ speed 
could be regulated.

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CHALK FIGURES 


By RUDOLF HOMMEL 


Chalk Figures, so called, are cast 
of plaster of Paris, usually gaudily 
colored, to be used as ornaments on 
mantels, as were cottage figures of 
Staffordshire which they resemble. 
Chalk figures are more clumsily 
made and represent parrots, dogs, 
cats, squirrels, canary birds, watch 
stands and figures or busts of cele- 
brities. 

Ever since 1915, or thereabouts, 
collectors of antiques have directed 
their attention to collecting chalk 
figures, in the counties of eastern 
Pennsylvania where the Pennsyl- 
vania Dutch predominate. That they 
were found there, not in abundance, 
but still in appreciable quantities, 
was due largely to the Pennsylvania 
Dutch trait to preserve and cherish 
their acquisitions. The gaily decor- 
ated chalk figures were bought by 
the country people from peddlers, or 
at church and county fairs. There 1s 
no indication, whatsoever, that the 
Pennsylvania Dutch had anything to 
do with their manufacture; for the 
name, Chalk Figures, they, however, 
may be responsible. 

Edwin T. Freedley has gathered 
a lot of interesting statistical mater- 
ial in his book “Philadelphia and its 
Manufacturers” (Philadelphia 1858) 
and makes the revealing statement: 
“Of Calcined Plaster (Plaster of 
Paris, we call it today) about 16,000 
barrels are made yearly, and con- 
sumed principally in Stucco work, 
architectural decorations, and in the 
manufacture of figurines, in which 
a large business is dune by Italians.” 
The Italians, peddling these figures 
around the country-side called them 


“calecina figura,’ and with this ex- 
pression we come nearest to our word 
chalk figures. “Calcina figura,” 
or figures made of calcined plaster 
did not mean anything to the Penn- 
sylvania Dutch, but it resembled 
their word Kalk (lime) and with 
this substance they were thoroughly 
acquainted in their perennial white- 
washing of fences, trees, cellar and 
kitchen walls. The next step in 
finding a colloquial name for the 
cherished figures, adorning their 
mantels, seems fairly obvious. The 
substance resembled lime which they 
ealled Kalk, and the philologist must 
not be too hard on them for having 
assumed that the English equivalent 
for Kalk was _ chalk. So it seems 
plausible that the figures made of 
calcined plaster were called in the 
vernacular Kalk-Figure, and _ then, 
not too happily in English: Chalk 
Figures. 

Eighteenth century England was 
well acquainted with these figures. 
John Flaxman (1755-1826), famous 
modeiler of the delicate relief fig- 
ures on jasper and basalt wares for 
Jcsiah Wedgwood, as a youth went 
about the streets of London peddling 
plaster figures which his father 
made at the sign of the Golden Head, 
New Street, Covent Garden, London. 

Such plaster figures were also ex- 
ported to Colonial America. The 
Boston News-Letter of Dec. 25, 1760, 
carries the notice that “images in 
plaster-appalas” just imported from 
London were for sale. Plaster-ap- 
palas, no doubt, is a corrupt render- 
ing of plaster cf Paris. f 

The popularity of these imported

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images induced Henry Christian 
Geyer, a German stone-cutter and 
maker of ornate gravestones in Bos- 
ton to make these images of par- 
rots, cats, dogs, lions, sheep which 
he offered for sale in an advertise- 
ment in the Boston News-Letter in 
1768. The business must have 
flourished for in 1770 he offered in 
addition to the animals and birds, 
statuettes and busts of. kings and 
queens, Mathew Prior, Homer, Mil- 
ton, etc., and adds that he cleans 
old deficient animals and makes 
them look as well as new. He stres- 
ses also that all these figures and 
animals were made by him of 
Plaister of Paris of this Country 
Produce. 


Annually the making and peddling 
of these images was the business of 
Italians. An issue of the Cries of 
London of around 1800 shows an 
Italian street vendor with the follow- 
ing underneath: 


FINE IMAGES. 
Italia’s sun-burnt native here 
Does to your view disvlay 
His curious imitative ware, 
With gold and colours gay. 
The cat and parrit here he shows, 
The poet and the priest, 
With soldiers, sailors, belles an beaus, 
And many a nameless beast. 
William Hone (1780-1842) in his 
“The Every Day Book” (London 
1827), a book packed with folklore, 
told in a reminiscent mood of the 
plaster figures he was familiar with 
in his youth. “Buy my images!” or, 
“Pye m/’imaitches,” was a London 
ery, he says, shouted by Italian lads, 
carrying boards on their head with 
plaster figures for sale. 


At about the same time the sil- 
houette here pictured, Fig. 1, was 
cut on the continent, in Germany, 
serving, as it were, as illustration to 
Hone’s statement about the Italian 
lads peddling their ware. 


Hone had quite a time to find 
specimens to illustrate his article. 
He succeeded in finding a plaster 
figure of a cat, but the parrot had 
to be drawn from memory. Both are 
shown herewith, Figs. 2 and 3. For 
illustrating our article we were 
more fortunate in finding in the 
backwoods of Pennsylvania actual 
chalk fizures of a parrot and a cat 
and are pleased to append their 
photographs, Figs 4 and 5.

believe leaves, spreading like a half 
opened fan, half-hiding a tawny 
colored ball called an orange, resting 
on a clumsy clump of yellowed 
plaster as on the mouth of a jar — 
the whole looking as unlike a nose- 
gay in water as possible. We could 
not make much of this description, 
until we found an actual specimen, 
also in Pennsylvania, more than a 
hundred years after Hone described 
it. With the aid of this picture, Fig. 
5. we readily can understand Hone’s 
description. 


The ubiquitous peddling Italian 
was not absent in the United States. 
As we have said they supplied the 
country side from Philadelphia as a 
center with their gaudy ware. Wil- 
liam J. Buck, the chronicler of “Local 
Sketches and Legends of Bucks and 
Montgomery Counties, Pa.”, which 
he had collected in the 1840s, tells 
how an Italian image vender with a 
tray balanced on his head, came up 
on the porch of a mansion in a Bucks 
county village in the dusk of an 
evening and rapped at the door with 
the edge of the tray holding his 
wares. The lady of the house on 
opening the door nearly swooned 
away seeing but indistinctly in the 
semi-darkness an outline of fantastic

shape, with a voice issuing from 
about the middle of it. Her shrieks 
brought out her husband, who soon 
learned that the Italian image ven- 
der, stooping under his load, to clear 
the poreh ceiling, was merely asking 
for a night’s lodging. 

Literary references indicate that 
in the middle of the last century the 
mantels of our homes in various 
parts of the country were adorned 
with chalk figures. Mark Twain 
writing of the period of about 1845, 
in Huckleberry Finn, says in Colonel 
Granger’s house “there was a big 
outlandish parrot on each side of the 
clock, made out of something like 
chalk, and painted up gaudy.” 


Chapter VIII of Uncle Tom’s 
Cabin (written before 1851) starts 
out with the description of a little 
parlor, “with some plaster images in 
resplendent colors on the mantel- 
shelf, above a very dimly-smoking 
grate.” 


We hope to have succeeded in dis- 
pelling the common error to assume 
that the chalk figures were a product 
of the Pennsylvania Dutch. They 
loved them and bought them from 
itinerant Italians, but so did old and 
New England, and in fact the people 
of the European continent. The 
Italians were pioneers in working 
with gypsum or plaster of Paris, as 
their handling of stucco in architec- 
ture and in interior decoration amply 
testify. Masters of handling the new 
material, it may have been at first 
merely their recreation to form small 
images for their own enjoyment or 
their friends, whimsies of their trade. 
The popular appeal called for more 
and more, and soon a new industry 
came into being, and before long the

Italian peddlar hawked them about 
on two continents. 

In conclusion we wish to sound a 
word of warning to collectors. 
Authentic specimens of chalk figures 
are becoming rare. The demand be- 
ing great, fakers are at work to 
supply the market. A_ surprising 
feature of old pieces is their light 
weight, which is due to skillful thin- 
walled casting. The very liquid 
plaster was poured into the mold and 
whirled around to form a thin layer. 
The fakers have not succeeded in 
doing this and their product is much 
heavier than genuine specimens.

in 1946 while visiting my Texas 
birthplace, I came across a pretty 
perfume bottle which I caretully put 
away in 1920.

bottles as soon as they are empty. 
Hardly a week passes that I do not 
receive more bottles. I have had 
windows specially built in my home 
and the bottles are filled with red, 
blue, green and _ yellow dye water 
and are displayed on ledges which 
are built like a staircase. The effect 
is that of a stained glass window, 
and is very beautiful. It attracts a 
great deal of attention from. friends 
and acquaintances, and from strang- 
ers who have heard about the collec- 
tion and ask to see it. If they have a 
favorite perfume or cologne, they are 
sure to find the bottle in my collec- 
tion. 

Most of my bottles are present 
day perfume bottles but I have 
about fifty old bottles, dressing table 
perfume bottles, “name” botttes, 
atomizers, and cut glass bottles. This 
collection has brought me unlimited 
pleasure and contacts with many in- 
teresting people. My family tease me 
and say we shall have to move to 
make room for the bottles but I am 
sure that in a ten room house, I can 
find space for many more and I wel- 
come each one that comes my way. 
A hobby is, indeed, one of the great 
satisfactions of a busy life.

Curious and odd shaped bottles are 
as attractive for decorative purposes 
as the historical flasks. Some are so 
beautifully executed they are actually 
statuary in glass. For example, there 
is my Cornucopia Lady, one of the 
finest of figure bottles. Blown, of 
very thin glass, made in France and 
in the shape of a statuesque, classical 
figure holding a cornucopia up over 
her right shoulder. She is nude but 
for a light drapery slanting across 
her hips toward the back.

she holds a wreath and the fingers 
of her left hand very gracefully hold 
a handkerchief. This is a very heavy 
bottle, 13 inches high and a brilliant 
golden-amber. She came from Texas. 

I have a very handsome Hunter— 
a fine figure of a man—big, robust, 
dressed in hunting garb and evidently 
a good shot for he has rabbits hang- 
ing at his belt. His dog is sitting 
beside him and they appear to have 
paused for a moment’s rest. A very 
heavy bottle on a square base and 
13% inches high. He, too, is a south- 
erner having come from Savannah. 

Then there is the dark mysterious 
Spaniard, in old Royal Doulton. 
From the high crown of his wide 
brimmed hat to his feet he is all black, 
but for an amber glass in his hand 
which is pushed thru the opening of 
his cape. I found him in Charleston 
and he is 11 inches high. ; 

“Pagliacci” is a most amusing 
fellow with his turned-up putty nose 
and his mournful expression. He is 
in regulation clown costume of white 
with ruff and pom poms of blue. He 
is Delft and 11% inches high. 

The “Irish Squire” is comical, too, 
with tip-tilted nose and widely smil- 
ing mouth. Very much dressed up in 
tailed coat, much too tight, plug hat 
and flower in his button-hole. His 
rotund figure measures twelve inch- 
es around his stomach and that ex- 
ceeds his height by a quarter inch. 
His trousers are so tight all he can 
get into his pocket is a thumb. He 
came from Texas with the French 
Lady (a sad little story goes with 
these two.). . 

The H. Pharazyn Indian Chief and 
the Mohawk Whiskey Indian Chief 
are scarce bottles. My Mohawk still 
has the original yellow paint decora- 
tion.

right arm crosses her body at the 
waist. I have what is believed to be 
the only complete set of Queens ex- 
tant—clear, aqua, green, golden am- 
ber and the very deep amber. The 
Chiefs are amber. 

There are several bottles in the 
shape of people with removable head 
—or hat. 

A clown, with comic painted features 
and pointed hat. 

A frosted butler, with black smiling 
face and kinky hair ; 

An English Colonel, who doffs his 
helmet. : 

A jolly Toby, whose hat-crown will 
measure your drink. 

A baseball player, with bat poised to 
knock out a home run. 

A Scotsman, with his chin wreathed 
in whiskers and his little Skye terrior. 

A French marine, with pom pom 
trimmed beret and odd square toed 
boots. 

A frosted Napoleon, with cocked hat 
and hand charteristically tucked in his 
coat. 


There are any number of hand 
bottles— 


A frosted hand offering a clear bottle 
seems to indicate hospitality. 

A clear hand offering a different bot- 
tle gives you a choice. 

hand grasping a _ vicious dagger 
might be that of Charlotte Corday. 
_ A clear hand leveling a pistol looks 
mighty menacing. 

A hand holding a mirror probably re- 
flected many a lovely lady. 

A frosted hand in a gauntlet 
buttons—not a button missing. 

A frosted hand nolding a cornucopia- 
shaped bottle might weli be just display- 
ing the gentleman’s elaborate cuff and 
finger ring. 

And there are many small hands— 


One resting on the palm with half 
curled fingers. 

One standing upright with the most 
pertect nails. Serew cap. 

A frosted hand of same shape. Old 
screw cap. 

A clear hand clasping a flower shaped 
bottle. 


There are several whose stopper 
forms part of the whole designs.— 


Two children, boy climbing tree to re- 
place failen bird, nest being stopper. 

This comes all clear or combination of 
clear and frosted or with clothing 
painted in colors. 

A woman with ae2_ basket of grain, 
basket is stoppe* 

A prancing circus horse, with cockade 
of plumes for a stopper. 

I have seen a picture of the children- 
tree in which there were four children 
and the owner, Norman Nelson of Fort 
Worth, .told me one little girl behind 
the tree is combing her hair. 


There are two-faced bottles— 


One has Pierrot and Harlequin. 
One has a saint and a sinner. 


with 


One has weeping and smiling face. 
One is the sun and the moon. 
One is a clown laughing and fright- 


ened, 

Somewhere there is a bottle I’d 
love to own. I’ve never seen it, just 
a picture of it... . but it is com- 
pletely captivating. I did a little 
detective work and found the address 
of the owner but to my sorrow she 
no longer had it—she had traded it 
with a dealer for a jardiniere! and 
couldn’t remember the name of the 
dealer, It is a frosted bottle in the 
shape of a woman seated on an old 
fashioned metal tricycle. 

There is the almost life-sized head 
of a baby crying heartily for the 
soothing syrup the bottle held. There 
is this same baby smiling happily 
because it got the syrup but I’ve 
never been lucky enough to find it. 
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There is a feed-the-baby combina- 
tion of clear and frosted glass that 
once contained a baby food and when 
empty a marble was found which 
was supposed, it is said, to 
provide entertainment for the baby, 
trying to maneuver the marble into 
a small well in the base. 

There are three bottles very fre- 
quently met and not very old having 
been made less than forty years ago 
for vinegar. Not too bad for modern 
bottles. Carrie Nation with her 
satchel in which she toted her saloon 
smashing bricks so carefully wrap- 
ped in newspaper. George Washing- 
ton, very soldierly and erect with 
big shoe buckles and sword. Mr. 
Pickwick in double-breasted coat, 
complete with spectacles, fob and 
cane. 

Even shoe polish came in fancy 
bottles—An amber Jap in kimona 
and clogs. A worn shoe of black 
glass with run down heel and patch 
and big toe protruding through a 
a hole. The toe is painted flesh color. 
The same shoe in frosted glass. Both 
have old screw caps. This little shoe 
was originally named “hard times” 
but lately I’ve seen it advertised as 
“depression shoe’—personally, I like 
“hard times” as it is more applicable 
to the time in which it was made. 

Old St. Nicholas was a favorite be- 
cause there were so many bottles 
made in nis image. I have a tall 
stippled and clear one made around 
1850 to hold a_ special Christmas 
brandy. And a rare small one just 
five inches high that greatly resem- 
bles a Greek priest and another with 
the most tlourishing whiskers and a 
jolly little fellow with a filled sack 
as big as his own scant five inches. 

I have three smallish ones that were 
made at the same time and at the 
same glass house, for while they are 
quite different in shape there are 
enough points of similiarity to in- 
dicate kinship—A fat German type 
man holding a round tray against 
his fat stomach and a fringe of hair 
around his bald spot. A stocky Hes- 
sian in tall full bushby standing 
against a pyramid of cannon balls. 
A dwarf in elaborate court costume 
with a broad smile on his rather gro- 
tesque face, a small dog leans against 
his legs and a butterfly ornaments 
his breast. 

Animals made interesting bottles— 
I have a pair of the most beguiling 
ones—a dog and a cat. Of stippled 
glass and each 11 inches high. They 
have the most woe begone expression 
you ever saw and the cat is just 
about the perkiest thing in the feline 
world. I found the dog in a little 
Pennsylvania town and three years 
later I got the cat from my butcher’s 
mother. Both are genuinely old... 
today, they are being reproduced for 
bath salts, in colors the old were 
never made and not at all well done— 
should be easily identified as new. 

The cobalt poodle isn’t old but is a 
rather nice clean-cut little figure as 
he sits on his haunches holding the 
hoop that once held the iabel exvolling 
the merits of shampoodle for wash- 
ing your hair. 

I have a few jigger-size animals— 
A funny small bull dog dressed in 
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sporty checked outfit and umbrella, 
another little dog dressed in frock 
coat and cane and an elephant stand- 
ing on his hind legs nibbling leaves 
from a tree. 

I have a clear glass duck standing 
erect who appears to be swallowing 
the neck of the bottle and a clear 
glass bottle of a bear climbing a pole 
—both are French and 12% inches. 
A French poodle sitting up on a very 
pretty hassock—a lady poodle with 
eight buttons down her front and a 
very nice clipping job. This is one 
of a cow sitting on this same hassock. 
.. . I saw it a couple of years ago 
in Georgia but didn’t buy it as one leg 
was damaged. I haven’t found an- 
other but hope to one day as it would 
pair nicely with the poodle. 

Sometimes the same theme was 
used with a slightiy aifferent twist. 
Variants, with changes in the mold, 
are good coliectables—so1rt of coliec- 
tion-in-a-collection. For instance the 
cherubs—

ting on a levee ak tne bode 
aloft on the left shoulder a clock. Cher- 
ub and dial are frosted, numerals are 
clear as is the rest of the bottle. 
plain Pm oof cherub, clear clock, dial

All have the same stellar motif in 
back clock space but each has a dif- 
ferent decoration around rim of clock. 

Often the original bottles were more 
elaborate than those made later. 
Take the so-called “Kummel bear.” 
I have a very old bear with body of 
Bristol glass and face of milk white 
made separately and inserted before 
annealing. The pelt is rough as a 
bear’s should be and the ears, eyes, 
teeth and mouth are more clearly 
developed and quite different than the 
later bears. The base and arrange- 
ment of the legs are precisely the 
same in all of them. The “Kummel 
bear” appears smooth all over while 
this old one is rough and shaggy. 
My bear is a reminder of a very pleas- 
ant visit in New Orleans. I found 
him in an antique shop on fascinating 
old Royal Street. 

At times a bottle is found that is 
so different and so peculiar one won- 
ders just what was in the mind of 
the person who conceived the idea. 
I’ve a bottle that for want of a better 
name [ call the Oriental Actor. This 
is I believe my rarest bottle in spite 
of a small hole in an arm. It is a 
tall figure in a long costume with an 
elaborately decorated tunic and wide 
bertha-like collar, a mask is hanging 
around his neck and rests on his 
breast, the hair is looped back and 
hangs in two twists down the back. 
In his right hand he holds a round 
fan on a long handle and in his left 
he has a long slender sword. His 
bare feet peep under the hem of his 
robe. His features are oriental. The 
glass is paper thin and has changed 
from clear to blackish-purple. This 
bottle was made when blowing glass 
by hand was a fine art. 

There seems to be no end to the 
ingenuity and imagination of the men 
who designed figure bottles for just

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CALENDAR COLLECTION

Aden W. Lowry, decorator, col- 
lects “Old Last Year’s Calendars”. 

He says he collects these from 
homes where he papers or paints, 
and can usually tell where each 
came from by the memory of the pic- 
ture. He doen‘t try to keep dates or 
any information on any of them. 

Lowry keeps his yearly record of 
work on a calendar. He said he 
could go back any number of years 
and check on any of his jobs if neces- 
sary, but admitted he preferred the 
pretty calendar fronts and pictures. 
He has a large collection, especialiy 
shows a preference for some of the 
beautiful bird calendars usually put 
out by a “Wet State”, and these 
couldn’t be obtained for a long time, 
because Kansas was dry. Some of his 
good friends in these states saw to it, 
that he got a calendar each year for 
his collection.

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APPROPRIATE SUGGESTIONS 


Congratulations to you and to Hos- 
BIES for the program as outlined in 
recent issues regarding reproduction 
wares. You warned us many years 
ago the situation was growing stead- 
ily worse and now it seems every 
American citizen is involved. Through 
the pages of HobBIEs, every reader 
has the opportunity to assist in every 
way possible to. gain a complete ex- 
pose and cessation of the despicable 
and fraudulent traffic in reproduc- 
tion wares as authentic antiques. 

Many persons are of the erroneous 
opinion: that this affair is merely a 
collector-dealer problem.. ; Only until 
everyone fully realizes the enormity 
of the situation can we emerge from 
this crisis victorious, justified and 
protected. 

Here are a few questions based on 
actual incidents in the writers’ area 
to show that Doctor, Lawyer, Mer- 
chant, Chief, along with dealer and 
collector are seeing the bitter fruits 
cf an illegal harvest—what will it 
be five years from now unless we 
awaken to action? 

1. What is your reaction when you 
are informed many private museums 
and important collections slated for 
museums, have reproduction glass- 
ware? Should our children be asked 
to accept these miserable objects as 
early Americana and visual historical 
treasures? 

2. What is the reaction of the law- 
yer and estate beneficiaries when the 
early American glass, compromising 
the bulk of Aunt Minnie’s estate 
proves to be sorry imitations of the 
rea: thing? 

3 What is the reaction of the mer- 
chant who sells a milk glass plate at 
$1.20 while the antique (?) shop down 
the street gets $10.00 and up for the 
same plate? Which dealer pays the 
correct income tax from sales of this 
merchandise? 

4. What is the reaction of honest 
auctioneers who lose _ professional 
standing when slippery clients sneak 
in reproduction wares at a sale and 
advertise such as genuine aniiques 
prior to sale? 

5. What will be the reaction of 
thousands of sincere collectors and 
dealers when they come to the full 
realization that they were duped, and 
that their money bought imitation 
glass? How wili all glass collectors 
react, if this fradulent business con- 
tinues to glut the antiques market 
with more and more patterns until 
all glass is worthless? 

It is common knowledge that dur- 
ing the past five years or more, many 
inhuman vultures who couldn’t recog- 
nize the daisy and button motif, went 
into the antiques business for all the 
money they could squeeze. They bled 
Aunt Minnie dry of her savings, as- 
suring her that their fake glass was 


a sound investment; they sold tne 
museum owners of glassware, never 
caring that hundreds of school chil- 
dren would accept these wares as part 
of the magnificent pattern that is 
America. Does this constitute a form 
of treason? 

Not content with ill-gotten gains 
comparable to a king’s ransom a few 
unscrupulous dealers have thrown the 
book of rules out the window on china 
sales. Handpainted china, circa 1910, 
brushed marked AR, went for genuine 
Augustus Rex; the cheapest wares 
(domestic) marked Sevres, Belleek, 
Dresden, Ironstone, etc., were also 
sold at exorbitant prices as antique 
foreign products. 

Especially the word “England” has 
placed wares of modern vintage in the 
price category of crown jewels. I 
bought Woods Ware in “Old Bow 
Kakiyemon” for years to keep my set 
intact—I have been offered vegetable 
dishes at $15.00 that sold in the 1920’s 
for around $1.85. One person asked 
$6.50 for each cup, same ware, that 
sold for less than a dollar. I pro- 
tested the price, she coldly informed 
me that if I could read I could see 
plainly this ware was made in 1750 
and 1784, (art of the trademark). 
After twenty or thirty similar per- 
formances, I stopped buying. In a 
letter dated July 28th, 1949, from 
Woods and Sons, Limited, England, 
export division, they inform me “Our 
“Oid Bow” pattern printed in blue 
was first put out on the market about 
the year 1920.” My experience has 
been duplicated many times as dozens 
of patterns, same vintage, are guaran- 
teed and sold as very old British 
wares by the get-rich-quick folks. It 
would seem this is the proper time 
for a first class clearing of all ques- 
tionable practices in the antiques 
trade. It is the time to segregate 
trash from treasure, and clearly de- 
fine the modern from the antique. 

It is also time for the collector to 
begin to study seriously the wares in 
his possession and approach the pur- 
chase of all antiques with care and 
thought. As all advanced collectors 
will agree the collector’s motto is: 
“Possess thy soul with patience, espe- 
cially when assembling a complete set 
of pressed glass.” Scarcely a week 
passes. that some new collector in- 
forms me I am incredibly slow and 
stupid to spend ten years on one pat- 
tern of glass when she got hers to- 
gether in three weeks. Every ad- 
vanced collector knows how elusive 
some pieces can be and that these pre- 
cious jewels don’t blossom overnight 
on the counters of the glorified ped- 
dlers of reproduction ‘wares. 

Let us as collectors and dealers, 
give the problem at hand our thought. 
Let us, individually and collectively 
unmercifully wage war against those 
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selling reproduction wares as antique, 
remembering well they have shown no 
mercy in the attempt to drag the 
highly respected and big business of 
Antiques, into decay and ruin. 


NoTE: Like many other serious col- 
lectors, I have merely the preserva- 
tion of Americana in mind as I write 
this. I have no shop—just q collec- 
tion that means the world to me and 
I hope my boys will be able to enjoy 
every beloved object I have just as 
much as 1 have had collecting and 
ewning it.

MissOuri—In a recent issue a woman 
wrote in to HOBBIES and said she 
wished that someone would do some- 
thing about a situation like this ! ! ! 
She said that numerous people came to 
her shop, looked around and politely 
said thank you and turned around and 
walked out without further comment. 
Perhaps this is because of one of two 
reasons.. No. 1: A number of dealers, 
especially those who are not too 
aggressive, paid too much for their 
stock in 1947-48, and either do not yet 
realize that they will have to take their 
markdowns and adjust to the times or 
do not choose to. I will not ask another 
dealer for a better price if a thing is 
so much higher than I can pay, or can 
ever hope to sell for but consider it 
much better to say “Thank you”, and 
walk out, if however the price is close 
to what I can pay then I will try to get 
together with them. No. 2: Then, 
secondly, sometimes I go into shops 
that are ten to twenty percent repro- 
ductions and there again I just say 
thank you and walk out. Another thing, 
a lot of trash was sold during the lat- 
ter part of World War II, and some 
shops still expect to sell those types of 
things at peak period prices. — John 
David Miller.

DEATH BREAKS UP 
CROTTY FOURSOME 


Death recently broke up the widely 
known and interesting foursome of 
the Crotty Sisters, antique collectors 
and hobby enthusiasts, when Marie 
Frances Crotty died at her home ,in 
Long Beach, Calif., after a short ill- 
ness. 

Known nationally as “Hatpin Hat- 
tie,’ Miss Crotty was a retired office 
manager of Rockford, Ill. She and 
her sisters, Edna, Irene and Vera, 
came to Long Beach in 1947 to make 
their home and with them came their 
background and reputation of collect- 
ing hobbies. She was a charter mem- 
ber and later served as president of 
the Rockford, Ill., Business and Pro- 
fessional Women’s Club, transferring 
her membership to the Long Beach 
club in which she was active until 
her last illness. Her collection of 
long-stemmed hatpins is credited with 
being the largest in the world and 
came from all parts of the world. 

The Rockford Morning Star edit- 
orialized on her death, as follows:

We of The Morning Star always felt 
that the four Crotty sisters were part of 
our newspaper family, not only because 
one of them _ had been a devoted worker 
in our circulation department for many 
years, but because all of the sisters had 
a unfailingly helpful to newspaper

some has been established for the last 
vo years. 


Not only we of the News 
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Tower, but other friends throughout 
Rockford and Illinois, felt a sense of 
genuine personal loss Friday when we 
read that this capable business woman, 
good citizen, and warm-hearted, gener- 
ous-spirited person had lost her battle 
against the illness that had weakened 
her body, but not her spirit, over a 
long period. 

As president of Rockford Business and 
Professional Women’s club, and as a 
leader in the work of the Illinois Feder- 
ation of Business and _ Professional 
Women’s Clubs, Marie Crotty cham- 
pioned the cause of “working women— 
but never with a chip on the shoulder. 
She threw herself energetically into 
other causes—the Catholic Woman’s 
league, the Rockford Symphony associ- 
ation, the Winnebago County Historical 
society. Efficiently, she did her work 
as business manager of the H. J. Col- 
lins real estate agency. 

Like her sisters, she was an enthusi- 
astic hobbyist, and she thoroughly en- 
jcyed her radio appearances as ‘‘Hatpin 
Hattie’—the collector of an almost 
fabulous collection of hatpins. Her ef- 
fervescent humor never permitted her 
to forget for a moment that collecting 
hatpins was funny, as well as fun for 
the collector. 

Perhaps her real hobby was people. 
She liked them; she got along famously 
with them; and when they were troubled, 
or needed assistance, she helped them, 
quietly and generously.

Antiquers Forum 


I read with interest the article re- 
garding Indian Summer in the last 
issue of HOBBIES. and note that the 
earliest mention of Indian summer 
was 1836. 

I have a book printed about 1800 
which devotes a chapter to that sub- 
ject, and I copy it here for yours and 
Mr. Ward’s information. This an- 
tedates his earliest date by about 36 
years. 


INDIAN SUMMER 
Chapter XXXI 

As connected with the history of 
the Indian wars of the western coun- 
try; it may not be amiss to give an 
explanation of the term “Indian Sum- 
mer.” 

This expression, like many of 
others, has continued in general use; 
notwithstanding its original import 
has been forgotten. A backwoods- 
man seldom hears this expression 
without feeling a chill of horror, be- 
cause it brings to his mind the pain- 
ful recollection of its original applica- 
tion. Such is the force of the faculty 
of association of human nature. 

The reader must here be reminded, 
that during the long continued Indian 
wars, sustained by the first settlers 
of the western country, they enjoyed 
no peace excepting in the winter sea- 
son, when, owing to the severity of 
the weather, the Indians were unable 
to make their excursions into the 
settlements. Then onset of winter 
was therefore hailed as a jubilee, by 
the early inhabitants of the country, 
who thruout the spring and early 
part of the fall, had been cooped up 
in their little uncomfortable forts, 
and subjected to all distresses of the 
Indians wars. 

At the approach of winter, there- 
fore, all the farmers excepting the 
owner of the fort, removed to their 
cabins on their farms, with the joyful 
feelings of a tenant of a prison, on 
recovering his release from confine- 
ment. All was hustle and hilarity in 
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preparing for winter by gathering in 
the corn, digging potatoes, fattening 
hogs and repairing the cabins. To 
our forefathers the gloom months of 
winter were more pleasant than the 
zephyrs of spring and the flowers of 
May. 

It however sometimes happened, 
that after the apparent onset of win- 
ter, the weather became warm; the 
smokey time commenced and lasted 
for a considerable number of days. 
This was the Indian summer because 
it afforded the Indians another op- 
portunity of visiting the settlements 
with their destructive warfare. The 
melting of the snow saddened every 
countenance, and the general warmth 
of the sun chilled every heart with 
horror. The apprehension of another 
visit from the Indians, and being 
driven back to the detested fort, was 
painful to the highest degree and the 
distressing apprehension was fre- 
quently realized. 

Toward the lattes part of Febru- 
ary, we commonly had a fine spell of 
open warm weather, during which the 
snow melted away. This was desig- 
nated the .“Pawwawing days,” from 
the supposition that the Indians were 
holding their war councils, for plan- 
ning of their spring campaigns into 
the settlements. Sad experience taught 
us that in this conjecture we were not 
often mistaken.

This new air mail stamp book will 
be placed on first-day sale at New 
York, N. Y., on November 18, in 
connection with the American Stamp 
Dealers Association Exhibition, 71st 
Regiment Armory, New York. 

The new air mail stamp books will 
contain two panes of six stamps each, 
interleaved with paraffin paper to 
prevent premature adhesion, and will 
be sold for 73 cents each. 

Collectors desiring first-day cov- 
ers of the new mail booklet panes 
may send as many as 10 self-addres- 
sed envelopes to the Postmaster, 
New York, N. Y., with postal note 
or money order remittance to cover 
the cost of the stamps to be affixed. 
As each booklet pane will contain 
six stamps, collectors will be required 
to send remittance in the sum of 36 
cents for each cover to be serviced 
with these special stamps. 

The booklet panes are approxi- 
mately 33/16 by 1% inches in di- 
mensions and will be -arranged hori- 
zontally. Sufficient space should be 
left in the upper right corner of the 
cover for the affixing of six new 
air mail stamps.

Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson has announced the descrip- 
tions of the new 10-cent and 25-cent 
Air Mail Stamps which are being is- 
sued to commemorate the 75th Anni- 
versary of the Universal Postal 
Union. 

The 10-cent stamp will be 0.84 by 
1.44 inches in dimensions, arranged 
horizontally. The central design 
shows the Post Office Department 
Building in Washington with the 
words “Post Office Department” just 
below in dark Gothic. A reproduc- 
tion of a statue in Berne, Switzer- 
land, across which is shown a modern 
two motor plane in flight, symboliz- 
ing the Universal Postal Union, ap- 
pears in the upper left corner of the 
stamp. To the right of this statue 
is the wording “The Universal Pos- 
tal Union 1874 — 1949” in dark 
Gothic. The denomination “10c” in 
the same style appears in the lower 
left corner. The lettering “U. S. 
Postage * Air Mail’ in white Gothic 
forms the bottcm border in a shaded 
panel. 

This stamp will be placed on sale 
for the first time at New Orleans, 
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Louisiana, on November 18, 1949. 
The initial printing ‘will consist of 
15,000,000 copies. The color will be 
announced later. 

The 25-cent Air Mail Stamp will 
be 0.84 by 1.44 inches, arranged hori- 
zontally. The border is formed by a 
dark background on which is depicted 
the world with a modern four motor 
plane in flight over the Pacific Ocean.

The wording “The Universal 
Postal Union 1874 — 1949” in dark 
Gothic on a white ribbon appears m 
a corresponding position at the 
bottom. 


The stamp will be placed on sale 
for the first time at Seattle, Wash- 
ington, on November 30, 1949. The 
initial printing will consist of 10,- 
000,000 copies. The color will be an- 
nounced later. 

Stamp collectors desiring first day 
cancellations of these two stamps 
may send a limited number of addres- 
sed envelopes, not in excess of 10, 
to the Postmasters at the first day 
sale points, with a postal note or 
money order remittance to cover tne 
cost of the stamps to be affixed. 
Envelopes submitted should be of 
ordinary letter size and each must be 
properly addressed. An enclosure of 
medium weight should be placed in 
each envelope and the flap either 
sealed or turned in. An outside en- 
velope to the Postmaster should be 
endorsed “First Day Covers”. Col- 
lectors should refrain from request- 
ing hand cancellations since covers 
will be machine-cancelled as far as 
practicable. Orders for first day cov- 
ers must not include requests for 
uncancelled stamps.

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IT SEEMS TO ME

Statesman-Collector 


We have some great thoughts 
handed to us the last few weeks by 
our oldest living ex-President. Might 
be should call him our greatest liv- 
ing political adviser. But back when 
one Convention was held in Wash- 
ington, the Convention group had 
him in their Convention photograph 
(you'll find it in the 32-38 year 
book) and strangely no one has ever 
quoted his statement made while 
waiting for the photographer to 
make his plate. Col. McKelvy was 
asked what the group represented. 
He replied, ‘“Philateiic Convention 
members, stamp collectors, at the 
Mayflower.” Mr. Hoover said “Oh 
yes—I have an interest and my fam- 
ily have all collected.” 

No one ever quoted that, but the 
same Convention made _ Roosevelt 
and Ickes, Honorary Life Members. 

The irony of it is that the state- 
ment was not used—the others have 
profited, or their estates have by 
auctions and such publicity. 

Mr. Hoover remains and should be, 
active or not, the best known collec- 
tor in the country. Has any one 
ever seen any of his pages or those 
of his family? Might pay to in- 
quire. 


Helps 

Recent things indicate that the 
campaign for the Veterans’ is im- 
proving its sources and more and 
more collectors are aiding. 


The little old lady I mentioned 
some time back is sending to N. E. 
hospitals, direct, some carefully pre- 


pared packeted material. She says, 
“Why not take off the hinges, select 
the lightly cancelled and well cen- 
tered stamps, and face them all one 
way in an easily handled envelope? 
Costs nothing but a little time, 
makes the gift much more interest- 
ing and useful. Beside it helps the 
boys.” 

Some would call that co-operation. 
But it is a material aid and a really 
thoughtful bit of effort. Few know 
her condition, but along in years and 
10 years or so a wheel chair occu- 
pant she still wants “the boys” to 
get their stamps in usable shape and 
sorted for condition. And if the facts 
were known, such sendings help. 
Might be you could consider the 
idea, and these envelopes do. 


“Reconstruction” Era 


While we wait for the new cata- 
logue, we have more or less trouble 
with overprinted European “recon- 
struction” issues. But whether we 
have the trouble after the new cata- 
log comes out is a very tender mat- 
ter. In the case of the 10% deduc- 
tions on Belgian stamps some insist 
that because the overprint is differ- 
ent in each office, the fact will be 
considered as a “local” and not cata- 
logued beyond a_ statement. But 
some of those say “10%” and a few 
say “185” and maybe there are 
other forms. If we want to collect 


this 10% variety, there will he 
many, and also it is unique, or no 
one seems to remember it being 
done (this way) before. 

More of the same in the German 
overprints, plus some troubles about 
some being “unauthorized”. Nice 
way to name a fake, or a counter- 
feit, or a “local” effort. But will 
they all be in the book? 


Flag Issue 

More and better(??) letters, come 
from collectors as they get copies of 
two or three, or more, color jobs on 
stamps. 

This Szyk series for Liberia has 
really upset the minds of many, who 
for years have wanted “Old Glory” 
in color on a stamp and continuously 
on each issue (like the Prexies) of 
each series for current use. One chap 
says “select one value and give a 
real flag and a real good job, and 
continue that value on the next ser- 
ies with another flag, but in colors.” 
Then we'd have a flag stamp of a 
certain value for always. Very nice, 
but the P. M. C. likely wouldn’t 
think so. There is a recent’ French 
issue that shows the possibilities of 
the idea. 

But that comment is mild. The 
major idea seems to be a feeling that 
the Bureau and the P. O. D. could 
‘well do some real advertising, both 
of their ability to handle two colors 
(red and blue, the paper white) or 
more as do the stamp printing firms 
that handle contracts for European 
issues. 

Comment here might call atten- 
tion to a Turkish stamp that has 
green scenery introduced with anoth- 
er color. We have green trees and 
things here, or didn’t you notice? 

Of course the “Flag” series was 
done outside of the Bureau and for 
reasons that were not all stated. But 
done in the Bureau or not, the fail- 
ure to produce “something as good 
as these” ... and the mentioned 
items run into quite some numbers, 
seems to irk many. More, the ones 
troubled are old collectors—old in 
years and old in collecting, and very 
likely their opinions are built into 
kicks by their collecting foreign is- 
sues. When it gets to voluble dis- 
paragement of Bureau ability it be- 
comes dificult to explain away the 
lacking factors. And these include 
many things from design to color and 
perforation. The more the kickers 
consider it, the more they talk and 
write. It is a trend of mind that is 
hard to combat. 

Not that we wouldn’t approve a 
stamp in colors . . . but that the ef- 
fort to excuse such lacks when 
others produce more and better is 
growing continuously more difficult.

This nationwide rejuvenation of 
numismatics is not a sporadic flurry 
but a permanent natural outgrowth 
of educational publicity. You have 
caught the urge and have started to 
build up your small collection but 
have run up against snags and 
about ready to cry “quits”.

Change that minus 
sign before “attempt” to a plus af- 
ter it; change the question mark 
after “ability” to a row of exclama- 
tion points.

Those fortunate enough to have a 
set (12) of “Suthers” or Wartburg 
German notgelds have no doubt con- 
sidered the one picturing a girl with 
an apron full of what appears to be 
wild flowers a “made up” character, 
but it is not fanciful. It has to do 
with one of the most enchanting of 
German legends. Mr. Max Morgen- 
roth of Kansas City, who was born, 
raised and educated in a hamlet 
close to Wartburg, and who is as 
familiar with the many legends of 
that locality as we are with our 
Mother Goose rhymes, says:— “The 
picture of St. Elizabeth shows her 
with the rose miracle. Elizabeth, 
daughter of the Hungarian Crown, 
was married at fourteen to the 
Landgrave of Thuringia.

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Money of Yesteryear 
By CHARLES FRENCH 


Thanksgiving will be here before 
we know it and of course it makes 
us think of the Pilgrims, their land- 
ing at Plymouth Rock in 1620, and 
all the other historic facts connected 
with this great historic event. 

The event has been duly commem- 
orated in both the stamp collecting 
and coin collecting world. In 1920, 
to commemorate the 300th anniver- 
sary of the event, three stamps were 
issued for this purpose. In the nu- 
mismatic world there were issued 
two very similar but very attractive 
commemorative half dollars, both 
showing on the obverse the bust of a 
Pilgrim facing left and on the re- 
verse, the Mayflower in full sail. 
The variety of this coin that was 
struck in 1921 is a good deal scarcer 
than that struck in 1920. 

Returning to the days of the Pil- 
grims, we know that no stamps were 
known then, the first being issued in 
1847 but of course, coins were defin- 
itely an important part of the early 
17th century civilization. 

Having come from England, the 
Pilgrims most likely carried some 
English money with them, coins of 
the ruler of the times, King James I, 
King Charles I, and possibly a keep- 
sake shilling of Queen Elizabeth. 
The gold pieces of these rulers were 
hard to come by even in these days 
and the Pilgrims, being rather poor 
would not be inclined to have many 
of them. in their possession. This is 
also the case with the silver crowns 
of the times. 

Without doubt many of the lower 
denominational coins such as copper 
half pennies, some three and six- 
pence were brought here. We must 
bear in mind when thinking of the 
Pilgrims the lower standard of liv- 
ing prevalent in the 17th century: 
A cent today is very little in value, 
but a penny of the 17th century was 
worth an amount that was not to be 
disregarded. The gold coins, angels, 
ryals, United and crowns, those very 
thin coins of the times, were for the 
most part in the hands of the very 
rich. 

000 


Speaking of superstitions, did you 
ever notice the corners of two dollar 
bills: Invariably you will find them 
with one of the corners torn off. 
Why? The superstition is that a 
two dollar bill is unlucky, and to 
save bad luck, some one has torn off 
the corner. 

“A bride should always have an 
English sixpence in her shoe when 
she is married, for this brings good 
luck.” Does the hard coin in her 
shoe keep her from running? 

I guess all of us have placed a 
baby tooth under a pillow and found 
a coin in its place the next morning. 

Up until 1933, two and one half 
dollar gold pieces were very popular 

give as good luck Christmas 
resents. Even before the banking 
oliday when gold coins were com- 
mon, people would gladly pay a

premium for a two and a half for 
this purpose. 

In days gone by, coins with a 
“three” denomination were considered 
bad luck and maybe that is the reason 
why we do not have these denomina- 
tions today. Three dollar gold pieves, 
silver and nickel three cent pieces 
and three dollar bills were all un- 
popular in their day. 

A century and a half ago it was 
considered good luck to drill a hole 
in a silver dollar and hang it around 
the baby’s neck on a string. This al- 
so had a _ utilitarian value, made a 
dandy teething ring. 

It is still considered good luck to 
place a coin of the year in the mor- 
tar of the corner stene of a public 
building and we wonder how many 
“rarities” might be hidden away 
by this practice. 

“Don’t take any wooden nickels,” 
the saying goes, but hundreds of 
these have been made and distributed 
as good luck tokens!

Don’t neglect reading books on 
coins, there’s nothing like them, and 
I do not care how much one knows 
about the subject of numismatics, 
there is always more to learn. There 
are lots of very excellent books avail- 
able that can be purchased, and 
public libraries have them on hand 
for your use. 


Numismatic books can be_ pur- 
chased from practically all dealers 
in coins in the country. 


Many times I’m asked for a book 
that will handle the subject of ail 
coins, and of course one must realize 
that such a book is impossible to 
acquire. For to have a library con- 
taining information on all coins 
would take a good deal of time to 
acquire and a good many books. 
Pamphlets can be obtained, however, 
dealing on _ special sections of the 
world, such as South America, The 
Caribbean, etc., and while they are 
by no means complete, they give suf- 
ficient information for the ordinary 
reader. 


There have been several editions 
of specialized volumes issued in 
limited numbers in the past that to- 
day are quite rare, but the better 
ones of these can be secured in a re- 
print issued at a later date and these 
suffice for the ordinary reader. 

_ Keep your library of books grow- 
ing and your knowledge and interest 
in coin collecting will grow with it.

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WHY COINS ARE RARE 


By HARRY BOSLEY 


Most people are under the im- 
pression that the older a coin is the 
more rare or valuable it is. This is 
an erroneous impression. There are 
a number of reasons why coins are 
rare, and age is about at the bot- 
tom of the list. 

Perhaps number one on the list is 
short mintage. A coin of short issue 
is always in demand by numisma- 
tists, whether of recent date or a 
generation ago. The 1877 Indian 
head and i909SVDB Lincoln head 
cents are the shortest issues of the 
small copper class, and of course are 
quite rare. 

On the other hand, the Mint may 
make millions of coins of one issue 
and yet the coins will become rare. 
A good example of this is the 1903 
New Orleans Dollar. The reason for 
this is when the price of silver bul- 
lion goes over the face value of the 
coin, the government melts all it can 
obtain. Naturally, the small re- 
mainder becomes rare. 

Earthquakes, too, can create a rar- 
ity in coins. Most of the 1901 dimes 
were lost in the San Francisco earth- 
quake. The few that escaped are 
costly items: 

Another reason that makes a coin 
rare is the disappearance of a par- 
ticular issue. The 1912S quarters 
were shipped to Panama to pay 
canal workers, and what became of 
them remains a mystery to this day. 
Sometimes coins are lost at sea 
which adds to the rarity of certain 
issues. 

Coins in hiding causes a rarity 
and a fine example of this is the 
famous 1844 Orphan Annie Dime. 
As the legend, goes, the covered

wagon enroute from Westport land- 
ing in Kansas City to California was 
held up by bandits on horse back. 
The coins were hid for future use 
but the robbers were killed, and the 
dimes have not been found to this 
day. Needless to say the compara- 
tively few Orphan Annie Dimes 
available are indeed rare. 


Unusual markings on coins means 
a rarity for collectors. An example 
of this class is the 1917 half dollar 
with the mint mark under “In God 
We Trust” on the face of the coin, 
rather than at the usual location on 
the reverse side. Then there is the 
1878 dollar with seven tail feathers 
on the eagle instead of the usual 
eight. » 

Freak coins mean rarities and are 
in demand by both numismatists and 
noncollectors alike. A recent exam- 
ple of this is the 1937D three legged 
Buffalo Nickle: Other freaks in- 
clude coins with the reverse side up 
side down, or 45 degrees to the right 
or left. Coins struck off center come 
in this class and are rare collectors 
items. 

Last but far from least is condi- 
tion of the coin. Experienced collec- 
tors demand coins in w«ncirculated 
or brand new condition as they come 
from the Mint. The Mint may make 
millions of coins of one issue, yet 
very few of these coins are found 
in uncirculated condition. A recent 
example of this is the 1946 San 
Francisco nickel. The coins were re- 
leased as fast as they were minted 
but comparatively few laid away in 
uncirculated condition. Then, too, an 
uncirculated coin whether it is of 
rare or common issue, old or new, is 
worth many times that of the same 
issue in worn condition. Coins are 
graded as to condition, and the finer 
the condition the more valuable they 
are from a coliectors viewpoint. 

All these factors create rarities in 
coins, which makes the hobby of 
numismatists. most fascinating for 
folks nine to ninety.

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Fantasy Fiction: - History For edicts 


(Continued) 
By PAUL HUGO LITTLE 


Last month we synopsized the his- 
tory of fantasy fiction going back to 
its earliest times and showing how 
many of the writers we consider as 
classicists today wrote works that 
have been categorized under the 
heading of fantasy. We feel that al! 
antique dealers who handle books or 
magazines should avail themselves of 
a copy of the Checklist of Fantastic 
Literature, which, as no other refer- 
ence source, provides listing for 
practically every known fantasy title. 
This volume will aid them in de- 
terming a specific and very profit- 
able market for those books in their 
stock which may otherwise be gath- 
ering dust and not prominently dis- 
played. Indeed, a strong “store-sel- 
ing-spot” (i. e., in a place in the 
store where eye appeal is foremost) 
display of these fantasy titles is re- 
commended, perhaps, on a_ single 
shelf so marked. 

This month we propose quickly to 
give an outline of fantasy fiction pub- 
lishing in the United States. So far 
as books are concerned, as will be 
seen, the market is fairly new, as it 
originated in 1937. Magazines, of 
course, long preceded that date. 
Wei-d Tales, which began a life that 
still continues today, here, in our 
own Chicago back in 1923, remains 
the first magazine of its kind which 
offered readers a composite selection 
of weird (supernatural) and fantasy 
stories. Clark Ashton Smith, August 
Derleth and Seabury Quinn were 
among the leading writers of such 
fiction, as well as H. P. Lovecraft 
and Robert E. Howard, two fantasy 
fiction “greats.” Howard wrote for 
the magazine beginning in July, 
1925, and that issue is especially val- 
uable. Indeed, dealers who happen 
to carry copies of Weird Tales from 
the years 1923 to 1928 are to be en- 
vied; single copies have sold here in 
Chicago magazine shops (cover in- 
tact) for as much as $10 a copy; the 
first six issues of 1923 bring even 
more. 

In the early Thirties, also with 
Chicago origin, Terror Stories and 
Horror Stories invaded“ the fantasy 
fiction field. They lasted only four 
or five years, but copies seem even 
harder to obtain than Weird Tales, 
mainly because of lower printing 
orders. These two magazines, strict- 
ly speaking, skirt the true fantasy 
fiction category because of their 
emphasis on physical violence and 
sex, yet many of the best-known 
fantasy writers contributed material. 


Here again, issues are sold at high 
prices, particularly with covers in- 
tact. Terror Stories first appeared 
in Sept. 1934, last issue being March 
1941; Horror Stories began with 
January, 1935 issue, was discontin- 
ued in February 1941. Super Science 
Stories, one of the science-fiction 
pioneers, began in March, 1940, dis- 
continued in May, 1943, was rein- 
stated by Popular Publications, Inc., 
of New York City in 1948. Fantastic 
Mysteries was taken over from the 
Munsey Company by Popular Publi- 
cations, Inc., in March 1943; its in- 
itial issue was that of spring, 1939, 
and these early copies are of premi- 
um value to the collector. 

The Ziff-Davis Publishing Com- 
pany, long a pwublisher of “pulp” 
magazines, has a high rank in the 
field of science and fantasy fiction 
with their Amazing Stories and 
Fantastic Adventures dating back to 
the early Thirties also. However, 
saleswise, leader in the science-fic- 
tion magazine field — which HOB- 
BIES readers will remember from 
last month was defined as one major 
category of general fantasy fiction 
is Astounding Science Fiction, some- 
what younger, whose first twelve 
copies are well nigh unobtainable 
and bring premium prices. 

The book publishing field, as al- 
ready mentioned, is young, but what 
will be of interest to dealers is the 
fact that many of its leading items 
are already out of print. This is be- 
cause of small printings and the 
financial failure of the early firms 
who specialized only in fantasy fic- 
tion. 

The first publisher per se to bring 
out a definite list of fantasy fiction 
was Arkham House, which, for all 
practical purposes, consists of the 
versatile and _ prolific Wisconsin 
writer August Derleth. Derleth is 
known apart from this venture by 
such nationally acclaimed “normal 
fiction” as “Shield of the Valiant” 
and “Sac Prairie People.” In 19387, 
Derleth published a memorial vol- 
ume of the stories of H. P. Love- 
craft, “The Outsider and Others.” 
This book is out of print and brings 
from $30 to $100 depending on de- 
mand and condition, with $45—$50 
average. Other titles, from his own 
writings, include “Someone in the 
Dark,” “Somthing Near,” “The Lur- 
ker at the Threshhold,” (with- Love- 
craft) and his most recently issued 
“Not Long for This World.” Other 
hard-to-find Arkham House titles 
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are Ray Bradbury’s “Dark Carnival, 
A. E. Coppard’s “Fearful Pleasures,” 
and “The Clock Strikes Twelve” by 
H. Russel Wakefield. In 1946 Der- 
leth issued Robert E. Howard’s 
“Skull-Face and Others,” a collection 
of this deceased writer’s outstanding 
weird stories. This book listed at 
$5, is extremely hard to find and 
should bring more. Howard, whose 
short life (1906-36) was crammed 
with creative writing, is perhaps the 
best known weird-story writer; he 
created a mythical World which he 
called the “Hyborian Age”—prefacing 
his famous Conan stories dealing with 
this world with a brilliant article on 
the “History of the Hyborian Age” 
complete with elaborately worked 
out map. The Conan stories appeared 
mainly in Weird Tales, and unlike 
much of the éantasy writing done for 

“pulps,” have admirable ae 
quality — this is true of — 
Derleth’s work as well, for De 
is a master of the novel and a gifted 
prose stylist. Further Arkham House 
books well worth keeping on the 
lookout for are “Genious Loci” by 
Clark Ashton Smith, a collection of 
sixteen of his finest stories; and 
Seabury Quinn’s “Rhodes,” a charm- 
ing fantasy about the origin of 
Santa Claus. Quinn, by the way, 
authored the Jules de Grandin 
“psychic detective” stories in Weird 
Tales, and issues containing them 
bring’ good prices from the current 
fantasy fiction enthusiast, who 
revels in first editions and original 
magazine publishings. Finally, it 
may be said of Arkham House that, 
unlike many a smaller fantasy pub- 
lisher, its books are beautifully 
printed and bound, last well with 
age and bring good prices. 

Let me emphasize here for those 
dealers who handle books that un- 
like the regular novel put out by a 
major publisher, fantasy fiction 
books tend to go out of print almost 
immediately because of smaller 
printings and comparatively higher 
demand. The intense interest of 
collectors throughout the country 
makes this an almost infallible 
rule. Hence if you run across a book 
with a publishing date of 1947 or 
even 1948, don’t toss it aside dif- 
fidently; it may likely be out of 
print and, if you promote it in your 
store to attract fantasy collectors, 
will bring a_ better prize than its 
jacket listing. Now is the time to 
capitalize on that interest, for it has 
reached its peak. 

After Derleth’s debut in the pub- 
lishing field, there came the Hadley 
Publishing Company of Providence, 
R. I. Hadley was a fantasy fiction 
enthusiast with capital but—as is so 
often the case with ‘creative people— 
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little business flair. He issued five 
titles, starting in 1946 with the now 
out of print and premium priced 
“The Time Stream” by John Taine 
and “Skylark of Space” by Edward 
E. Smith, Ph. D., and is no longer 
in the field. 


In November, 1946, Lloyd Arthur 
Eshbach organized Fantasy Press, 
specializing in the publication of 
science fiction in book form as 
against Arkham House’s emphasis on 
the weird. Eshbach’s first title was 
Edward Smith’s “Spacehounds of 
IPC’, which was issued in February, 
1947 with an original printing of 
2000, thereafter increased to a total 
run of 5000. So that, though even 
today the book is in print, dealers 
who have a copy can be sure of a 
demand for it because of the low 
printing and high collector interest. 
Other important premium-priced 
titles from Fantasy Press—whose 
books, like Arkham’s, have good 
printing and binding—include Stan- 
ley G. Weinbaum’s “The Black 
Flame” and “A Martian Odyssey and 
Others,” Edward Smith’s “Triplane- 
tary” and “Skylark of Valeron”, and 
Jack Williamson’s “The Incredible 
Planet.” 

Shortly forthcoming will be J. W. 
Campbell Jr.’s “The Incredible Plan- 
et.”” Campbell is editor of Astounding 
Science Fiction, his work is in great 
demand, but as on occasions that an 
individual may sell his library or 
offer new or review book copy to a 
dealer, it behooves the book-stocking 
antique dealer to put this aside if it 
comes his way and hold for future 
higher-priced selling. 

Still another pioneer in this field 
is Fantasy Publishing Company, 
Inc., of Los Angeles, Marvin Neu- 
mann being their guiding spirit. 
Fantasy Publishing, not to be con- 
fused with Fantasy Press, had its 
origin in 1933 in Pennsylvania, but 
the venture was a fiasco. However, 
after the war had intervened, this 
company became incorporated under 
its present name in 1946, and the 
following year issued the first issue 
of Fantasy Book, a magazine col- 
lecting outstanding fantasy fiction 
stories and novels. To date, five is- 
sues have been printed, the first 
three being out of print and worth 
a premium in today’s market. In 
March, 1948, the firm issued its first 
book. It now has a dozen titles, the 
earliest—and scarcest to find today 
—being in this order: A. E. van Vogt 
and E. Mayne Hull, “Out of the Un- 
known”; Austin Hall’s “People of the 
Comet”; Stanton A. Coblentz’s “The 
Sunken World”: Ralph Milne Far- 
ley’s “The Radio Man”; L. Ron Hub- 
bard’s “Death’s Deputy”; and John 
Taine’s classic, “The Cosmic Geoids.” 
Printing is adequate, but binding on 
the earlier books does not always 
stand up. However, fantasy fiction 
collectors pay to get titles and name 
authors, are not so much concerned 
with the technical production of their 
volumes. The Prime Press_ of 
Philadelphia was organized in Dec. 
1946 as an equal partnership, the 
present partners being Oswald Train 
and James A. Williams. Their first 
books were “The Mislaid Charm” by 
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Alexander M. Phillips; Eando Bin- 
der’s “Lords of Creation,” Jack 
Bechdolt’s “The Torch.” One of 
Prime’s publishing features is that 
of publishing in modern editions 
early and virtually unknown Amer- 
ican utopian romances the first be- 
ing “Equality, or a History of Lith- 
conia;” two such books are _ pub- 
lished yearly. Prime’s volume, Theo- 
dore Sturgeon’s “Without Sorcery,” 
won the distinction of being a re- 
commended title by the Book-of-the 
Month Club, illustrating the current 
national reader interest in fantasy 
fiction. Shasta, whose history 
was discussed last month, followed 
these firms. All of them were 
pioneers, and their efforts have en- 
couraged such major publishers as 
Simon and Schuster, Doubleday, Lit- 
tle, Brown & Company, Frederick 
Fell, Crown and E. P. Dutton & Co. 
to enter the field with major print- 
ing orders and good national adver- 
tising budget to back sales. A side 
note will be of interest, to show how 
greatly this fairly new publishing 
theme has taken hold. Frederic 
Brown, probably one of America’s 
best detective-story writers and 
winner of the Edgar Allan Poe 
Award, has done a science-fiction 
novel, “What Mad Universe?” which 
Dutton is about to release. 


Another outstanding pioneer in the 
science-fiction and weird-fiction book 
publishing field is Gnome Press, 
headed by Martin Greenberg of New 
York City. Gnome’s books are ex- 
cellent examples of book printing, 
with good paper stock, four-color 
jackets and fine art work, bring good 
prices from the fantasy enthusiast. 
Some hard-to-get titles include Nel- 
son Bond’s “The Thirty-First of 
February,” a collection of whimsical 
and intriguing supernatural stories 
which no less an authority than 
James Branch Cabell has praised; 
Bond created the now famous “Mr. 
Mergenthwirker’s Lobblies,” which 
was produced some years ago over a 
local radio program and took hear- 
ers by storm; Frank Owen’s “The 
Porcelain Magician,” a collection of 
Oriental fantasies in prose-poetry 
with exquisite illustrations by Fran- 
ces Dunn; and “The Carnelian Cure,” 
by L. Sprague de Camp and Fletcher 
Pratt. It may be mentioned that 
Gnome will bring out a series of five 
volumes containing the entire Conan 
story output by Howard, and these 
books will be in intense demand. In 
some instances, where book traffic is 
sufficient to warrant it, the antique 
dealer can do a merchandising job 
by acquiring one or two current 
titles such as these just mentioned 
and holding them for future profit, 
in view of the almost immediate out- 
of-print occurrence in the fantasy 
fiction field. Newest addition to the 
fantasy fiction publishing field is the 
Grandon Company, Providence, R. L., 
whose first opus is Otis Adelbert 
Kline’s “The Port of Peril”; Kline was 
one of the first authors to be repre- 
sented in the 1923 Weird Tales, 
another work to be issued is Mer-

This volume will be welcomed by 

collectors and dealers alike. The an- 

tiques field has long been in need of 

a publication of this type. 

Mrs. Doane, in compiling this book, 
used the knowledge she had gleaned 
through the years through reference 
books, lectures, collector and dealer 
friends, and numerous other sources. 

She has covered all phases of the 
antiques field, furniture, glass, sil- 
ver, metals, etc. Another invaluable 
aid which she has included is the 
very complete list of reference books 
which are listed in the back of this 
volume. 

Mrs. Doane realizes that this dic- 
tionary is not complete since it is 
impossible to cover completely a sub- 
ject as large and involved as the 
antiques field. She states in the 
foreword “this dictionary will have 
to be completed by kind strangers

grateful.” So like many other books, 
this dictionary will no doubt improve 
with each edition. All in all, it is a 
book that no dealer or collector can 
afford to be without. We have not 
seen another book of this type which 
contains all the words used by col- 
lectors -so well arranged or clearly

But the 
book will be in demand for itself if 
only because Mr. Nutting, from the 
wisdom and experience of his own 
long life devoted to American an- 
tiques, tells the collector where and 
what to collect, analyzes the special 
problems of the smaller individual 
and amateur collector, lists invalu- 
able precautions for the beginner 
who decides he wants to collect but 
who doesn’t know with what he 
should begin. There is a wealth, too, 
of human interest material for the 
reader, in which Mr. Nutting relates 
his own experiences in collecting 
many famous historic antiques and 
yarns from other collectors. 

Fascinating and immensely in- 
structive is his outline of cabinet- 
making and his flavorful exposition 
of how the old cabinetmakers worked 
— a complete list of early cabinet- 
makers is provided in the book. In 
addition, he gives a list of various 
woods, describing their inimitable 
characteristics and uses — informa- 
tion of extreme benefit to all those 
who work with woods. Equally valu- 
able is the section which treats the 
repair and restoration of antique 
pieces, giving practicable advice on 
finishes and _ upholstering. Then 
there is a comprehensive glossary of 
nearly 1200 terms relating to furni- 
ture, to aid the collector in “talking 
the language.” (We might add, 
whimsically, that invariably when an 
amateur collector can talk a dealer’s 
languages, he succeeds in shaving a 
bit off the asking price—try it and 
see for yourself!) 

The passing of time has rather 
than dated these magnificent volumes, 
considerably enhanced their worth, 
if only for the illuminating insight 
they give into quality construction 
and stylistics of antique pieces. We 
must with a certain nostalgia admit 
ruefully that such quality antiques 
as Mr. Nutting so graphically de- 
scribes do not seem possible of re- 
production in our assembly-line era. 
And there can be no praise too high 
for the excellence and vivid accuracy 
with which Ernest John Donnelly 
made the illustrations for the set. 

MacMillan is to be commended for 
reissuing this authorative and im- 
perishable work; and, we suspect to 
some extent, it is a labor of love.—

For those who are unable to ob- 
tain old hooked rugs for use with 
their antique furniture, the book, 
Practical Hooked Rugs, will be of 
great assistance. By following the 
author’s instructions the reader can 
turn out some excellent designs in 
this craft. 

Of particular interest to the an- 
tique lover is the data on hooked rug 
history. Brought to the American 
colonies from England, the art of 
rug-hooking reached its highest level 
in New England and the Maritime 
Provinces of Cananda. Today, early 
rugs created by the capable fingers 
of farm wives or the horny hands of 
fishermen are highly prized by con- 
noisseurs and informed dealers. 

There are examples of “firsts” by 
creative-minded woman that will 
serve as inspiration for the more 
cautious beginners. Mrs. Jane Reed 
Chapman, for instance, without’ any 
previous experience, started with a 
stair carpet. Mrs. Rex describes the 
project thus: 

“The pictorial subject was Mrs. 
Chapman’s historic house in Matta- 
poisett, Mass., built in 1812. A 
view of the lovely fanlight of the 
front door led past a bowl of flow- 
ers, to the restful bench among the 
evergreens; there were glimpses of 
Grandmother’s sugar bowl, the rustic 
fence with climbing roses, stalks of 
hollyhocks beyond, a pair of identi- 
cal cats. an herb garden at the rear 
door, tulips in bloom, and a bird 
house; then at the turn of the stairs 
came a row of tulips, and last, of all 
a candle in an antique holder, as if 
lighting one to bed.” 

There are other instances. of 
“heirlooms of tomorrow” pieces in 
the book, but this one will suffice to 
show that to the artistic or sentimen- 
tally minded the making of hooked 
rugs can be a satisfying craft.

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“THE NEW ENGLAND INDIAN” 


By RICHARD JOHN CURRY 


It has been brought to my at- 
tention that of the many present day 
articles about the American Indian, 
there are few about the Indians of 
New England. It is surprising the 
number of New Englanders who 
know so little of the once native in- 
habitants of their own and neighbor- 
ing states. 

We cannot directly say that one 
tribe has played a more important 
role in American history than an- 
other, but it is certain that all of the 
tribes should have their equal share 
when it comes to the writing of 
American history. Certainly the new 
England Indian has the mystery and 
charm of any other American Indian. 
There were many tribes that once 
wandered through the deep and en- 
chanting forests of New England 
and the more noteworthy of these 
being; the Pequots, the Wampanoags, 
the Mohegans (a branch of the Pe- 
quots), and we even include the 
much feared tribes of the Iroquois 
and the Mohawks. 

It is worth while to note that 
there stands today in the New Eng- 
land states many remains of the 
“Red Man” who terrorized the New 
England countryside during the 
French and Indian War and the 
early colonial period of America. 
These remains tell much of the his- 
tory of these Indians. One of these 
present day memorials can be found 
in the antiquated and well preserved 
houses of the American colonial per- 
iod. In these houses (which are 
opened to the public at reasonable 
admittance fees which pays for the 
upkeep of the houses) can be seen 
the many relics of those Northern 


Indians who were a constant threat 
to the small townships. Today in a 
quaint and antiquated cemetery, 
which overlooks the famous Deer- 
field River, can be seen the mound 
which contains the dead of those 
who lost their lives in the bloody 
massacre of 1704. Many an inter- 
esting and hair-raising story has 
been written about this massacre. In 
this same town flows the famed 
Bloody Brook. In nearby Spring- 
field, Massachusetts, is the stockade 
of the once great and feared sachem 
of the Wampanoags. A glance at 
early American history reveals that 
these Wampanoags were one of the 
greatest tribes in the United States. 
They inhabited what is the state of 
Massachusetts and it was this tribe 
whose great sachem, Massasoit, 
greeted the early white man to this 
country. It is interesting to note 
that in the state of Maine there is 
the Penobscot reservation, remnants 
of the once great Abenaki federation 
which also included the Norridge- 
wocks and the Passamaquodies. It 
was my pleasure to visit this reser- 
vation and to hear some very strange 
and interesting tales concerning the 
Penobscot people. I have named only 
a few of the remaining memorials 
that help to increase the interest of 
the people towards the memory of 
the New England Indian. 

There is many an interesting 
story to be had from the history of 
these New England tribes — the 
Pequots, the Mohegan, and many 
others — all have their own and fas- 
cinating tale which will hold the in- 
terest and curiosity of all those 
interested in the history of the A- 
merican Indian.

FIREARMS FACTS AND FANCIES 


Add to your list of unusual weap- 
ons the whip, an item common 
enough and used throughout the 
world, but seldom as a_ military 
weapon and seldom with lethal ef- 
fect. Seems that during a fracas be- 
tween the Austrians and Hungarians 
in 1849 some extraordinary work was 
done with this weapon. Hungarian 
horseherds carried whips with a 
wooden handle some two feet long 
and with a thong of length 15-20 
feet. 

To the end of this was fastened a 
small lead ball of about one ounce 
in weight, with smaller balls fastened 
to it every foot along. its entire 
length.

up in the hand or when not needed 
for use, wrapped about the body. 
Made specifically for use in corral- 
ing horses the device was used 
against the Austrian soldiery and 
much dreaded by it. 


Early engagements found Austrian 
surgeons much puzzled by the un- 
usual wounds suffered by their men, 
wounds which were at first unex- 
plainable, but just the same quite 
painful and occasionally fatal. It 
seemed that the lead balls made red 
spots or welts appear when applied 
to the body, as the whip wound 
around the man. Herdsmen armed 
with these were scattered amongst 
Hungarian cavalry and were parti- 
cularly efficacious in snapping the 
sword out of the hand of an oppos- 
ing Hussar, in seizing the musket 
from out of the hands of an infantry- 
man who was reloading and in 
throttling many a man by lashing 
the heavy whip around his neck. 
These men were so skilled that they 
‘were known to be able to kill birds 
for their meals by tapping them on 
the head with just the end ball or to 
daze men by doing likewise.

Important Experiments 


p. 1 NEW YORK TIMES May 20, 1867. 

“The Emperor and Prince Oscar of 
Sweden have been to witness experi- 
ments with the Chassepot rifle at 
Vincennes, France. The battalion of 
the foot chasseurs of the Guard left 
their barracks in Paris at 11 o’clock 
and marched to the firing ground, 
near the fort, where they were soon 
after their arrival joined by Marshall 
Regnault De Saint-Jean D’ Angely, 
and Gens. Boubari and _ Brincourt. 
At 2’oclock the Imperial Party ar- 
rived, and on the Emperor alighting 
the firing commenced. The regiment 
was placed at 600 yards from the 
mark, and the results obtained were 
quite extraordinary. After a period 
of precisely two minutes the trumpet 
sounded the call to cease firing. It 
was then found that the battalion 
500 strong. had fired 8,000 balls, of 
which 1,992 had struck the line of 
object aimed at. Some of the per- 
sons present, however, affirmed that 
the men were under a certain emo- 
tion from firing for the first time in 
the presence of His Majesty. All 
the ground immediately in front of 
the mark was cut up by the balls in 
such a way as not to show a blade 
of grass left. The Emperor uttered 
an exclamation which graphically de- 
picts the result, “It is frightful, it is 
a positive massacre!” The battalion 
afterwards executed several times a 
similar excercise but at distances in- 
creased to 1,000 yards. His Majesty, 
during the whole time remained in 
the midst of the men, questioning 
them on their experiences of the arm, 
on its superiority over the old, and 
on the recoil, which they all agreed 
in representing as insignificant. The 
Emperor also fired one shot himself 
to judge of the effect, and then or- 
dered the men to go on loading and 
firing as before. 

At 3:15 the Emperor, after ex- 
pressing his entire satisfaction, left 
the ground amid the cheers of his 
men, and with Prince Oscar returned 
to Paris.”

The Rock Island Arsenal, 1815-1898 


(Short Bits as Taken From Various Sources) 
By HARRY WANDRUS 


{ 

In September, 1815, a detachment 
of troops of the Eight Infantry at 
St. Louis, under the command of 
Colonel R. C. Nichols, was sent to 
what we now know as Rock Island 
to establish a fort later to be known 
as Fort Armstrong. By May of the 
next year General Thomas A. Smith, 
who had taken over command in the 
meantime, arrived on the isle and 
after organizing a camp and store- 
houses left it under the charge of a 
Colonel Lawrence. Under the Colon- 
el’s command the construction of the 
fort, named after the then Secre- 
tary of War, was begun and 
completed in 1817. Its interior was 
four hundred feet square, the lower 
half of the walls being of stone, the 
upper half of timber. Little hap- 
pened here until the time of the 
Black Hawk Wars when it became 
the outstanding place of refuge for 
the settlers in that part of the 
country. Black Hawk and his tribes- 
men surrendered and were brought 
here for imprisonment for a time. 
After the cessation of hostilities the 
garrison was weakened and eventu- 
ally dispensed with. First references 
to the use of the fort as an arsenal 
dates back to the year 1840 when 
the fort was repaired and something 
of an ordnance store established; the 
supplies were, however, moved to 


the St. Louis Arsenal. The island 
saw little use until the Congressional 
Act of 1862 established it as a gov- 
ernment arsenal. While figures are 
not available for 1862 those for the 
period 1863-64 indicated an expend- 
iture of $231,384,72 by the govern- 
ment for machinery and buildings. 
Expenditures, increased for the next 
twenty years as both the population 
and area of the country increased 
and shifted. The rather large fig- 
ures for 1870-1886 may be the result 
of the various Indian wars turther 
West, some of which continued on 
until 1890. Known figures of ex- 
penditures are:

Small arms never seem to have 
been manufactured at the arsenai 
though many thousands were re- 
paired there during the Spanish- 
American War and there was much 
comment during that period about 
the fact that with proper tooling 
some 2,000 magazine arms could 
have been turned out per day. At 
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the cessation of this war the govern- 
ment had already seriously consid- 
ered the manufacture of small arms 
here. Some idea of the variety of 
goods made at, provided by or re- 
quired is given by the following 
which represent only a small part 
of the number of different items 
produced there between April and 
August, 1897.

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Small Enough to Hold in the Hand

It’s an old saying that the most 
beautiful things come in small pack- 
ages, but there are few who have 
proved it so dramatically as Helen 
Armitage of Altadena, California. If 
you were a Lilliputian or a creature 
the size of Alice when she went 
through the keyhole, you would find 
a new kind of Wonderful in Miss Ar- 
mitage’s fascinating woodwork shop. 


Here, in her family home, among 
hand-saws and lathes, stand minia- 
ture grandfather clocks ticking away 
the hours. tiny old fashioned pianos 
that play real tunes, a Gov. Winthrop 
desk, and even a church organ—all 
scaled to room size, and all authen- 
tic as to wood, design and period, 
while carrying the individual stamp 
of Miss Armitage’s own styling. It

duplicate. 

The designing, carving and me- 
chanical engineering display such 
genius one would suppose she had. 
trained for her craft through years 
of discipline as men did before this 
age of machines: but the story is 
quite different. Although she had 
always loved to “make things”, her 
career had been in the business world 
as manager of a large holding com- 
pany. lt wasn’t until seven years 
ago that she began her first minia- 
ture, and without any formal train- 
ing whatsoever. “I guess I was. born 
with hands that knew what they were 
about,”’ she says modestly. When her 
father died, she had given to her 
brother the 250-year old grandfather 
clock that had always been part of 
the family life. “It was like losing 
my best friend,” Miss Armitage con- 
fessed. “Every time I went into the 
hall the. emptiness struck me like a 
blow, so-1 made myself a copy — 
small enough to hold in my hand — 
and I wasn’t lonely any more.” 

This feeling that inanimate objects 
have a soul of their own is part of 
what inspires Helen Armitage in her 
craft. And she refuses to cheat on a 
single detail. For example, no ply- 
wood is used. The movement of the 
clocks are all consistent with the 
times; and she scorns the’ luster of 
varnish. The fine-grained strong 
woods respond to the sympathy and 
love in her hands, and when she has 
fashioned a small clock or piano, it 
becomes a _ separate personality. 
“This one,” she will say» stroking a 
diminutive, square grand _ piano, 
(vintage 1856) is one of my best 
friends.” 

A close-up of this exquisite minia- 
ture brings to light some of the 
reasons for her feeling. It was made 
from a walnut four-poster bed that 
belonged to her French grandpar- 
ents, and the wood is seasoned with 
time and sentiment. The general de- 
sign conforms to the square grand 
piano in her living room, though she 
has embellished her miniature with a 
few personal touches. For example, 
the fret-work is in the vine motif, 
taken from the family name of her 
French grandfather, “Vignes”, whose 
bed has been converted to such ar- 
tistic purpose. Cleverly fitted with a 
music box (as are all her minia- 


‘tures) it can play as jaunty a melo- 


dy as its original model. 

Not only has she made many 
grandfather clocks, but she has also 
carved the companion grandfather 
clocks: about which most of us know 
little. It seems they were made in 
the 18th Century, stood four feet 
high, and had matronly figures. The 
same strong love of family is charm- 
ingly evident in one of these. An old 
tortvise shell earring that belonged 
to her English grandmother serves 
as the pendulum, and (not to ignore 
Grandpa) the clock’s face, encircled 
with pink roses, was once one of his 
celluloid cuffs! 

Perhaps because it was such a 
challenge to her mechanical as well 
as artistic ingenuity, Miss Armitage 
points with a flourish to her minia- 
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ture player piano, just 18 inches 
long, patterned from one she remem- 
bers from her childhood. Not only 
are the hand-turned legs and carved 
moulding a marvel of skill, but the 
mechanism involved is uncanny. She 
had been told it couldn’t possibly be 
done—so, of course, she did it, but 
it took her six months to figure out 
her plan. Behind the sliding doors 
with their wild-rose fret-work is a 
100-year old cylinder Swiss music 
box. By means of gears and a cam- 
shaft, put together from an old 
movement, she has a player piano 
that really Plays. When the music 
is set in motion, the tiny piano keys 
go up and down, and the little pedals 
pump! 

For her young niece Miss Armitage 
tried her hand at something differ- 
ent — a fragile perfume cabinet, as 
lacy as a Valentine. Called the “Lit- 
tle Linda”, it is feminine and dainty 
like its namesake. Just nine inches 
tall, its shelves are filled with minia- 
ture perfume bottles, and when you 
turn the key underneath the hidden 
music begins to: play. 

Inspired by her success with this 
type of miniature furniture: she un- 
dertook two other pieces, similar but 
much more elaborate. One was a 


glass cabinet of French design, with ” 


a heart-shaped front panel, and 
sprayed with gold. The second was 
a china closet in walnut with a gold 
moulding, made in memory of her 
sister who had light hair and brown 
eyes. It too is fitted with a music 
box that plays when the gold crown 
on top is turned by a knowing hand. 

Although she had already made a 
romantic melodeon of 18th Century 
days, she had further ambitions. 
Why not an organ? The idea nagged 
at her until she couldn’t sleep. After 
weeks of patient effort and planning 
she produced a_ perfectly scaled

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church organ. As in all her minia- 
tures, sentiment plays as important 
a part as the fine points of engineer- 
ing. In this case the, story is par- 
ticularly heart- -warming. The three 
small mirrors in the top panel came 
from her mother’s sewing box, and 
the pedals are covered in the red 
velvet of the old couch where her 
father proposed, and later on which 
Helen and her brother bounced as 
children! The fret-work features a 
quaintly styled H in honor of her 
mother. 


She has just finished another 
grandfather clock that threatens to 
take first place in her heart. It was 
carved from an old black walnut 
tree planted by her and her father 
when she was a child. Recently the 
tree was cut down, milled and re- 
turned to be used for this tiny clock, 
dedicated to his memory. Her moth- 
er’s locket, holding both their pic- 
tures, now swings as pendulum, and 
the calendar dial is a ship painted by 
Miss Armitage to commemorate her 
father’s trip around the world in a 
schooner at 21. 


It has been said that things well 
loved have their own Immortality. 
None of these miniatures has ever 
been sold, only given away to ap- 
preciative friends. Some day. fifty 
or a hundred years hence, collectors 
may well point with pride, beside 
their Session and Williamson clocks, 
the rare and timeless Armitage 
miniatures.

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Contemporary Thoughts on Things 
and Events of Yesteryear 


A sure-fire way for a manufac- 
turer to give his product or service 
more appeal is to tie it in with the 
products and customs of yesteryear. 
An interesting example of this is 
pointed out by Lucille Lutz, World’s 
Antique Mart, Chicago, who hands 
this department a series of house 
organs put out by the Public Service 
Company of Chicago. Take this one, 
for example, on “The Art of 
Cookery.” 

“In the ancient time, it behooved 
a cook to be a crack weathervane. 
Kitchens had no chimneys; smoke 
from the cookstove (a wood-heated 
pit in the floor) had to grope its way 
through the room to an exit. So the 
Dame of the domicile opened doors 
or windows on the lee side lest the 
smoke retreat and make a bum out 
of her best goulash. 

“People in the upper-income brac- 
kets who objected to soot-decor built 
their kitchens some distance away 
from their apartments and with high 
ceilings to keep the roof from. catch- 
ing on fire; they also employed fire- 
watchers..on-special occasions. 

“(An incidental item on_ that 
chimney-less period sort of surprised 
us. Has to do with the curfew bell, 
a clapper designed we thought to 
flush the young out of the pool halls. 
But such, Dear Reader, was not the 
case. In the Middle Ages, the cur- 
few—word comes from covir ‘to cov- 
er’ and few ‘fire’-—was a regulation 
that domestic fire be covered at a 
certain hour in the evening. Came 
that time, a bell rang, and any fam- 
ily out on the tiles highballed for 
home to cover their fire.) 

“Chimneys were added, but they 
were pretty bad. The smoke-filled 
hacienda was the house-holder’s pet 
peeve for centuries. According to 
Will Shakespeare, the trio most tedi- 
ous to man is a smoky house, a tired 
horse, and a railing wife. 

“Chimney-smog, continued to get 
under the domestic skin until Benja- 
min Franklin, ‘the universal smoke 
doctor,’ took a whack at improving 
smoky fire-places and stoves. His 
Franklin stove—an open fireplace 
stove, sometimes called the ‘Pennsy!]- 
vania Fireplace’-—was intended to be 
less wasteful of fuel and to give ven- 
tilation. It was used solely for heat- 
ing purposes, although Franklin 
wrote rather testily to a colleague, 
‘I think with you that it is capable 
of heing used to advantage in our 
Kitchens, if one could overcome the 
Repugnance of Cooks to the using of 
new Instruments & new Methods.’ 
(Poor Richard refused to take out a 
patent because since “we enjoy great 
advantages from the inventions of 
others, we should be willing to 
serve them by inventions of our own.’ 
A London iron-monger didn’t share 
these principals, made a few changes 
in the Franklin stove, marketed it as 
his own, and netted a large bundle of 
scratch.) 


“In open-fireplace cookery, the 


toasters, the waffle irons and frying 


pans had long handles for obvious 
reasons. The skillets, broilers, pots, 
and bake-kettles had legs to lift them 
above the hot embers. Trivets, those 
small three-legged iron stands, could 
be moved about in the embers to se- 
cure the desired degree of cooking. 
Food or water was boiled in pots 
(lidded to bring the contents to the 
boiling point in less time) which 
hung from the swinging iron crane. 

“More even baking heat was ob- 
tained when bake-kettles were cov- 
ered and placed ‘between two fires.’ 
The kettle was nestled in the embers 
and live coals poured into its con- 
vex lid. 

“The early type-oven was built in 

the chimney and many a Colonial 
must have been crisped reaching for 
its door. The later brick oven built 
into the fireplace wall was considered 
a ‘wondrous convenience’ ... you 
kindled a ‘smart fire’ of wood fagots 
in the oven and kept it going for 
hours until the right heat was 
reached. The housewife had a neat 
way to gauge the temperature for 
baking: 
Sprinkle flour on the bottom (of the 
oven) and if it burns quickly, it is too 
hot. If you cannot hold your hand on it 
to count twenty, moderately, it is hot 
enough for bread. 


(When twenty was counted, it was a 
quick oven, thirty was a slow oven, 
and beyond forty, an afternoon oven.) 

“After that you swept out the 
ashes and sloshed the oven with a 
wet mop, and shoveled the loaves in 
on a bread-peel. Oh yes, and ‘to pre- 
vent pies and cakes from scorching 
on top, an old broom was wet and 
turned around near the top of the 
oven till it dried’. 

“Early American conservatives 
warned against using the ‘new 
fangled iron oven’ invented by Count 
von Rumford, the great physicist of 
the late eighteenth century, and im- 
ported from England after the Rev- 
oultionary War. The Rumford Roast- 
ing Oven was truly an improvement 
over other fireplace ovens. This 
marvel could both bake and roast 
(meat had been roasted on a spit 
which had to be turned)! It had a 
separate fuel box! And heat could be 
regulated by a register in its ash-pit 
door! 

“Count von Rumford (yes, he’s the 
one the baking powder’s named for) 
makes for good copy himself. A 
New Englander (born Benjamin 
Thompson), he was conducting ex- 
periments with gunpowder during 
the Cold War between Great Britain 
and the American Colonies. Angling 
for the young scientist’s services, the 
British made him a Major. And de- 
spite the fact that Thompson passed 
h*s loyalty test, the colonists yelled 
‘Tory’ and made things so tough for 
him that he gave up his commission, 
and finally completely fed up, threw 
in with the English. After the War, 
he was made a Knight by King 
George of England and a Count by 
the Elector of Bavaria (regarding 
the latter honor, Thompson choose 
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the name Rumford for sentimenta! 
reasons; he had _ been married in 
Rumford, New Hampshire). 

“And what is to the point, Rum- 
ford was creator of the modern 
range. He stressed closing the fire- 
place, and concentrating the heat 
source. When we took a look at one 
kitchen he designed we were amazed 
how much in_- general  appear- 
ance his brick range resembled 
our present day range. The fire- 
places of the four largest boilers 
(sunken steam  saucepans) on the 
front of the range had fuel-doors; the 
rest of the fireplaces had no fuel- 
doors and their saucepans had to be 
removed when fueling was done. The 
ash-pit doors had registers. The 
smoke was carried off by concealed 
flues to the main chimney. Said Rum- 
ford about his range: 

“Those who are alarmed at the 
novelty of its appearance will be so 
good as to recollect that much may 
be done by way of accommodating 
the plan to the idea of those to whom 
it is too new not to appear extra- 
ordinary and uncouth. 

“‘The convenience in a _ family 
of being able to have a brisk fire in 
the kitchen in a moment, when 
wanted, and to check the combustion 
in an instant, without extinguishing 
the fire, and without even cooling 
the fireplace, when the fire is no 
longer wanted, can hardly be con- 
ceived by those who have not been 
used to any other methods of mak- 
ing and keeping up kitchen fires 
than those commonly used. 

“Tt will certainly be confessed 
that neither science nor art has done 
much either for saving labour or for 
saving expense, either for conveni- 
ence, comfort, cleanliness, or econo- 
my in the invention and management 
of a kitchen range. 

“‘The distribution of the various 
parts of the machinery is a matter 
of considerable importance, for a 
good arrangement of the different 
instruments and utensils—of the 
boilers, ovens, roasters, etc.—will 
tend very much to facilitate the 
business of cooking, and consequent- 
ly to put the cook in good humour, 
which is certainly a matter of seri- 
ous importance.’ ”

ON HERBS 


Here’s another in the series by the 
Public Service Company of Chicago: 

“That herbs have always been 
used in cookery, we knew, but we 
didn’t know how deeply they’ve en- 
tangled with superstitions and folk- 
medicine. We were fascinated and 
entertained by some of this lore as 
set down in ancient gardening books 
and herbals. The early botanists, or 
herbalists, had a habit of ascribing 
fabulous properties to the herbs they 
mentioned. Mint refreshed the mem- 
ory. Rue preserved the eyesight. But 
sage preserved the human race. ‘How 
can it happen that a man who has 
Sage in his garden, yet ends by dy- 
ing?’ they asked each other in 
amazement. Only that minor item 
had the ancients stumped. Otherwise, 
they could cope with anything. Fal- 
ling hair. Fickleness. Sea dragons. 
Melancholia. Runaway bees. Night- 
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mares. Or any ailment you could 
mention. . 

“Charles Estienne avers in his 

‘Mason Rustique’: 
-_To awake those which are given to 
sleep too soundly, it is good to make a 
Frontlet of Savorie, boyled in Vinegar; 
or to make a perfume for the nostrils 
with strong vinegar, or seed of Rue, or 
Nigella, or feathers of a Partridge, or 
of old Shoo soles; or to apply upon the 
browes a Cataplasme of Mithridate, and 
upon the right arm the head of a bat.’ 


“We suppose that just shaking the 
old boy out of his snooze would 
too obvious. But Estienne’s recipe 
does seem to require too much fuss. 
We’d be the last to deride the ef- 
fectiveness of perfume made from 
old Shoe soles, but actually the head 
of a bat on the right arm should be 
sufficient to arouse almost anyone. 

“Treatment of melancholia _ pre- 
sented no problem to the old writers 
who prescribed decorations of thyme, 
sweet balm, clary, or borage steeped 
in wine. After several hookers, no 
doubt the depressed one’s mind did 
become merry and glad. But the next 
day he may have been too frail to 
appreciate his improved mental state. 
However, Charles Estienne, equal to 
any emergency, quickly suggests: 

“Tf the Head complain itself of too 
much Drinke, there may be made a 
Frontlet with wild Time, Maiden Haire, 
and Roses.’ 


“That makes everything just dandy 
unless wearing the thing in public 
brings back the melanc’...lia. 

“According to one boe on plant 
lore a row of onions hung over your 
door absorbed all contagious diseases 
from those who came in. 

“Batty ‘Langley of Twickenham 
(his name, not our opinion) says in 
his ‘Principles of Gardening’: 

‘The leaves of Rue eaten with the 
Kernels of walnuts or Figs stamped to- 
gether and made into a Paste, are very 
good against all infectious Airs, Pesti- 
lence, Plague, Poisons, ete.’ 


“Of course this recipe would take 
more time but you’d really feel more 
secure about the whole thing. 


“Pliny has a great deal to say on 
on the subject of plant life in his 
voluminous ‘Naturall Historie.’ But 
it has been recorded that Pliny was 
so devoted to books that he consid- 
ered even a walk to be a waste of 
time. He couldn’t have been outdoors 
much. Perhaps he’d never really seen 
an herb. He records that rue throve 
best when stolen from a neighbor’s 
garden—basil, when sown with curs- 
ing and railing. Pliny cites the sad 
case of a man: 


‘“‘‘In whose brain the oft smelling of 
basil did beget a scorpion, which caused 
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him to endure extreame paine, and 
trought him to his death in the end.’ 

“That was just from whiffing the 
stuff, mind you! 


‘““‘Insomuch as whoever have two 
branches of Penny-royal put in his ears, 
shall feel no excessive heat though he 
continue in the sun all the day long.’ 


“If a man doe carry any Chamomile 
in a box of wood about him, he shall 
goe invisible.’ 


“Had Pliny only combined these 
two, he’d have hit upon something. 
Then the Chamomile could have pre- 
vented any embarrassment to the fel- 
low wearing the foliage. 


“If a man come unto a garden 
where Mint groweth, and bite the leaves 
upon the very plant, without plucking or 
cropping it off, and continue this course 
nine daies together, iterating evermore 
these words (1 do this to cure the 
splene) he shall find remedy indeed for 
the infirmity of that part.’ 


“All that outdoor exercise should 
do something. blade of grass 
from a churchyard, according to one 
ancient idea, cured a toothache. But 
Pliny’s drastic remedy might even 
go further. 


‘If one bite off a piece of wood of 
some tree that has been blasted, or 
smitten with lightning, provided always 
that he hold his hands behind him at 
his backe in so doing, the said morsell 
or piece of wood will take away the 
toothache.’ 

“ ‘For the Squinanci, ur soreness of 
the Throat, you must take a whole 
Swallow’s Nest, boyle it with white wine, 
and with the oyle of Camomille and 


sweet almonds, therewith to make a 
Cataplasme, and apply it unto the 
throat.’ 


“We’d rather have the Squinancie, 
but thanks awfully. 

“Even some of the animals must 
have read Pliny. Otherwise how 
would the tortoises and weasels have 
known to arm themselves with savory 
and rue before having a go at the 
serpents. And the serpents were 
“wonderfully fond” of fennel, inas- 
much as it restored their youth and 
eyesight. Cats, however, were more 
interested in Gerarde’s observations 
on Cat Mint. 


‘“**Cats are very much delighted here- 
with, for the smell of it is so pleasant 
onto them that they rub_ themselves 
upon it, and swallow or tumble in it, 
and also feed on the branches very 
greedily. 


“There is an old proverb concern- 
ing the cats’ favorite: 


““‘If you set it. the cats will eat it; 
a ue sow it, the cats won’t Know 
zs 


“Stouthearted men sometimes em- 
ployed the catnip to bolster up their 
courage. According to Hoffman, the 
root, if chewed, ‘will make the most 
gentle person fierce and quarrel- 
some.’ To make himself invulner- 
able, a strapping fellow often carried 
a blade of grass and some verbena. 
The gladiators mixed fennel with 
their food. In chivalrous days, thyme 
was the symbol of activity. Appar- 
ently the only activity worth men- 
tioning was courageous combat. So 
the knights did rattle into battie 
wearing scarves on which their 
ladies had embroidered the figure of 
a bee hovering about a spray of 
thyme. During the Greek Wars, 
parsley-laden mules panicked one 
group of soldiers. Since this herb was 








strewn over graves, ‘To be in need of 
Parsley’ meant to be on the point of 
death. At one time, gunflint militar- 
ists actually believed that the flint 
boiled in verbena and rue insured 
the shot taking effect. 

“There were beauty aids of course. 
Wormwood leaf ashes mingled with 
oile of roses did make the hair black. 
Sage did cleanse the teeth. The bald 
pate was a source of worry, then as 
now, but the juice of onion did cause 
‘haire to grow againe.’ We were en- 
thralled by ‘An onion stamped with 
Honey and Salt, mingled with Hen- 
nes Grease, to take away red and 
blue spots from the complexion.’ But 
we found a much better suggestion 
by Richard Banckes who took the 
long view, and rosemary. All you had 
to do was ‘Make thee a box of the 
wood and smell to it and it shall 
preserve thy youth.’ For the beauty 
nap ‘put the leves under thy beddes 
hed and thou shallbe delyvered of all 
evil dreams.’ 


“Which brings us to the love 
charms. You would think that charms 
smoother the path for true love, but 
they only complicated matters. The 
poor girl with a penchant for romance 
had to keep her wits about her while 
she rustled up a charm, which: 

“‘Made of a certain number of red 
and white rose leaves and forget-me- 
nots, boiled in 385 drops of water for 
the sixteenth part of an hour, will, if 
properly made, insure the love of one 
of the opposite sex, if three drops of the 
mixture are put into something the per- 
son is to drink.” 


“In her unsettled state, a girl 
might easily become distracted and 
muff the instructions. It would be 
much better to stick to simple pro- 
cedures, such as getting the object 
of her affection to accept a sprig 
of basil from her hand. Or she could 
ship a piece of southernwood in her 
shoe, or down her back. Inevitably, 
the first man she’d meet, she’d 
marry. (Oh, we musn’t forget rue, 
another charm, which had the added 
advantage of killing fleas.) If the 
young lady merely wanted to know 
the name of her prospective husband, 
she would name several onions, line 
them up in the chimney, and ‘that 
same onion then that first doth 
sprout doth surely bear the name of 
her good man.’ Barnaby Googe said 
it. 

“Yes, we found the ancient lore of 
the wondrous herb highly amusing. 
But we’ll settle for the culinary 
magic and ornamental charm of to- 
day’s herb garden.”

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MINERALS OF MYSTERY

The most mysterious of all min- 
erals are those that arrive from the 
sky. There is no advance notice of 
their approach and their arrival is 
attended by phenomenon so startling 
that they command the attention of 
all who are anywhere near the spot 
where they land. 

A meteorite is not a mineral but 
rather an entire mineral collection 
made into a single package. These 
packages differ greatly in their 
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composition but one thing is always 
present and that is mystery. Al- 
though these objects have been sub- 
jected to an intensive study for 
years, we still do not know exactly 
how they were formed or where they 
came from. Various theories have 
been worked out to account for their 
origin and each of these explains cer- 
tain characteristics very well. The 
trouble is that in each case there 
are other characteristics that could 
not be present if the theory was 
true, a condition that is quite em- 
barrassing to say the least. The 
very fact that meteorites differ so 
widely in composition and appear- 
ance is certainly significant. 


All meteorites can be roughly 
classified into three groups. The 
group that is best represented in 
museums contains those which are 
composed largely of metal. A smal- 
ler group consists of stones which 
de not differ greatly in weight and 
general appearance from ordinary 
rocks, while an intermediate group 
consists of metal and rock in rough- 
ly equal proportion. 


Sixty-six per cent of all meteorites 
found are composed of iron and 
nickel, while slightly over 26 per 
cent are stony and the remainder 
are stony-irons. However it is esti- 
mated that over ninety-three per 
cent of all the meteorites reaching 
the earth are stony and only 5 per 
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cent are  nickel-iron. There are a 
number of reasons for this contra- 
diction. For one thing metallic 
meteorites are .tough and usually 
arrive in one piece while | stony 
meteorites almost invariably explode 
and fall in fragments which may bs 
small and never found. Another 
reason is that iron meteorites usual- 
ly differ so in appearance from the 
stones normally found in a region 
that they are apt to attract atten- 
tion while stony meteorites are not 
noticed. 


Iron meteorites or siderites are 
composed almost entirely of iron and 
nickel. They are divided into classes 
according to the internal structure 
which can be revealed by polishing 
sections and etching them with di- 
lute acid. Hexahedrites are a small 
group consisting almost entirely of 
the mineral kamacite which contains 
up to seven per cent nickel. They 
show fine parallel “Neumann lines” 
upen etching and a cubic cleavage 
which gives them their name. Octa- 
hedrites have an octahedral struc- 
ture which gives rise to the “Wid- 
manstatten figures” revealed by 
etching. They may contain over 
twenty per cent nickel, the minerals 
present being kamacite, teenite and 
plessite, the latter being an inter- 
growth of the other two. The outer 
surface of all metallic meteorites is 
composed of a very thin layer of 
magnetite formed during the pas- 
sage through the air. Ataxites do 
not show any internal structure 
when etched and it is possible that 
some of the stones so classed may 
consist of terrestrial nickel-iron. 


The largest known metallic mete- 
orite is located near Grootfontein, 
Southwest Africa. Its present 
weight is about sixty tons but about 
twenty tons have been lost by oxida- 
tion since it fell, so it was originally 
much heavier. This may represent 
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about the maximum size that a me- 
teorite can have when found as a 
much larger mass would contain 
enough energy to cause it to. ex- 
plode upon striking. It has been 
estimated that the Arizona Meteor- 
ite Crater, which is 4,150 feet in di- 
ameter and originally at least 700 
feet deep, resulted from the explo- 
sion of a nickel-iron meteorite be- 
tween 30 and 64 feet in diameter. 
It is believed that a fast moving me- 
teorite usually blasts out a hole 
60,000 times its own size, which 
means that:the largest craters on 
the moon must have been produced 
by a mass over a mile in diameter. 
Stony-iron meteorites usually have 
an irregular form and a thin, black 
skin. that is somewhat glassy. They 
consist of approximately equal parts 
of stony and metallic materials and 
fall into the main divisions. In the 
pallasites the metal forms a contin- 
uous mesh while in the mesosiderites 
it is discontinuous. The minerals 
present are principally olivine, pyrox- 
ene and feldspar. This group is in- 
termediate between the siderites and 
the stony meteorites. es 
Stone meteorites can be divided 
into three groups known as chon- 
drites, achondrites and tektites. The 
chondrites contain chondrules_ or 
grains of silicate minerals. Achon- 
drites contain no chondrules and often 
resemble some earthly rocks. Tektites 
are glassy bodies so different from 
any other form of meteorite that sci- 
entists have been slow to recognize 
their cosmic origin although today 
few would probably dispute it. 
Meteorites are most apt to fall in 
the afternoon because at that time 
the part of the heavens from which 
the earth is moving in its course 
around the sun is above the horizon. 
That means that these masses are 
overtaking the earth and its speed 
of about eighteen miles per second 
is subtracted from theirs. Those 
that fall in the morning meet the 
earth more nearly head on which 
may make a difference of as much 
as thirty-six miles per second in the 
speed at which they arrive, a differ- 
ence that would often cause their 
destruction. ’ 
Many people expect these bodies 
to be highly heated when they 
strike, while others realizing that 
the length of time during which they 
are subjected to friction is extreme- 
ly short, expect them to be hot on 
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the surface and intensely cold in the 
interior. Actually neither of these 
ideas’ is true. They are warm but 
not hot ‘enough to start a fire and 
the interior is not very cold. We 
must remember that they are ex- 
posed to constant sunshine before 
they fell and temperature readings 
of the lunar surface show that the 
side toward the sun reaches a tem- 
perature about like that of boiling 
water while the shady side is far 
below zero. If the meteorite was 
rotating fairly rapidly it would 
probably have a temperature before 
falling like that of an earthly rock, 
which seems to be the case. 


A study of the internal structure 
of meteorites yields a number of 
clues as to their origin although it 
is hard to fit them together to form 
a theory that will stand criticism. 
In the case of the metallic meteor- 
ites it is certain that they were at 
one time in a molten condition and 
that the process of cooling was ex- 
tremely slow, indicating that they 
must have formed part of the inter- 
ior of a large body. 


The problem presented by the 
stony meteorites is much more com- 
plex because of the great differences 
found among them. Some are sim- 
ilar to earthly basalts. These con- 
tain no chondrules and few metallic 
particles while radio-active mater- 
als are much more common than in 
the average meteorite. Some stony 
meteorites contain several distinct 
types of material all mixed together 
and in nearly all of them the miner- 
als are in a fragmental condition. 
The problem is so complex that it 
apparently cannot be solved with 
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our present degree of knowledge, 
especially as even the stony meteor- 
ites contain particles of metal identi- 
cal in structure and composition with 
the material of which the metallic 
meteorites are composed. It is evi- 
dent that much more study will be 
required before the full truth is 
known.

The Story of a Stone 
By H. DOUGLAS BROWN 


Ages ago, so many in the earth’s 
dim past that only an approximation 
can ‘be made; a tree grew in the 
swampy lowlands of a jungle area 
lush with semi-tropical growth; and 
teeming with strange beasts, half fish 
and half animal. This tree, of the 
conifer. family; grew to its maturity 
and finally fell into the swamp where 
it was soon covered by mud and sedi- 
ments. Not long after, a shuddering 
cataclysmic quake rent the earth as 
its shrinking folded the region and 
opened a deep rift into the molten 
depths allowing the molten lava to 
well up and pour out over the surface. 
This molten magma spread over the 
swamp, then the flat country and 
finally the uplands. The tree buried 
in the mud was trapped, but without 
oxygen it could not burn, to the tre- 
mendous heat of the lava, plus intold 
weight and pressures of the mass, 
weight and steam. beyond calculation; 
forced the silicious sands of the 
swamp into a fluid glass-like mass 
which penetrated its way to tiny 
cell of the tree causing what is termed 
petrification. The earth-folding quake 
had forced what had been the swampy 
lowlands, high up to become what we 
know as the Rocky Mountains. Ero- 
sion started and crevices formed in 
the lava beds. Then gullies, and can- 
yons, aS waterways to the sea found 
their channels. Eventually parts of 
the petrified tree stuck out into the 
gully, and frost in cracks broke off 
sections which rolled down into the 
stream in the creek bottom. These 
became thus stream gravel and were 
carried along, rounding as they went. 
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Now at this age, huge reptitles lived 
in the land which we know as dino- 
saurs. These lived either on the her- 
bage or ate their kind carnivorously 
—(were carnivorous and ate their 
kind). The former, particularly like 
its other family branch—the birds; 
took rocks into its stomach to aid 
in digesting the coarse fare of tree- 
ferns which were its diet. One such 
huge lizard picked up a piece of our 
petrified tree from the stream gravel 
and swallowed it, and it became a 
grinding ball in the earth’s first grind- 
ing mills. Not long after, a volcano 
threw great quantities of pumice over 
the land. The dinosaur first suf- 
focated and then was buried in the 
fine glassy particles. Later a chang- 
ing river course covered the buried 
reptile with hundreds of feet of sedi- 
ments. The demise of our dinosaur 
is placed at about 350 million years 
ago. Nearly that many years later, 
erosion’s inevitable course brought to 
light a portion of the rib of our pre- 
historic reptile. A naturalist heard 
of it, and with crew and tools came 
up from his museum, and carefully 
chipped away the rock from each bone 
until the entire skeleton was uncov- 
ered. Down in the center of the ribs 
was a small pile of stones. Among 
them the piece of petrified tree our 
story started with. It thus now is a 
petrified wood gastrolith and may be 
seen in the Pacific Museum, at Shell 
Beach, Calif. 

Out where the towns of Arizona 
take on strange glamour in their 
titles, is a happy hunting ground for 
rock-hounds who can rough it a bit. 
Taking Phoenix as our starting point. 
we go north on Highway 70 to Wick- 
enburg, where we branch off on High- 
way 89. Before leaving Wickenburg 
we should take stock of our territory. 
We have been traversing the desert 
ever since leaving Phoenix, but as we 
approach Wickenburg ( a little town 
but with lots of spirit) we begin to 
get into hills with mountains closing 
in back of them. In these mountains 
are found much to spur the mineral 
collector; Mexican onyx, a great vari- 
ety of copper ores and minerals, Apa- 
che tears, chalcedony, gold, and many 
others plus much in Indian artifacts. 
Leaving Wickenburg we follow a real 
Mine road to Hillside. Don’t let the 
term “mine road” cause you appre- 
hension. In Arizona mining is big 
business, and as it deserves, this big 
business gets good roads. Hillside 
may be little more than a siding in 
appearances, but it has shipped mil- 
lions of dollars in mineral wealth. On 
the ground along side the tracks 
where ore cars have been loaded, you 
may find about as great a variety of 
different ores as anywhere in the 
country. Many a window in town, too; 
displays the ores of the mines around 
and the shopkeepers will tell you 
where their pet rich claim is located. 
One of these I still hope to visit. The 
ore is fine chalcocite, the only counter- 
part of which, was at one time pro- 
duced by the Kennicott Mine on the 
Copper River of Alaska. At Hillside 


you ask directions to Bagdad. The

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OLD GREETING CARDS 


By Wm. E. Schmidt 


The first decade of the twentieth 
century brought a new fad to Amer- 
ica — post card collecting. It is the 
tragic fate of most post cards to 
wind up in the trash can or the fire- 
place and it is only because of the 
countless albums filled during those 
ten years that today’s collectors are 
able to acquire any quantity of the 
old and very desirable cards. Another 
result of the fad is the excellent 
quality of most of the cards of that 
era as the manufacturers vied with 
one another for popular favor. As 
a whole, they far surpass the modern 
cards. The printing, coloring (the 
best was done in Germany or Sax- 
ony), and even the photography are 
superior to that of the present-day 
card with but a few exceptions, such 
as the splendid Union Oils and Wes- 
coes. 

Leading the field was the English 
concern of Raphael Tuck and Sons 
who produced millions of cards of all 
types, the best of which were their 
Oilettes. These cards have never 
been equalled for artistry. In our 
own country the Detroit Photo- 
graphic Company (later called the 
Detroit Publishing Company) pro- 
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duced many beautiful and remark- 
able cards. It has always been the 
American way to meet public de- 
mand and there were many com- 
panies printing quality cards, the 
most popular of which with collec- 
tors, in addition to the two already 
mentioned, are the American News 
Company, the Illustrated Post Card 
Company, The Rotograph Company, 
S. Langdorf & Company, and the 
Souvenir Post Card Company. While 
most of these cards are still plenti- 
ful, the products of the American 
Souvenir Card Company and Edward 
H. Mitchell are ~ becoming increas- 
ingly hard to find and may be placed 
among the rarities and cherished ac- 
cordingly. 

While I have been collecting post 
cards for several years, I have pur- 
posely kept my collection small. I 
like to be able to review it in an 
evening, and you can’t do this with 
ten or twenty thousand cards. In ad- 
dition to being old, my cards must 
meet one of two requirements—and 
the first of these is Quality; the 
other is Rarity. In the view card 
field I have specialized in Oilettes, 
street scenes, Expositions, and dis- 
asters. 

But the cards that give me the 
greatest pleasure are the old greet- 
ing cards. Here, too, I have been 
selective. These cards are all so in- 
teresting and appealing that it is 
difficult to say which are my favor- 
ites. Among the most rare 2zr2 the 
cards with objects attached to them. 
I have one with a peacock made of 
genuine peacock feathers with a tail 
extending two inches beyond the 
card. Attached to another is a but- 
terfly with a gilded metal body and 
wings apparently made from pea- 
cock feathers. Then there is a rab- 
bit with real snow-white fur and a 
tiny red bead for an eye. Another 
card has a polar bear with white 
fur. And there is a card with a 
metal swan, brightly gold and imper- 
turbably graceful. 

There are cards with ladies with 
natural hair, their dresses trimmed 
with tiny colored beads and jewels. 
Other cards have men and women 
beautifully dressed in pastel shades, 
their garments entirely covered by 
transparent beads. 

Another field are the cards with 


applied flowers of richly hued silk, 
satin, or velvet. One of nine has a 
woven straw background, like a 
basket. Embossed on it are two lush 
purple pansies made of velvet with 
green stems and leaves. Others 
have angels, cherubs, Santa Clauses, 
Indians, Dutch children, or other 
figures a part of whose garments 
are composed of gaily colored silk. 
Then there are all the vividly colored, 
highly embossed cards, many orna- 
mented with tinsel, that are such a 
delight to the eye. Many of the old 
cards are in remarkably high relief, 
and gold was used lavishly. Other 
distinctive cards are those with hand 
paintings on silk, revealing truly 
superior workmanship. 

I would not feel that my collec- 
tion was complete without a few 
choice specimens of each variety of 
the old greeting cards, and I have 
some made of leather (one with an 
applied flower of velvet) and of 
wood. I have none made entirely of 
metal, although these exist, but I do 
have a few with metallic flowers 
and birds. There are also the gella- 
tin and the embossed air-brush. col- 
ored cards, the transparencies and 
the comics. All of them are worth- 
while; all of them have given me 
many hours of pleasure. The cara- 
makers of the early 1900’s were 
craftsmen with imagination. I won- 
der to what heights they would 
have attained if the Postal author- 
ities, whose cancelling machines 
balked at tinsel and beads, leather 
and lace, metal, furs and feathers, 
had not ruled that these cards may 
no longer be sent through the United 
States mail.

This department has had its mon- 
ey’s worth in a volume of 1850 of 
The Art Journal, recently purchased. 
It is an imposing monthly, published 
in England. 

‘An interesting item relates to 
Jenny Lind, which we quote in part: 
“The appearance in England of 
this highly gifted vocalist and most 
‘estimable lady, was the signal for 
‘artists of every grade and each pe- 
culiar department, to put forth their 
strength in the production of her 
‘likeness, ‘that, at all events, they 
were debarred the privilege of hear- 
‘ing her, and the number we believe 
to be very small comparatively, 
might at least have some idea of her 
“form ‘and features.” The bust by 
Mr. Durham, for which Mdlle. Lind 
sat frequently, has been universally 
regarded as the most successful por- 
trait brought out, and when it was 
reproduced in statuary porcelain by 
Messrs. Copeland, who made of it a 
beautiful work of art; it attained 
very great popularity. While speak- 
ing of these exquisite productions 
from Messrs. Copeland’s_ establish- 
ment, we must mention that Mar- 
shal’s ‘Dancing Girl Reposing,’ which 
we engraved last month, and noticed 
as having been executed in porcelain, 
was produced there also; and so was 
the ‘Sabrina’ of Marshall.

beautiful works have been deservedly 
popular; we rejoice to know that 
they have been fully estimated by 
the public, and that a number of 
others of equal interest and beauty 
are preparing to issue from the same 
admirable establishment. These we 
shall notice in due course. 

We have been induced to have an 
engraving made from the original 
work, quite as much from the feeling 
that we were, in so doing, extending 
the reputation of a beautiful pro- 
duction of Art, as from the convic- 
tion that such a reminiscence of the 
lady would gratify many thousands 
who perhaps possess no other memor- 
ial. of her. Portrait sculpture, especial- 
ly when it extends no further than the 
mere bust, has little out of. which 
to form an attractive engraving, but 
the very elegant treatment .by Mr.

The notes on Sheffield also from 
the same edition may appeal to the 
antiquarian: 

“In bygone days, when letters 
were directed to ‘Sheffield, near 
Rotheram,’ the latter was the most 
important town of the two, and its 
now mighty neighbour, an industri- 
ous but unobtrusive village, its in- 
habitants quietly playing their ham- 
mers in the beautiful valleys of the 
Sheaf and the Don. The visitor to 
the smoke-crowned town in_ the 
present century cannot without much 
mental reflection realize the pictur- 
esque old town in his mind’s eye, as 
it must have. appeared when the 
great Earls of Shrewsbury were the 
lords of the district, and the park 
of the Talbots crowned the hills, and 
overlooked the busy inhabitants, who 
rented their houses and their work- 
shops of the liege, round whose 
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Castle in the plain beneath they had 
clustered their humble dwellings, 
looking up to their liege lords for 
due protection in return for feudal 
homage. From a very early period 
their ability as manufacturers had 
been conspicuous; and the readers 
of Chaucer’s immortal Canterbury, 
Tales will remember the description 
of one article forming the equipment 
of the miller on his journey to the 
shrine of the martyred Becket.— 


‘A Sheffield whittle bare he in his 
hose.’ 


“The fashion of carrying knives in 
the hose is now confined to the high- 
landers in our own kingdom, but ap- 
pears to have been more common 
when Chaucer wrote. At this time 
Sheffield was in the possession of 
the Furnival family, whose’ house ‘in 
London still gives name _ to 
Furnival’s Inn; and from them it 
came by marriage into the Nevil 
and Talbot families in the early part 
of the fifteenth century. During all 
this time the working men of Shef- 
field laboured on in_ feudal de- 
pendence; they rented their mills of 
their titled lords, and were so com- 
pletely under the influence of their 
rule that their labour and capital 
were completely regulated by the 
power of their courts leet. It is al- 
most impossible now to repress the 
smile of incredulity at the bare men- 
tion of the absurd regulations which 
crippled the free course of mechan- 
ical ingenuity in the ‘old time before 
us.’ The wonder to the modern reader 
is simply this—how with such absurd 
restrictions our commerce and man- 
ufacturers ever survived. 


“With these shackles upon each 
workman it was not likely that 
Sheffield should increase in prosper- 
ity or size. It remained still a small 
and poor village in despite of the 
hard labour cf its inhabitants. 


“During the 17th century, the 
gradual increase of prosperity was 
fully visible in the size and appear- 
ance of the town; it was still, how- 
ever, a small place, and the views 
extant published at this period, show 
that the picturesque character of the 


town still remained; its houses

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NOTES ON SHELLS 


By DOROTHY IL. FREAS 


Lately the young men of Amer- 
ica have travelled in various parts 
of the world, and as most travellers, 
they brought home souvenirs. Among 
these were seashells which they 
picked up along the beaches. 

The Pacific in particular, is fam- 
ous for colorful shells, and the 
beauty of these “souvenirs” has in- 
spired many a returned soldier or 
sailor to start a shell collection. 

Shells are collected for color, size, 
locality, or all one related family, or 
a collection as the writer has of all 
types and all kinds. 

The largest known univalves or 
single shell mollusks, are almost 
two feet long, and the giant band 
shell of our Atlantic coast from the 
Carolinas southward, is a good ex- 
ample. 

The full-grown giant clam of the 
Pacific is usually three feet across, 
and sometimes larger. They are 
used in many churches for a baptis- 
mal font. These, however, are extra 
size, and nice to see in a museum, 
but an individual usually prefers a 
small size in his collection, to leave 
plenty of room for the hundreds of 
other ——s shells. 

Shells run through many colors, 
yellow, brown, red, green, orange, 
violet, and the patterns vary from 
soft shading to the startling lines of 
a cubist painting. 

You cannot collect and index care- 
fully without using the Latin family, 
or genus and species names, and as 
one fact follows another, the life 
history and various habits of each 
shell are studied. However, new col- 
lectors, do not let this sound like 
hard work. You may study each 
shell, or just make a collection. 

For those who are interested, all 
shells are in one of four classes. 

Cephalopoda, meaning head-footed, 
and including the squids and octopi. 

Gastropoda, or belly-footed, in- 
cluding unsymmetrical univalves as 
snails, conchs, whelks. 

Scaphopoda, plow-footed, no eyes, 
no heart, tusk-shaped shell is the 
only member of this class. 

Pelecypoda, hatchet-footed, includ- 
ing bivalves with no head, shell 
symmetrical. 

Amphineura is sometimes added to 
these four, as _ it contains coat-of- 
mail or chiton shells.

Washington, D. C.—A curious as- 
sembly of salt-water and-~ fresh- 
water fishes share Venezuela’s great 
Lake Maracaibobrackish from back- 
wash of the sea at its northern end 
with great fresh-water rivers pour- 
ing into it on the south. Both the river 
and sea species have adapted them- 
selves through thousands of genera- 
tions to life in this mixed enviro- 
ment, according to a report on Vene- 
zuelan fishes by Dr. Leonard P. 
Schultz, Smithsonian Institution Cur- 
ator of Fishes, recently issued by the 
U. S. National Museum. 

This lake, together with the near- 
by Gulf of Venezuela, Dr. Schultz 
says, should be considered one of the 
country’s greatest natural resources. 
These and similar bodies of water, 
he points out, are capable of pro- 
ducing many millions of tons of fish- 
ery products annually. Among his 
finds was an abundance of anchovies, 
completely unexploited and almost 
unknown to fishermen. 

Among the sea animals which 
have found a permanent home in 
the lake are fairly large sharks. They 
are caught by fishermen well beyond 
the range of brackish water and ap- 
parently have made an excellent ad- 
justment. Large sting rays, close 
relatives of the sharks, have also 
evolved permanent’ species in the 
lake and in tributary rivers. 

Some of the most dreaded of these 
flat, plate-shaped sting rays are de- 
scribed by Dr. Schultz in his report, 
including one fish of this family—a 
salt-water species found in the Gulf 
of Venezuela—hitherto unknown to 
science. Some of the fresh-water 
sting rays of the great Orinoco 
River are found more than 1,000 
miles inland from its mouth. All 
have a long, sharp spine, usually in 
the middle of the tail. The tail is so 
powerful that the spine of even a 
small ray can be driven completely 
through a person’s foot or into a leg 
bone. 

“Wherever sting rays occur,” says 
Dr. Schultz, “they are to be found 
hiding on the bottom in mud or sand. 
If disturbed they swim with an undu- 
lating motion, usually close to the 
bottom. Then they come to rest on 
the bottom, the muddy cloud grad- 
ually settling around the ray. The 
weight of a person stepping on the 
disk-shaped part of the body anchors 
the sting ray, giving it the needed 
leverage to whip its tail upward with 
uncanny precision and drive the al- 
ready erected spine into the target. 

“They are always a_ potential 
danger to all who wade over such 
bottoms in tropical seas. Since the 
chief hazard is caused by stepping 
on one of these fishes, it is almost 
completely eliminated by pushing 
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one’s feet along the bottom in the 
upper layer of mud or sand.” 

The spine is questionably poison- 
ous, Dr. Schultz says, and there are 
instances of persons who have been 
killed by its sting. 

More than two score species of 
fishes hitherto unknown to science 
are described in Dr. Schultz’s report.

SCARBROW Coat-of-Arms 


By MABEL LOUISE KEECH 





Scarbrow 


Scarbrow, Skarbrow,  Scarboro, 
Scarborough, Skarborough, Scarbor- 
ow, Scarbrough, Skarbrough, Scar- 
burg, Scarburgh, Scarbro, Scar- 
deburgh, Scarburrow. One could al- 
most say: “Pays your money and 
takes your choice’—but—NO! Those 
bearing the name are very particular 
as to which spelling you use for them. 
And the Coat-of-Arms quite different 
for some of the spellings. There is 
no other spelling for the one pictured 
here. 

Scarborough Castle 


On the north-east of co. York, 
England, on the North Sea, you will 
find the city of Scarborough—about 
40 miles northeast of the city of York. 
It has a good harbor, and is terraced 
to a height of 300 feet above sea-level. 
Overlooking the city is Scarborough 
Castle, which was destroyed by Crom- 
well’s army, but later rebuilt. The 
first Earls of Scarborough were of 
the Lumley-Saunderson family. 


The Coat-of-Arms 


He beareth for Arms: O7, a chev- 
ron between 2 castles in chief and a 
griffin segreant in base gules. Crest 
—A demi-lion billettée gules, support- 
ing a spear erect proper encircled by 
a mural crown gold. 

The above description of the Scar- 
brow Armorial Bearing is registered 
in Burke’s General Armory for the 
family seated in Montague Place, Lon- 
don, and is confirmed in Fairbairn’s 
Book of Crests. 

Translated into non-Heraldic terms: 
A gold (or) shield, on which is 
charged a red (gules) chevron, be- 
tween 2 castles above it (in chief) 
and a griffin below it (in base), all 
of these red in color. As “gules,” 
the word for red is placed after the 
last symbol—griffin—only, the sym- 
bols are all red, as color-names are 
not repeated: The griffin is standing 
on one foot, pawing the air, or “se- 


greant,” which is the same for a grif- 
fin as “rampant” is for a lion and 
most other beasts. The crest is a red 
(gules) demi-lion, covered with tiny 
rectangular figures (billettée), and 
supporting a spear in erect position 
and of natural color (proper). The 
spear is encircled by a gold mural 
crown, or one formed as of the wall 
of a fortress. (Why the description 
says “gold” instead of “or,” the her- 
aldic word for gold, we do not under- 
stand, perhaps a typographical error, 
but it is copied as written.) 


The chevron is one of nine so-called 
Honourable Ordinaries, straight-sided 
figures one-third the width of the 
shield, first symbols used to identify 
men encased in armor. “Likened un- 
to the roof of a house,” the chevron is 
emblematical of protection of the de- 
fenseless. 

Castles are symbols of grandeur 
and solidity, and often granted to 
those who have captured or held them 
for their king. 

The griffin’s story has often been 
told—he, a fabulous beast, was sup- 
posed to be 8 times the size of a lion, 
with head of a wolf, beak, talons and 
wings of an eagle, and body of a lion. 
He was said to have guarded the 
treasures of precious stones and met- 
als in the mountains of India, and 
therefore was a reward, on a Coat- 
of-Arms, for one who guarded the 
financial treasures of his country, by 
his expert handling of economic af- 
fairs. 
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The lion is the king of beasts, and 
emblematical of service to his coun- 
try and deathless courage. 


The spear—“Romans regarding the 
use of this weapon as exhibiting the 
perfection of martial affairs, bestowed 
it only upon the valiant and deserv- 
ing soldier. It is the emblem of 
knightly service, typifying devotion 
to honour.” 

Again, the mural crown originated 
with the Romans, and was granted 
to him who “first mounted the breach 
in the walls of a besieged town or 
fortress, it is also applicable to the 
defender of a fortress, or as a token 
of civic honour.” It is aptly rewarded 
here with the castle. 

The billets or rectangular figures 
on the demi-lion represent important 
messages delivered by the bearer of 
the Arms. 

Colors are representative of the 
personal characteristics of the orig- 
inal bearer, and are granted only 
upon merit. Gold signifies generosity 
and elevation of mind; red, courage 
and magnanimity. The color code in 
the drawing—dots for gold, vertical 
lines for red. 


A Pennsylvania-Maryland Family 


A descendant of this branch of the 
family sent the following on her line. 

Mrs. Charles D. Thomas, 7811 Sail- 
or Place, Pittsburgh, Pa., is gather- 
ing data which she hopes to publish 
as soon as she has complete informa- 
tion from those who belong to this 
line. She will be glad to correspond 
with those interested. 

The progenitor of the Scarboroughs 
of Harford Co., Maryland, and of 
Bucks Co., Pennsylvania, was John 
Scarborough of London, England, a 
member of Peel Monthly Meeting of 
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Friends, located at 65 Johns St., Lon- 
don, not far from the Bank of Eng- 
land. With his son John Jr., aged 15, 
he came to America late in October 
of 1682. In the county seat of Bucks 
county, Pa., Doylestown, there is on 
record a deed dated July 4, 1682, from 
William Penn of Worminghurst, in 
co. Sussex, Eng., to John Scarbor- 
ough of London, England, to 250 acres 
of land in Pennsylvania. 

In 1705 the first Buckingham Meet- 
ing House was built on land bought 
by this John. He, and his son John 
both became ministers at Buckingham 
Meeting, John Jr. a very noted one. 

Euclidus Scarborough, grandson of 
John Sr., was prominent in Bucks Co., 
and owned much property there. 
About 1700 he with his family, mi- 
grated to Harford Co., Maryland. He 
and four of his sons were in the Revo- 
lution, and their names are to be (or 
have been) engraved on the Bell 
Tower, Washington Memorial Chap- 
el, Valley Forge—the memorial list 
placed by the National Society Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. 

James, a grandson of Euclidus, who 
evidently was not in the Maryland 
migration, and his wife, Elizabeth 
Breckenridge, moved from Pennsyl- 
vania to Ohio. They first lived in a 
log cabin, until they could assemble 
materials for a new house. When 
they were ready, the people in their 
section were planning to build Hed- 
ding Chapel. James and his wife 
came to the front, gave their lumber 
and other building supplies to the 
church organization, saying: “We can 
live in the old log cabin, but we can 
not live without a church.” 


Other Families 


In scanning indexes and records for 
information on these families, the 
name, with its various spellings was 
found in many states across country, 
but very little data about any one 
family except the Virginia line. 
Louisiana family had descended from 
Noah of South Carolina living, about 
1777, and had stopped in Georgia on 
the way farther west. An Eastern 
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Shore Maryland family was men- 
tioned in a will in Waters “Genealog- 
ical Gleanings from England,” which 
often ties up English and American 
families. The New York Genealog- 
ical and Biographical Record men- 
tions a Mary Anne, daughter of Rev. 
Benjamin Woolsey who married Jared 
Scarborough, and their children were 
Joseph and Deborah. 

William and Mary Quarterly, Vol- 
ume 7, gives a Scarburgh Bible re- 
cord with some items as follows: 
From a Bible of Degge, alias Degges 
—Dorothy Wainhouse, born Aug. 4, 
1695, Mitchell Scarburgh, born Aug. 
13, 1695, married Nov. 24, 1715. 
“Mitchell Jr. departed this life in 
March between 12th and 16th 1764, 
being uncertain of the day; he went 
from Pungoteague the 12th in a 
canoe, and by misfortune was 
drowned, over to Wicocomco, and was 
found on the 16th.” 

Several allusions to Pennsylvania 
families were found, among them 
James, of Remington, Allegheny Co., 
who was a “goldrusher”—but he was 
born in Maryland, perhaps descendant 
of Euclidus. 

John Scarborough, who settled in 
Roxbury, Mass., about 1649, and was 
freeman in 1640, became a member of 
the Ancient and Honourable Artillery 
Company in 1643. The Boston Record 
Commission defines his property, and 
the Roxbury Church Record says: “4 
mo., 9 day, 1646—John Scarborough 
slaine by charging a great gunn”!! 

Some of you ask about this Com- 
pany. It was organized in the early 
days of colonization of Massachusetts, 
and most of the members were from 
Boston, a few from neighboring 
towns. They were appointed, or vol- 
unteered to act as a military guard 
in case of any uprisings or emergen- 
cies. Their name was taken from a 
similar organization in England. It 
is still in existence, and every year in 
Boston the group has its parade, but 
its functioning is more now like the 
Sons of the American Revolution, etc., 
keeping the records of their ances- 
tors who were the first members. 

The books have been carefully and 
accurately kept through the years, 
and many times very important fam- 
ily connections can be made by study- 
ing in these printed records, the bio- 
graphies of the members. 

Of course—of cowrse—the women 
have an organization! And guess 
what the name is? “National Society 
Women Descendants of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery Company”!! 
And, as in other similar organiza- 
tions, they do a good work—filing re- 
cords that should be kept, studying 
the history of the early days, and 
paying tribute to the heroes, their 
ancestors. 

The best known, and perhaps the 
outstanding family of this name, is 
the Virginia line. J. C. Wise, author 
of “Col. John Wise of England and 
Virginia,” gives us much splendid 
material on this line, as also many 
others writing on early Virginia colo- 
nists. Mr. Wise tells us that Henry 
SKARBOROUGH lived in co. Nor- 
folk, England, in 1565. That he had 
a son Edmund SCARBURGE bap- 
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tized Christmas day 1584, in North 
Walshland, co. Norfolk. He married 
Hannah, daughter of Robert Butler, 
and lived in St. Martin’s-in-the-Field 
parish, London. 

In 1620 this EDMUND SCAR- 
BURGH came to Virginia—Eastern 
Shore—with his wife, and settled in 
what became Accomack Co., where he 
was Justice of the Peace in 1631. 

Hannah and he had an interesting 
family. Their daughter Hannah mar- 
ried Colonel Wise, who figures in the 
book just mentioned. A son Charles, 
born in England in 1615, became an 
M.D., and was physician to Charles 
II, James II and William III. He 
wrote a book about Charles II’s last 
illness, and also a text book on Ana- 
tomy for Cambridge. He was knighted 
in 1669, and an original F. R. S. (Fel- 
low of Royal Surgeons). Also he was 
“expelled by Parliament because of 
Royalist sympathies.” They (Edmund 
and Hannah) had also a son Edmund 
Jr., “of whom more later.” 

Capt. Edmund Scarburgh, who 
came to Virginia in 1620, is an ac- 
cepted ancestor in “Order of First 
Families of Virginia,” familiarly 
known as “FFV.” While the dates 
“1607-1620” are attached to the title 
of this group, they accept “eligibles” 
who came prior to the dissolution of 
the Virginia Company in 1624; and 
also one may use the name of an an- 
cestor who never came to this coun- 
try, if he belonged to the Virginia 
Company of London, buying shares, 
and thus making settlement possible. 

Confirming my idea that Edmund 
Scarburgh must be an accepted an- 
cestor of “FFV,” comes a fine letter 
from the National President of this 
Order, saying: “It is very kind of 
you to be interested in our Order, but 
I think the Scarburghs are of much 
more importance than a small group 
like ours organized primarily to 
study and record the happenings of 
the founding period of our country, 
1607-1620. So suppose you give full 
credit to the brave Captain.” Per- 
haps so, Mrs. Hiden, but we would not 
have so much on record to tell us of 
the importance of these families, if 
it were not for the organized and 
progressive movements. 

Now to Edmund Jr., called by the 
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Indians the “Conjurer Scarburgh.” 
He was born in England, came with 
his parents, married Mary, daughter 
of Col. Nathaniel Littleton; and his 
daughter married Gov. Bennett’s son. 

(From the book by J. C. Wise.) 

“He was certainly the foremost man 
of the Eastern Shore—the most virile 
and active man in the entire Colony 
during his day.” He was a personal 
friend of Peter Stuyvesant; owned as 
many as 9 trading vessels at one time; 
owned thousands of acres of the larg- 
est industrial landholdings in the 
Colony at one time; was granted 
monopoly on salt manufacturing; was 
a burgess; Speaker of the House in 
1645; and later Surveyor General, 
and Colonel; greatest law practitoner 
on Eastern Shore; parish vestryman; 
manufacturer of shoes, salt and malt; 
soldier. He led expeditions against 
Indians, captured a Boston merchant 
vessel in the Potomac; negotiated a 
secret treaty for tobacco trade be- 
tween New Netherlands and Ac- 
comack Co., when the countries were 
enemies; etc., etc., etc. 

Great accomplishments these, but 
his biographers all have to admit that 
they were brought about through his 
“unrestrained and imperious will.” 
“We may not approve his career as a 
whole, his descendants may not boast 
of all his actions, but it is pardon- 
able if they entertain a secret pride 
in the power wielded by their extra- 
ordinary ancestor,—noted for his un- 
bridled violence because of the magni- 
tude and prominence of his deeds. An 
authority unto himself, he was un- 
fortunate in having no one able to 
curb and restrain his action.” (A 
few more men of his stamina, 
“curbed,” well-principled, could be 
used in our land today!) 


CREST CORNER 


Eight-year-old daughter: 

“Mo—ther—when you get all these 
societies joined, will you please put 
away your ancestors?” 

“Mother,” who just loves to do her 
own digging, had been spending one 
or two days a week at the library, 
trying to get her lines all in shape 
for the above purpose. She had not 
neglected the child, who loved to go 
to grandmother’s or auntie’s for 
lunch; and her mother was always 
home when she returned from school. 
The main point was that the other 
grandmother was staying with them 
for a time, and the older ones talked 
and talked about these different “an- 
cestors,’”’ probably to the exclusion of 
some conversation the child would 
have better enjoyed. 

However, “mother,” correctly train- 
ed by her mother to have respect for 
and interest in those who preceded 
them, goes right on with her ances- 
tor-hunting, knowing how apprecia- 
tive daughter will be one of these 
days, to have given her such a good 
start preserving records. She will not 
be one of the daughters constantly 
writing or saying to me “If I had only 
listened to my grandmother’s stories, 
or paid attention to what father said 
and written things down.” 

Here is an example on the other 
side. A very intelligent, refined, in- 
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fluential woman has been invited to 
join a patriotic-lineal society which 
requires not only full proof of the 
line on which she intends to enter, 
but also three generations back of 
herself on the other side. Mrs. W. 
has her father’s side complete for 
this group, but here is the story of 
the mother’s side. Mrs. A., mother 
of Mrs. W., would never talk of her 
parents to Mrs. W., who really wanted 
to know about her grandparents. 
They had died when Mrs. A. was 
young, and she had been brought up 
by an aunt, whom she did occasionally 
mention by name.

ing to tell you to help you to join 
the society.” Any time Mrs. W. would 
even hint at something, hoping to 
bring her mother out, the subject was 
immediately changed—all of which 
made the daughter wonder, and won- 
der, for the mother was a brilliant 
and popular woman, much-travelled, 
interested in the finer things of life. 

_One day, when visiting with two 
sisters, long-time friends of the moth- 
er, Mrs. W. dropped a question which 
brought this wee bit of information 
—that Mrs. A’s mother was of Eng- 
lish nobility, had married beneath 
her class, had been told not to return 
to her home, and the young couple 
had come to this country. They had 
two children, a boy who died in his 
teens, and Mrs. A., and the parents 
had both died young. Thus Mrs. A.

Now can you see why a mother 
should be so unwilling to tell her 
daughter even that much about her 
grandparents?

She is now hav- 
ing burial records searched for the 
two, and the son, hoping to get to- 
gether sufficient for the records for 
her daughters—for that would be 
their three generations. But it will 
probably be only her granddaughters 
who will have membership privilege. 

Whether your children, or grand- 
children or other younger relatives 
seem to appreciate it or not—do not 
hesitate to give them records. 

And since I started this Crest Cor- 
ner, a letter has come in from New 
Jersey, from one I have not seen since 
she was a child. “Dear Cousin Mabel: 
Our daughter Sally would like to join 
the C. A. R., and Cousin E. tells me 
you have already traced the “Gates” 
family, so would appreciate any in- 
formation you could give me regard- 
ing Caleb Gates.” “Cousin Mabel” 
had the goods—they are glad and so 
am I. She sent a Children of the 
American Revolution blank all filled 
out except one or two early dates, 
and the service of Caleb—and—some 
information that I did not have that 
clears a question I have long had in 
my records!
